h^ve charge of a watch, or when it shall be necessary for the sup- 
pression of.r^t,,(]^uarrel, or oilier manifest impropriety of conduct, 
or when duly appointed to act in some higher grade, 

Articj.^ 4, 

The civil officers of the navy shell have assimfiatod rank with the 
flea-officers of the navy, as follows : surgeons, punser^, chaplains, 
and secretaries, with lieutenants of the navy; passed assistant 
surgeons, with masters ; other assistant surgeons and professors 
of mathemafti^s; with passed midshipmen ; and clerks, with mid- 
shipmen* No marine officer or civil offieer of the navy shall, in 
consequence of any relative or assimilated rank, have command 
over any sea-officer of the navy, except as provided in article 6 of 
these regulations : but the marine and civil officers of th« navy, 
who shall be attached to any vessel of the navy, or to any navy 
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jard, station, or other service, which has be^n placed under the 
coitimand of a navy officer, shall be subject to the lawful orders of 
%ie navy officer who may be placed in, or who may succeed to, 
such command, and to the lawful orders of the other navy officers 
of equcd or superior relative or assimilated rahk. 

, Aaticls 5. 

Whenever seamen and marines, under charge of navy and marine 

officers, sh«tll be detached from vessels to perform miUtary duties 

on shore, the pfficer highest in rank, or the senior officer of the 

49ame relative rank, shall comniand on such service. 

t 

Abticxb 6. 

Marine officers and civil officers shall not have any authority, or 
exercise any control, over each other while they arc acting under 
the iminediate command of a sea-officer, e:tcept in the following 
cases : 

Marine officers will command each other and the marines in what^ 
ever relates to the military duties, and police in "their detachments, 
according to their relative rank ; and surgeons shall have authority 
to direct and regulate the professional duties and practice of assist- 
ant surgeons : provided that, in all cases^ the orders given by such 
marine officer and surgeons shall be in conformity with the general 
regulations of the navy, and of their commanding sea-officer. 

Abticls 7. ' 

If an officer shaU receive an order from his superior, contrary to 
any particular order of any other superior -officer, or to the regula- 
tions of the navy, he shall respectfully represent [in writing, when 
practicable,]] such contrariety to the superior officer from whom he 
shall have received the last order; and if, after such representa- 
tion, the superior shall still insist upon the execution of his order, 
the officer is to obey him, and report the circumstances to the 
officer from whom he received the original order, if practicable ; 
but every officer who shall divert another from any service upon 
which he may "be ordered by a common superior, or require him to 
act contrary to the orders of such common superior, or interfere 
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with those under his command, must show that the public intereats 
lequired it. 

Abticle 8. 

When an officer, in command of a fleet, squadron, or single ship, 
shall meet with his superior officer in command, he shall, if practi- 
cable, wait on him and show his general instructions ; and if he 
shall have sealed or secret orders, and his superior officer should 
determine to take him under his immediate command, he will then 
make the fact of his having sealed or secret orders known to his 
superior, who will not, in any case, open any sealed orders, or di- 
vert the inferior officer from his original orders, or interfere in any 
way with the vessels, officers, or others under his command, unless 
he may conceive it absolutely necessary for the public service ; and 
in case of any such diversion of foice, or interference with the 
commands of an inferior officer by his superior, the inferior is to 
obey his original instructions afterwards, if still practicable ^d 
necessary, as soon as possible ; and will, as early as the nature of 
the service will permit, communicate all the facts of the case to the 
person under whose orders he may have been previously, acting. 

Article 9. 

Captains of the navy are eligible to the command of any vessel ; 
commanders to the command of any vessel under 26 guns ; and 
lieutenants to the command of vessels under 16 guns ; but no offi^ 
cer is entitled to claim of the Department any p»ticular command 
as a matter of right. 

Article 10. 

Whenever ships of the line shall be employed, a commander nsay 
be attached to each as executive officer. 

Article 11. 

The military officers of the land and sea-services of the United 
States shall rank together as follows : 

Passed midshipmen with second lieutenants of the army* 
Masters with first lieutenants of the army. 
Lieutenants of the navy with captains of the army. 
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Commanders of the navy with majors of the army. 

Captains of the navy, from date of commission, with lieutenants 
colonel of the army. 

Captains of the navy of five years standing with colonels of the 
the army. 

Captains of the navy of ten years standing with brigadiers gene- 
ral of the army. 

Captains of the navy of fifteen years standing with majors gene- 
ral of the army. 

But ffhould higher grades be created in the navy, then commo- 
dores, or those captains only who may be appointed to the com- 
mand of a squadron, shall rank with brigadiers general of the 
army. 

Rear admirals with majors general. 

Vice admirals with lieutenants general, and 

Admirals with generals. 

Article 12. 

Nothing in the preceding article shall authorize a land officer to 
command any United States vessel or navy yard : nor any oea offi- 
cer to command any part of the army on land. Neither shall an 
officer of one service have a right to demand any compliment on 
the score of rank from an officer of the other service. 
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* If no commander is placed in a ship of the line, then one additional lieutenant. 

(a) To act as watch officer. (6) 2 to be passed and to act as watch officer. 

(m) The pay of a purser's clerk to be $65 a month in ships of the line com- 
missioned for sea service ; in a frigate, or razee, commissioned for sea service, or 
in a navy yard or receiving vessel, $50 a month. 

(«) $40 per month in ships of the line— $35 in frigates — $25 in sloops — $18 
in smaller vessels. 
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AmTiCLS 14. 
The number of boys in any vessel is not to be less than the 
number of guns which the ship may mount, if such number, can 
be supplied from the receiving ships before the vessel requiring^ 
them shall proceed to sea. 

ASTICLE 16. 

When the commander of a fleet or squadron shall not be the 
immediate commander of the vessel in which he shall be embarked, 
he shall be borne as a supernumerary ; and in all cases, the vessel 
in which the commander-in-chief of a fleet or squadron shall be 
embariced, may bear as supernumerary, by his order, one lieuten- 
ant, one secretary, one clerk, one coxswain, one officer's steward, 
one officer's cook, one seaman, and two ordinary seamen ; and if 
not commanding in chief, the same persons, excepting a clerk. A 
captain of the fleet, when allowed, together with one coxswain, 
and one seaman, may also be borne as supernumeraries by order of 
the commander-in-chief. 

Abtiols 16. 

In case of a deficiency of "seamen," a vessel, which may be 
otherwise ready for service, is not to be detained, if such deficiency 
shall not exceed one-fourth the number of seamen allowed in the 
table of complements, and if it can be supplied with an additional 
number of "ordinary seamen ;" nor shall ia vessel, when under 
orders for service, and otherwise ready, be detained, if the whole 
number of petty officers and persons of inferior ratings on bosdrd 
shall be equal to nine-tenths of the total number of such persons 
which may be allowed in the table of complements. 

Abticle 17. 

The Department will, at any time, if it deems it expedient, di- 
rect vessels to sail with still smaller numbers, or otherwise modify 
the table of complements for vessels for particular service. 

Abticle 18. 

Unless otherwise specially directed, the commander of a vessel, 
which shall leave the United States with a deficiency of petty 
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officers or persons of inferior ratings, as compared with the estah- 
lished complements for such vessel, may supply such deficiencies, 
by promoting qualified persons of inferior ratings, or by regular 
enlistments for three or five years, as may be deemed best for the 
public interests. Blank shipping articles will be supplied to him 
upon application to the commaftdant of the navy yard or station. 



CHA.PTER n. 
APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Abticlx 19. 

No officer whatever shaU, when within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, appoint |Lny person, not holding a commission or 
warrant in the navy, perform the duties of a commission or war- 
rant officer, nor give to any commission or warrant officer an 
acting appointment for any higher grade than that for which he 
may be commissioned or warranted. Nor shall he, at any time, 
order any officer into service or upon duty, who is on leave of 
absence or furlough, or make any change in the distribution or 
arrangement of officers, as established by the Secretary of the 
Navy, without his order or permission, except in cases of emer- 
gency. 

Artigxs 20. 

If the Secretary of the Navy shall deem it expedient to direct 
any vessel to proceed on service with a smaller number of officers 
than is mentioned in the table of complement for vessels, chapter I, 
article. 1^, or which are otherwise authorized by these regulations, 
no acting appointment is to be made, or order given, to supply any 
such deficiency, without his previous authority or sanction ; nor 
shall any commander of a vessel, which may be separated from the 
commander of the fleet or squadron to which such vessel belongs, 
make any acting appointment, or give any order, to fill vacancies 
which exist, and could have been reported to the commander of the 
fleet or squadron before such separation occurred. When a vacancy 
shall ot^cur in the complements of commission or warrant officers^ 
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as above explained and liniited, in any vessel without the jurisdic-' 
tion of the United States, and which cannot be supplied from 
supernumerary officers of the same rank in other vessels of the 
fleet or squadron ; the commander-in-chief of the fleet or squadron 
may, if Uie vacancies shall have been occasioned by death, or by- 
orders or authority from the Secretary of the Navy, give a written 
acting appointment to some other commission or warrant officer, 
who may be subject to his orders, to fill such vacancy, until such 
appointment shall be revoked by the commander-in-chief of the 
fleet or squadron for the time being« or by order of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Abticlb ^I. 

All officers who may have occasion to make acting appointments, 
or to give orders to flll vacancies, shall conform to the general 
regulations, as respects qualifications, whenever it shall be practica- 
ble ; they shall give the earliest information to the Department of 
all such orders or appointments, which may be made by them» 
with the reasons for the same ; and forward a complete list of aU 
such orders or appointments to the Secretary of the Navy, imine- 
diately on their arrival in the United States. 

Abticlk 22. 

When a vacancy shall have been occasioned by leave granted to 
any officer to return to the United States, from the commander of 
a squadron or vessel, in consequence of ill health, or for other 
cause ; or the complements of any I'ank or class of officers pres^ent 
and fit for duty, shall be reduced below the number which may be 
deemed necessary for the proper performance of the duties of the 
vessel, in consequence of the continued indisposition of officers, or 
their absence in prizes, or upon other public service, the con^man- 
der-in-chief of the fleet or squadron, or the senior officer present, 
may direct other officers of the vessel or squadron, by a written 
order, to perform the duties of such absent or sick officers, until 
their return or restoration to health, or until the further orders of 
the commander of the fleet or squadron, or of the Secretary of tlie 
Navy, may be received. 

V 
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Am^icu 23. 
Vacancies in tbe situations of boatswains, gunners, carpentenr, 
and sail-makers, may be filled by selection from petty officers, or 
o&er persons not warranted, if deemed advisable by the officers 
authorized to have them filled. 

Articls 24. 

When an officer shall receive an acting appotntment to fill a 
▼acancy from the Secretary of the Navy, or from the commands- 
in-chief of the fleet, or other co^imanding officer, u/l eonformity 
with these regulations, he may assume the uniform and annex his 
acting, rank to his official signature ; but when they shall *perfcHrm 
the duties of a higher station by order\ they are not to change their 
unilbrm or official designation ; but in bo^ cases they will be 
entitled to the compensation of the rank of the officer whose duties 
they may be directed to perform. 

Article 25, 

All acting appointments, and orders to perform higher duties 
than belong to their rank, must specify the vessel in which the 
officer is to act; and in case of removal to another vessel, a new 
appointment or order must be given ; except when the appoint- 
ment or order shall be issued by the Secretary of the Navy r 

Article 26. 

Commanders-in-chief, when without the jurisdictioa of the 
United States, may direct three captains, commanders, or other pro- 
per officers, as the case may require, to examine candids^^ for 
higher appointments, when it shall be necessary for selecting per- 
sons who have not been examined, to fill vacancies ; and the certi- 
ficates of qualifications shall be immediately forwarded to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who may direct such further examination as 
he may deem proper before the candidates are promoted. 

ARTICtE 27." 

If an officer shall succeed to the command of a vessel without 
the jurisdiction of the United States, in consequence of the death 
or captivity of the comtnander, he may give the necessary orders to 
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supply vacancies, to act until he brings the vessel into port, de- 
livers her up to a superior officer, or receives the instructions of 
his commandeivin-chief, or of the Secretary of the Navy. 

Article 28. 

Every officer entitled to a secretary shall have the power to 
appoint him, and every commander shall have the power to appoint 
his own clerk, which appointments are to be in writing, and the let- 
ters of acceptance from secretaries and clerks shall expressl^r state 
their agreement to be subject 10 the laws and regulations for the 
government of the navy. 

Article 29. 

Every commander shall have the power to rate and disrate the 
petty officers allowed to the vessel under his command, having dne 
regard to their conduct and qualifications, reporting quarterly to the 
commanding officer of the squadron, to which he belongs, all th^ 
alterations which he may make in such ratings. 

Article 30. 

No person under 14 or over 17 years of age, and who does not 
understand the elemehts of arithmetic, english grammar, and geo- 
graphy, will be appointed to act as a midshipman. 

Article SI. 

After taiiidshipmen shall have served at sea during a cruise of not 
less than one year, and shall have produced satisfactory testimonials 
from their commanders of their good conduct and capacity, they 
may receive their warrants, which, when issued, shall bear the 
same dat^s as their original appointments ; but if a midshipman 
shall be reported for misconduct, gross negligence of his duty, or 
other evident unfitness for being continued in service, at any time, 
before his len^h of service above described shall entitle him to a 
warrant, and the Secretary of the Navy shall be satisfied of the 
truth and correctness of such report, the appointment of such 
midshipman will be revoked, and his name stricken from the 
navy list. 
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Abticxs 32. 
Boatswains, gunners, earpentei^, and sailmaken, shall receive 
acting appointments only, un4il they shall have served two years 
at sea. These appointment shall be revocable for miseoaduet or 
incapacity by the commander of a squadron, or of a vessel acting 
independently of any squadron. At the expiration of two years' sea 
service, if then within the United States, or at the expiration of 
their cruise, should they produce satisfactory testimonials of good 
conduct and capacity from their commanders, they may, if their 
s^vices ^u>ul^ be required, receive warrants of the same. dates as 
their ajppointments. 

Abticls 33. 

No person shall be appointed second master until he shall be 21 
years of age, and shall have passed such an examination by a board 
of naval officers, in seamanship, mathematics and navigation, as 
may be directed by the Secretary of the Navy, and produce satis* 
factory testimonials of general good conduct 

Abticle 34. 

No person, not already an officer of the navy, shall be appointed 
a master, until he shall be 25 years of age, nor shall any person 
receive a warrant as master, until he shall have passed an examina- 
tion in seamanship, mathematics and navigation, as may be directed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, and shall' have produced the most 
satisfactory testimonials of general good conduct. 

Abticle 35. 

Midshipmen^ whose warrants bear date in the same year, shall, 
belong to the same class for examination, provided their age aad 
length of service in the navy and at sea shall entitle them to an ex- 
amination ; but if either of these are insufficient, diey ase to be 
classed with those who are to be examined, when their qualifica^ 
tions in these respects shall be fully completed. 

Abxiou 36. 

Midshipmen willtiot be promoted to lieutenants until they shall 
bave been five years in the navy, and have performed three y^ars* 
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sea-service, nor until they shall have passed such examination in 
seamanship* gunnery, mathematics, and in relation to stcmm- 
engines, as may be presciibed by the Secretary of the Navy, nor 
unless'they produce satisfactory testimonials from the conmianding 
officers of the vesisels in which they may have sailed, of their pro* 
fessional and general good conduct, and of having kept regular jour* 
nals. If, from any cause, a midshipman shall not be promoted 
within three years aHer he has passed his first or any ^subsequent 
examination, and shall not, in the mean time, have been two years 
at sea, he shall be examined again, and produee new testimonials 
of his conduct ; and if he shall then fail to pass the required exami- 
nation, he shall lose his standing in the class of the year with which 
he was originally examined^ and be classed and examined again with 
liiose of the succeeding year ; and if any midshipman or passed 
midshipman shall fail, from any cause, to pass, when examined for 
the second time, in their respective grades, he shall be droppied from 
^e list, and no longer belong to the navy. 

Abticle 37. 

No lieutenant shall be promoted to a commander until he shall 
have performed at least three years sea-service as lieutenant. 

Article 38. 

No commander shall be promoted to a captain until he shall have 
performed at least three years' sea-service as commander. 

Article 39. 

Warranted master's mates are only eligible for promotion to 
second masters. Second masters are only eligible for promotion 
as masters ; and masters are not considered eligible to further pro- 
motion except under extraordinary circumstances ; but the promo- 
tion of a passed midshipman, who may be appointed or ordered to 
act as second master, or master, will not be effected by such act- 
ing appointment or order. 

Article 40. 

No person shall receive the appointment of assistant surgeon in 
the navy of the United States, unless he shall have been examined 
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aud approved by a board of naval surgeons, wbo shall be desig- 
nated for that purpose by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Abticls 41. 

No person shall receive the appointment of surgeon in the navy 
of the United States, until he shall have served as an assistant 
surgeon at least two years,' on board a public vessel of the United 
States, at sea, unless he shall have been examined and approved by 
a board of surgeons designated for that purpose by the Sdcreta* 
ry of the Navy. 

AUTICLE 42, 

No person shall be appointed a chaplain in the navy, who shall 
not be a regularly ordained or licensed clergyman, of unimpeached 
moral character, not exceeding thirty years of age. 

Article 43. 

Pursers shall not be appointed except between 21 and 35 years of 
age, nor untii they shall have been examined by three pursers, and 
found fully competent to keep a set of hooka. 

Abtiolx 44, 

Pursers may nominate persons to act as their assistapts, subject 
to the approval of their commanders ; and if approved, the com- 
mander shall give them witten appointments to act as such ; and the 
letters of acceptance from the assistants shall expressly state their 
agreement to be subject te the laws and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the navy. 

Abticlx 45. 

Midshipmen are not to be required to serve for a longer period 
than twelve months, on board of a schooner, when it can be avoided 
without injury to the public service, before they shall have passed 
their examination for promotion. 

Abticxb 46. 

The foregoing articles, numbered 19, 20, 21, and 22, or either of 
them, which regulate the promotion of different officers, may be 
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suspended (except so much as relates to their passing the required 
examinations to prove their qualifications) in favor of officers wbo 
shall have performed acts of distinguished bravery and good conduct. 

Article 47. 

Notice will be given by the Secretary of the Navy, to^all personv 
entided, of the time when, and place where, examinations are to be 
held, and of the classes of persons who are to attend. 

Aeticls 48. 

If an officer shall fail to attend an examination to which he is en- 
tided from hi^ date, when notified, or shall not have sought or im- 
proved opportunities which may have been offered to see sufficient 
sea^service, without specifying any particular service or station, or^ 
having attended, shall fail to pass the required examination, he' shall 
not take rank with the class of his date, but with that with which he 
shall pass his examination.pxcepting he shall produce satisfactory 
proof that he was prevented from attending in consequence g( em- 
ployment on distant service in the navy, by sickness, or by other 
sufficient cause, to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy ; 
in which case, if he presents himself at the first examination there- 
after which he can attend, he shall take rank with the class of his 
date, in the same manner as though he had been exsunined with 
them. 

Article 49. 

Assistant surgeons, second masters, passed midshipmen, and 
midshipmen, who shall be found unqualified for prolnoti<n), upon a 
second examination as such, shall at once cease to be officers of the 
navy. 

Article 50. 

If any person shall produce false certificates of age, time of ser- 
vice, or character, before a board of examination, such person shall, 
whenever it may be discovered, be brought before a court martial, 
to answer for such disgraceful conduct. 
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The time which an officer may be attached to, or doing duty on 
board a sea-going vessel oT the navy, in commiflaion, will be con- 
sidered as sea-cervice within the nieaning of these regulations. 

Aeticlx 62. 

Boards of officers who msy be appointed by the Secivetary' of di# 
Navy to examine assist&nt surgeons, second masters, andnrid-i 
shipmen, shall grant certificates to such as, in their opinion^ proT# 
themselves qualified for promotion, and shall number sad& ewtifi- 
cates according to the relative qualifications of the different individ- 
uals, giving No. 1 to the best qualified, and the other numbers in 
regulai^ order; which certificates shall be conclusive- as > to their. 
fekitive rai^^ except as pr<>v(ded in aiH^ie '81, for offieeys i^hiiy 
cannot Attend with their proper dass* •'*' • 

- When aik offiieer shall be appointed ta the eemman)i4n«K^^'of a 
fleet err squadron, consisting' of not leds thah ten ships '0>f ' wair iibOvif 
flie elase of sloops, he may be allowed af captliiA te^ a6sl«rt4iilti)'if h4

Every officer who shall , be appointed to the command of a 
fleet or squadron, may be allowed a lieutenant, in addition to the 
eomplement of the vessel, as an aid, to assist fiim in peffortting his 
fluties. 

A&ticlx 55, 

Whenever an officer shall be appointed to the cotiimand-in-chlef 
of a fl^eet or squadron, the limits of his command shall be particu* 
larly specified in his instructions. - , 

Aartcis 66. 

A mrg^an «f . the fletili^ is^ ikot to be appointed wlt&out the expi^ss 
difeotion of' the Secretary of the Navy, and, exceptunder pei^liar 
eifcnmistaiioes, none will be appointed to a sqntfulron,' where the 
Avmber of persons briongmg to irare not etp&SL tofburteen imndred.'

CHAPTER III. 

MILITARY HONORS AND CEREMONIES. 

^ AnficLs 67. 

When the President of the United States shall yisita vessel of the 
navyf he shall be received upon deck by all ^e officers in full u)ii. 
form ; the yards shall be manned ; the full guard shall be paraded, 
and shaU present arms ; the music shall play a march, and a sall^te 
of one i^n for each State in the Union shall be fired. 

Article 58. 

When the Vice President of the United States shaU visk a vom^ 
of the navy, the same honors shall be paid as is directed in artida 
57, excepting that the salute shall consist of twenty-one gpns. 

Abticlb. 59. 

When the Secretary of the Navy, or any of the heads of Depart- 
BBfiuts of the General Government, or any of the Justices €if ih^ 
Supreme Court, or any Governor of any of the United States, shall 
visit a vessel of the n^vy, the same honors shall be paid ^ pre- 
scribed in article 57, excepting that the salute shall consist of nine* 
teen guns. 

• """^ Articls 60. 

Whoever the Navy Commissioners shall officially visit a veiMel 
of the navy, they shall be received on deck by all the officers ia 
uniform ; an officers' guard shall be paraded, and shall present arms ; 
and the drums shall give three ruffles, and a salute of seventeen 
guns shdl be fired. If^ individual commissiotier slwtt officially 
visit a vessel or yard, he shall be saluted aocoiding to the csiik' 
which he holds on the navy Jist. / ' . . 

Abxicik 61. 

W^ienever any commander4n-chi9f of a iieer or squadron shall* go 
on board any vessel of the navy, he' shall be received on dcifck by*, 
the senior officer pn board, if of. the sa^epr of nrferiorgradeip a«ji 
by all the pthei officers of the veisel hi umform; -an. officers;' guwd 
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shall be paraded, and present arnWy and the drum shall give three 
ruffles. • ■ 

Articlk 62. 

Commanders of squadrons and divisions not commaBding-in-cjUei& 
and captains of the fleet, shall be received as directed in the pre- 
ceding article, except that only two ruffles of 'die dram shall be 
fivem to ciMsimanders of squadrons, and only one niffie to comr* 
naaders of divisions of a squadron, and the captain of the fleet* t < 

Abticlx 63, 

Captains and commanders shall* when they go on board a vessel 
of the navy commanded by officers of the same or infenov rank*' be 
received oo deck by the commander of the vessel visited^.by the of* 
fieer second in. cDmrnaad^ and by the ofliefers of the watch : a ser^ 
feaot's guaid'te .captains, and a corporal's guard fi>r cooinaaidersy 
shall be paraded, and present arms. 

AbticiiI 64. 

All ctommission officers below th^ rank of a commander, riiall be 
received by the officer of the watch. Warrant effieens shril be ie# 
oeived by a warrant officer of the watch. 

AuTicLi 66. 

The salute of an admiral commanding-in-cyef shall be seventeen 
guns; of a vioe*adiriiral cdmrnanding-in-^hief, fifteen gens;, of a 
iear*admiral commanding-in^hief, or a captain cmnmandiog a 
squadron in ehief, thirteen guna* But when any of the for^geiag 
officers shall be in command of squadrons or divisions, and not 
eoinmanding-4n-chief, th^ their sdutes shall be two ,gans less than 
when commaoding-in-chief. 

Abticlk 66. 

Whenever an officer shall be appointed to the command of any

oer, who may heav such language, to repiove and suppress it in all 
inferiors, and to report them immediately to the proper, officer, if 
they disregard such interference. 

Articls 97. 

No devsatkm is to be made from the direotioeas wluch the navy 
comHiiaetoners may g^y relaitiveiLy to the cenetmetimi, repair, ar^- 
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fiDgcment* anDameiit,'aiBd •qoipment of fcsMls, widioiit iheir pre- 
vious sanction ; excepting cases of absokUt nuaaitif ocma when 
absent from the United States, and in such cases the alteration, and 
the effects produced by it, are to be reported to the navy commis- 
sioners as soon thereafter as practicable. '^

Erery officer is strictly enjoined to avoid afl unnecessary expeii* 
ditoies of public moneys or stores, and, as far as may be in hki 
power, to prevent the same in others, and to encourage the strictest 
economy that may be consistent with die interests of the service ; 
and all persons in the navy will be answerable for any unnecessary 
or improper expense, which they may direct or authorize, either in 
their pay by the direction of the Secretary of the Navy, or before a 
court-martial for disobedience of orders. 

Abticlx 99. 

No article of public stores is ever to be appropriated to the pri- 
vate uses of any person, without the consent of the ifavy Depart* 
ment, except in cases of distress, or by the order of ^e senior of- 
ficer present in command, who shall give the earliest information to 
the Department of the circumstances, and diall be careful to. take 
the best security which the nature of the case will admit, so that the 
articles or their value may be refunded to the United States. 

Abticlx 100. 

The United States are, in all cases, to receive credit for the actna} 
proceeds of all bills of exchange. When practicable, the rate of 
exchange, at the time and place where the bill was negotiated, should 
be certified by the consul of the United States, or by three respeeta- 
ble merchants. The Secretary of the Navy must be immediately 
advised of every drafl drawn, and the amount chargeaUe to each 
particular item oi appropriation. 

Abticls 101. 

All persons employed in the navy, or for naval purposes, are 
strictly prohibited from having any interest in purchasing or con- 
tracting for supplies of any kind for. the navy, or in any woiks ap*

'Erfity persoBr iriiose signsAure is necessary for the passing of any 
other parson's aceoonte, sbdl, before relinquishing his command, or 
kaving his 49itaalion,<^sign all such as may be necessttry for that 
puipose, upon being satisfied of their accuracy. 

Abticls 103. 

When the sun sets after six o'clock, the tattoo shall be beat at 
nine o'clock in Ae evenittg, and the colors be hoisted at eight o'clock 
in -the xnoming ; md when it sets before six o'doek, it shall be 1>eat 
at eight o'clock in the evening, and the colors shall be hoisted at 
nine o'clock in the morning. . i 

Abticlk 104. 

AU lights and Hres, except those necessary for the service of the

He shall, at all times, keep the fleet or /squadron in. the rooM per^ 
feet condition for service that may be practicable, and shall employ 
for that purpose the artificers and otbeirs belonging to the vessels 
under his command, in aid of such other measures as may be deem- 
ed necessary. 

AlBticle 117. 

Immediately before sailing for foreign service, he must cau^e re- 
ports to be made to the navy commissioners of the length of time, 
for which the fieet is provided with provisions and stores ; and he^ 
must, thereafter, give them such information as shall enable them 
to forward supplies in time to prevent the necessity of disadvanta- 
geous purchases abroad. 

AiiTici^a 118. 

As many circumstances may arise to prevent or delay the arrival 
of provisions and stores upon foreign stations, the commander-in- 
chief will strictly enjoin upon all the commanders of vessels under 
his command to take the greatest care of stores, and to practise the 
utmost firugality in their expenditure ; not to apply for surveys until 
articles are really- unfit for use, and to convert those which may be 
unfit for one purpose to any other for which they may answer, so 
that all unnecessary expense may be avoided, and the fieet^or squad- 
ron be kept in order for active service, as &r as practicable, should 
sm expected arrival of provisions or etores be delayed or prevented* 

A&TICLS 119. 

He shall order no alteration of navy yards or vessels, without 
the previous consent of .the Secretary of the Jfavy; ttnks8.in>^»es 
of pressing emergency, of which he shall give him ^ earU^st in-

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He iMd exercsie no aEUthorky in « navy yard, unless it thould 
hare been specially placed under his direction by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

Abttcls 121. 

He shall direct frequent examinations to be made of the hosptal 
establishments under his command, and cause every attention to be 
paid to the comfort of the sick, and shall require from the examin- 
ing officers Written reports of their state and condition. 

-Abtiole 133. 

All requisitions for supplies for the vessels under his command 
must receive his approval, or the approval of the captain of the 
fleet, if one is allowed, before the articles will be furnished, unless 
the vessels should be separated so as to render it impracticable ; 
andy in such cases, the requisitions must be approved by the senior 
offlcear present, and copies transmitted to the commander-in-chief of 
the squadron, by the earliest opportunity.

He shall not resign his. command, without the previous consent 
of the Secretary of the Navy, unless the state of his health shall 
jcender it absolutely necessary. 

Article 136. 

When he shall resign his command to another, or be superseded 
therein, he shall deliver to his successor, accurate copies of all un- 
executed instructions, orders and signals, taking receipts for the 
same, together with all such information relating to the squadron, or 
the 8^v:ice to be performed, as may be useful to his successor. 

Article 137. -" 

Should he be killed in battle, his distinguishing flag or pendant 
shall be kept flying while the enemy remains in sight, and (he o^ 
fleer next in command shall be immediately infbxmed thereof, and 
take command of the fleet or squadron. » 



CHAPTER VL 

COMMANDERS OF SQUADRONS AND DIVISIONS 
OF A FLEET. 

Article 138. 
The commanders of squadrons, under a commander-in-chief, will 
be held responsible to him for the efliciency, diseipUne, and man- 
agement of the vessels under their immediate conunand. 

Article 130. 

A^ reports, returns, aitod requisitions, from vessels beloQging to 
s(|ViilJron8 or divisions of a fleet, must be made to their respeetive 
commanders, and by commanders of divisions to commanders <rf 
squadrons, and receive their approval or rJnarks before they are 
transmitted to the commander-in-chief. 

Article 140. 

The commander of one squadron or division may correct, by 
signal or otherwise, the mistake or negligence of ships in anoflxet 
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squadron or divisioDt wlien it is probable they cannot be distinctly 
seen by the commander of the squadron or division to which they 
belong, or whenever, being in presence of an enemy, the officer 
commanding that squadron or division does not, himself, immedi- 
ately correct snch negligence or mistake. 

Article 141. 

If a commander of a squadron or division shouldt during battle, 
perceive any vessel of a squadron or division, commanded by an of- 
ficer of inferior rank, or junior to himself, evidently avoiding battle, 
or not. doing his duty, he may send an officer to suspend the com*- 
mander of that vessel, and to take (Command of her. If the vessel 
does not belong to the division or squadron of the officer who takes 
these measures, he is to give the eariiest information of his proceed- 
ings to the commander-in-chief, and to the commander of the squad- 
ron or division t# which the vessel may belong. 

Abtigli 142. 

' Commanders of squadrons and divisions sh^, when practicable) 
inspect the vessels under their command immediately before going 
to sea, and after their return into port, and at other times, when it 
can be done, as often as once a month, and whenever the commander- 
in-chief may dkect, and shall make reports, in writing, to him, of 
the state of their efficiency and discipline. 

Abt^cle 143. 

Whenever ihe commander-in-chief shall not declare hiir intentioa 
of manodutnring the fleet in detail, it shall be die duty of the com- 
manders of squadrons and divisions to make all the signals which 
may be necessary to regulate the movement of their squadrons or 
divisions, so as to carry into execution any general evolution, or to 
preserve any prescribed position that may have been ordered by the 
•commander-in-chief. 

Arttcle 144. 

Commanders of squadmns and divisions will, after battle, call 
upoil their captains for written reports of the conduct of their offi- 
cers, and the state and condition of their vessels, and will aflerwarcFs 
make similar reports to their immediate commanders. 
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CHAPTER VII. 
THE COMMANDER OF A PORT OR COAST STATION. 
Articls 145. 
Whenever an officer shall be appointed to the command of a 
port, or coast station, an the United States, the limits of the com- 
mand will be defined by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Abticle 146. 

All vesisels of the United States, in commission, which shall ar* 
rive or be stationed, within the limits of his commandy shall make 
ail their reports, and submit all their requisitions, to him for exami* 
nation and approval, and shall obey his orders, unless they shall be 
conmianded by superior officers, or shall be under the orders, and 
in the pieeence of his superior officer. 

Abticle 147. 

The commander of a port or coast station wi]l conlbrm to the 
regulations prescribe for cbmmanders-inKshief of fleets or squad- 
Tonsy respecting the procuring /and disbursement of stores, and the 
discipline of the service. 

Articu 148. 

The commander of a port or coast station in the United States 
shall exercise no authority or control over the commanding officer 
of a navy yard, or over the vessels and persons which may have 
jbeen placed in his chaige, or uader his orders, wtthont the express 
permission or order .of the Secretary of the. Navy, except in some 
^ase of great emeigency. 

Abticlx 149. 

It shall be kis duty carefully to inspect^ widi the commaiider-of 
the vessel, all vessels in commission at the port where .h6 may be, 
and which are not commanded by superior officers, or under the 
command and in the presence of his superior officer, a short time 
before diey proceed to sea, and report to the Secretary of the Kavy 
thieir state and condition, and their efficiency for service, in such 
forms as may be prescribed. 
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AaTfou 160. 
He sliall, alam examine and inspect *\9iiik ibe commftsder all 
TeMtle whidi shall arrive from aea at the port where he may he* 
■ol commanded hy a sapericr officer, nor under the command, and 
in the presence of his superior officer, and shall report to the Seereo 
tary of the Navy, and to the Navy Commissioners, the efficiency, 
state, and condition of the vessels, the nature and extent of ai^ re- 
paiiB whieh, in his opinion, they may require, to enaUe them to 
perform the service for which they may be intended, and partieo- 
kurly whether any, and if any, what alterations appear to htne boat 
made in the arrangement, amount, or equipment during the cruise. 



CHAPTER Vni. 

CAPTAIN O^ A FLEET. 
Ahtiglx 151. 
It shall be the duty of the captain of the fleet to keep iajoumd of 
die movements and operations of the fleet or squadron, and hershatt 
insert in it all information which may be obtained, that may relate 
to the service upon which the fleet or squadron shall be engaged, 
and shall note particularly the various evolutions which may be or- 
dered, or which may take place in action, and every circumstance 
which may be of importance to explain. He sh^ present, the 
journal to the commander-in-chief daily, who will approve it, upon 
satisfying himself of its correctness. 

Akticlb 152. 

He shall receive the orders of the commander-in-chief, and shall 
transmit them, in his name, to the person for whom they are intend- 
ed, according to his directions, either in writing or verbally, as may 
be necessary. These orders shall be obligatory upon all persons in 
the fleet, to whom they may be addressed, when issued at the place 
where the flag of the covnmander-iiHshief is flying. 

AltTIC&S 1^. 

He ahaU imriiedialely report to the comma»der<*in<<!hief any neg- 
leet or dlaobediienee' of hia orders. 
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Abticls 154. 
He shall keep a register of the orders of the coasmander-in-chief, 
noting the day and the hour when he shall have received them. 
This register shall be kept according to such form annexed s^s may 
be prescribed. 

Abticlx 155. 

He shall keep another register, in which he shall insert the regis- 
ter number of the orders he may tr»ismit, noting the day and the 
hour when they are transmitted. 

Abticle 156, 

He sludl take eare, when officers are called on board to receive 
verbal orders, that they note in an order book, which they must 
bring for that purpose, the substance of the order given. 

Abticlx 157. 

He shall cause to be inserted in a register all signals which may 
be made in the fleetor squadron. 

Ahticlx 158. 

The captain of the fleet shall be subject only to the orders and 
directicms of the commander-in-chief, or whoever may act as com- 
mander-in-chief for the time being. 

Abticlx 159. 

Whenever the captain of the fleet shall be detailed for, or em- 
ployed on, any other service, he shall take rank and command ac- 
cording to his commission. 



CHAPTER IX. 

COMMANDERS OF VESSBL8. 

Abticlx ISO. 

When an officer shall be ordered to the command of a vessel/ he 
shall^ inmiediately upon joining her, ezaonine her throughout, and 
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ascertain her state and condilion. If she is still under the eharge of 
the commanding offieevrof a navy yard, hs will be very attentive to 
the repaired equipmeal of the vessel, and will report to t^e com* 
manding officer of the navy yard any defects or'deficiencfes which 
in his opinion require further attention, and he will be very particu- 
lar in his examination and reports at the time when it may be pro* 
posed to transfer the vessel entirely to his charge, so as to prevent 
any subsequent complaints in relation to neglects or defieiencies. in 
tile repairs or equipments ; but the commander of the vessel is to 
exercise no authority or control over the repairs or equipments of 
the vessel before she is delivered into his charge, or over the officers 
and mechanics of the navy yard, unless with the assent and direc- 
tion of the comm'anding officer of the yard. 

Abticlb 161. 

After assuming the command, he will be held -responsible for the 
whole conduct and good government of the officers and others be* 
longing to the vessel, according to the laws and regulations for the 
government of the navy, and must set an example of respect and 
obedience to his superiors, and of unremitted attention to his duties. 

Ahticle 162. 

He shall immediately prepare such internal regulations for the 
general police of the vessel under > his command as he may think 
necessary or expedient, but when under the command of a supmior 
officer, he shall faubmit the same for his approval or modification. 

Abticls 163. 

When a vessel shall be transferred by the commanding officer of 

a navy yard to him for service, he shall hoist his pendant and use 

every exertion to complete the arrangements that may be necessary 

for her efficient employment at sea, and shall report weekly her 

state, and any deficiency of officers or men, to the proper authority, 

that they may be transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy for his. 

information. 

A&TXC&B 164. 

When appointed to the command of a vessel, he shall be furnish- 
ed with a statement, in such fprms as may be prescribed, of faev 
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condition and her presumed or ascertained qualities, by the com- 
oiaadant of the navy -yard, or by the previoiu commander of* the 
Teasel, if the vessel be already in commission. 

Abticls 165. 

He shall, as soon as possible, arrange his men at their quarters^ 
and at their various stations, for performing their different duties* 
and shall exercise them as frequently as other duties wiU permit be- 
fore going to sea, and shall cause the quarter, watch, and 9tati(m 
byis to be fatdy made out and hung in some conspicuous placey 
where all persons on board may have access to them f<Mr information* 

Aktic^e 166. 

He shall, as soon as possible after recruits are received on board, 
rate them according to their abilities, without partiality or favor ; but 
DO person shall be rated ordinary seaman who shall not have been 
employed at sea two years, nor seaman unless he shall have been at 
sea five years ; and he shall take care that every person does actu* 
ally perform the duties of the station in which he is rated. 

Article 167. 

He shall, as oflen as once in three months, at general muster, re- 
vise the ratings of the petty officers and crew, having strict regard 
to their merits and demerits ; but the number of men in any rating 
which may be established by regulations shall in no case be exceed? 
ed, except to make good a deficiency in some superior rating, or by 
the express order of the Secretary of the Navy, or the commander- 
in-chief of the squadron on foreign service. He shall make monthly 
returns to his immediate commander of the state of his crew, accord- 
ing to such form as may be prescribed. 

Article 168. 

He shall, when it can be done without great inconvenience, cause 
recruits when they first join the vessel to be exercised at quarters 
daily, and the whole ship's company shall at all times be exercised 
at quarters as often as it can be done without neglecting other indis- 
pensable duties. Great pains must be taken in the first instance to 
instruct &e men in the minutest details of the exercise, giving each 
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neeeMarym^ord of command; but as they beccmie well acqtiatiitod 
with their dttties in this respect, the words of command shidl be ^ 
minished until the men are able to perform their exeroises in a p6P> 
feet manner without any special orders or words of command. 

Abticlx 169. 

The petty oiheera and crews of vessels shali be instructed, suc- 
cessively, by their divisions at quarters, in th6 simplest modes of 
loading and firing small arms, and in the use of the oudass and pt)LB ; 
and in the various. modes of boarding a vesseU or of defending her 
against boarders. Great pains must be taken to render tfaem.sMl> 
f ul JB these duties* 

Ar-^icls 170. 

The men at quarters shall be arranged in divisions, under the 
chaige of particular officers, from whom the commander shall re- 
quire that every thing, appertaining to the division, shall be kept in 
the most perfect order for action, that the men are duly instructed 
in their exercises, and that their clothiiig is i^riefuUy and neatly 
preserved. . 

Abticls 171. 

The men shall not be allowed to sell, exchange, or in any mjan- 
ner dispose of, clothing or necessaries, without special permission^ 
and, as far as possible, all traffic, which may require them, to idraw 
additional supplies from the purser, shall be prevented. 

ASTICLB 172. 

He shall give due encouragement to such persons as may dii> 
tinguish themselves by .meritorious behaviour ; and shall correct or 
report those who may be guilty of misconduct. 

Articlb 173. 

He alone shall order corporeal punishment to be inflicted, unless 
it shall have been directed by sentence of a court martial, which 
order shall be in writing, and shall specify the offence or offeoces, 
and the extent of the punishment to be inflicted ; and such order, or 
the sentence of the court martial, should be read, and the punish- 
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men! inflicted* in presence of the officers and others belonging to 
the Tetwel. All orders for punishment shall be immediately enter- 
ed on the log book. 

ASTICLI 174. 

He win conform to the spirit of the law, and never order any 
ndividnal to be punished with more than twelve lashes, for any 
offence or offences committed at the same time, nor shall he order 
or permit any petty officer to be flogged, ^unless by sentence of a 
court martial. He shall make reports, quarteriy, according to such 
0hn as may be prescribed, to the commander of the fleet, squad- 
ron, or division, to be by him transmitted, through the proper chan- 
nel, to the Secretary of the Navy, of all punishments which shall 
have been inflicted on board the vessel under his command, stating 
the offence, the nature and degree, or extent, of the punishment, 
with such explanatory remarks as he may think proper to make. 

Abticle 175. 

When in the ports of the United States, he shall transmit, 
through the proper channels, to the Secretary of the Navy, month- 
ly reports, in such forms as may be prescribed, of all persons who 
have been received on board, or who may have died, been discharg- 
ed, or deserted from the vessel under his command, within that pe- 
riod. When on a foreign station, similar reports shall be made to 
the commander of the fleet or squadron. 

Abticle 176. 

He may cause to be expended, in firing at a target, in each of the 
flrst six months after receiving a new crew on board, not exceeding 
as many cartridges and round shot as shall amount to a iiill broad- 
side, and twenty rounds of musket ball cartridges for each man ex- 
ercised in the use of small arms, and the same quantity for every 
three months thereafter, while the vessel is in commission. When 
possible, the target shall be so placed that the cannon shot may be 
recovered. The number of cartridges, and weight of powder, and 
number of shot expended in each exercise is to be noted in the log 
book at the time. ' 
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AmTICLE 177. 

He is to encourage the olSficeTs under liis command to improve 
themselves in every branch of nautical science ; and shall require 
the lieutenantsi masters, passed midshipmen, and midshipmen^ to 
keep regular jioumalsy according -to such form as may be pre« 
scribed, and to present them to him fpr inspection on the 1st and 
15th of every month, and he will sign his name in them as evidence 
of his having examined the same. He must require them to ob- 
serve the latitude, and to make frequent observations wd calcula* 
4ions Ibr determining the longitude and variation of the compass. 
He shall requure each of the lieutenants of the navy, masters, and 
passed and other midshipmen, belonging to the v^nmI, to procure 
and to produce for his inspection and approval a good sextant or 
quadrant, Bowditoh's navigation, or some other work, containing 
the usual tables for ascertaining the ship's place from observations 
for latitode and longitude, that in ease it should be necessary to 
place them in charge of a prize or other vessel, they may have the 
necessary means fOr navigating her. 

Abticle 178. 

Whenever there shall be a professor of mathematics, or other peiv 
son placed under his command for the purpose of instructing the o£. 
ficers, and the duties of the vessel and the state of the weather wlB 
permit, he shall require all midshipmen who have not passed their 
examination, and shall encourage all other officers, to attend to their 
sthdies, at least three hours in every three days, whether at sea or 
in porL Quarteily reports must be made to the Secretary of the 
Navy of the attention which these officers may give to their studies, 
that they may be laid before the board for their examination, or for 
such other action as the Department may deem expedient. 

Abticle L79. 

He is required to make himself acquainted with the localities of 
every port or harbor which he may visit, unless objected to by the 
authorities of th^ place, and to enter the information he may obtain 
in a '* Remark book," in such form as may be prescribed, or to 
stale therein satisfactory reasons for the omission. 
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AmTicLs 180. 
He will tnnsniit, through the proper channel, to the Secretary of 
the Navy, by safe opportanitiesy his own remark book, and thoae of 
•nch of the other officers as may request it, with such infcffmaiion, 
charts, plaLS, or views, as he or they may be able to fiimish. 

AxTicui 181. 

Whenever a commander is removed from one vessel to another, 
being in the same port, he may, by express permission of the See- 
vetary of the Navy, or of the commander-in-chief of the squadron, 
if on foreign s^rioe, and not otherwise, take with him a nnmber of 
saen, not exceeding a fifteenth of the complement of the vessel 
whidi he leaves ; of whoip, one^'fifUi may be petty officers, but they 
shall be replaced fay an equal number, of Ae same rates and qu^tgr* 
from tiie vessel to which he is removed. He may, under such oir^ 
cumstances, take with him the derk, one officers* steward, and qom 
officers' cook, without such permission. 

Articlx 182. 

He shall deliver to the officer appointed to succeed him in com- 
mand, all signal books, and the originals or attested copies of ail 
ttaexecuted orders which he may have received, for which he most 
take receipts in duplicate, sending one, through the proper channel, 
to the Navy Department. / 

Article 183. ^ 

He shall leave with his successor in command a complete muster- 
book, pay and receipt book, and expense-book, duly audited and sign- 
ed by him, to the time of his resigning his command ; and he shall 
also examine, sign, and forward, or deliver, to the proper officers^ 
all accounts and books which may be necessary for passing the :|o- 
counts of the officers of the vessel, according to forms which have 
been or may be prescribed for that purpose. 

Abticlx 184. 

He shall leave with his successor a report of the qualities of the 
vessel, according to such forms as may be prescribed, together with 
every other information which he may deem serviceable to her com- 
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mander ; and be skall forward a similar report to the Navy Depart- 
mentt wfaenever he is removed from* or resigas the eommand of, a 
vessel. / 

Abticli 185. 

Women are not to be taken to sea from the Uaited States, in my 
▼esse! of the navy, without permission from the Secretary of the 
Navy, nor when on foreign service, without the express permission 
of the commander-in-chief of the fleet or squadron, to make a pas- 
sage from one port to another. 

A&TicLS 186. 

When directed to cruise, he ia to keep the sea the tim6 required 
by his ordeni, or produce satisfaetory reasons for aeting to the eon- 
Irary. 

Article 187. 

He is not to go into any port but such as may be designated or 
pennitted by his instructions, unless from iieoessitjr, and then to 
make no unnecessary stay. 

Abtk^k 188. 

In time of war, or appearance thereof, he shaU give convqy to 
vessels of the United States, or others entitled . to his proteption, 
bound the same way as himself, when it can be done without devi- 
ation from his orders, or impropet detention of hi$. vessels* 

Articlx 189, 

Should a vessel be separated from a ileet xmt squadcon to whieb.it 
beloi^, the commander mbst show, in;:the most satisfaetory man- 
ner, that such separation was not eadsed by any liegiei^ of Us, an4 
that he had complied strictly with all instructions whiph may have 
been given for his government in case of such separation. 

Abtic» 190. 

He shall £BMsilitate any examination which it may be the duty of 
any custom-house officer of the United States to make on board the 
vessel he commands, and he shall not permit any person under hif 
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command to take on board or to land, for sale, any article to the iiN 
jury of the revenue of the United States, or of any other nation. 

Abticls 191. 

The commanding officer of a vessel, in which there shall be a su- 
perior officer in actual command, is to be particulariy careful to 
carry into execution all orders which such superior officer may give 
in relation to the general movements and evolutions of the vessel, 
and he will order no formal punishment nor general exercise while 
such superior officer is on board, without his knowledge and consent. 

Abticlk 192. 

He shall cause some competent person among the petty officers, 
or persons of inferior rating, to instruct the boys of the ship in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, and shall not permit any boy, who 
shall have been shipped to serve until he is twenty-one years of 
age, to act as a waiter upon any person, unless in case of absolute 
necessity, but shall take great pains to have them so instructed in 
the duties of the service as to best qualify them for becoming good 
seamen and petty officers. 

Ahticlx 193. 

He shall take care that the officers and others utider his command 
give due obedience to the laws and regulations for the govemmenrt 
t>f the navy, and that they perform their respective duties in a pn>- 
per manner ; and although certain duties are prescribed in these 
regulations to be performed by different officers, it is not intended 
by those specifications to limit, in any degree, the lawfid authority 
of the commanding officer of a vessel, to assign any other duties to 
ihe officers under his command which he may deem for the publie 
iriterests^ and which are not inconsisteiit with the usage» of the 
naval service* 

Articlx 194. 

He shall, when not acting under the orders of a superior officer, 
tre governed by the regulations for commanders-in-chief, so fWr as 
they may be applicable to his situation. 
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Preservation of the ship* 

Abticie 105, 

He shall not permit the two officers next in rank to himself to be 
absent from the ship, on leave, at the same time, nor shdl he sUow 
more than one-third of the sea-officers to be absent, except on duty* 
nor grant leave of absenee to any officer, at any time, when it wiU 
retard the public service, or render it necessary to place the watch 
in charge of an officer inferior to that required by the rdgulations. 

Article 196. 

Lieutenants are to be considered commanding officers of the watch 
in all vessels excepting brigs, schooners, or smaller vessels, in which 
second masters and passed midshipmen are to be considered the 
regalar commanding officers of the watch, with the pay of their 
proper rank. 

Abticls 197. 

The deck or watch is never to be left in charge of an officer of 
less rank than is designated in the preceding articles, as the regular 
commanding officers of the watch, unless the number of such officers, 
who maybe attached to the vessel, and fit for duty, shall be less than 
tiiree ; when, if he shall deem it safe and expedient, the commander 
of such vessel may direct other competent officers to take charge of 
a watch, so Uiat the number for duty shall not exceed three. 

Abticle 198. 

He shall keep a liberty-book, in such form as may be prescribed, 
in which shall be entered the names of such petty officer, or poBon 
of inferior rating, to whom permission may be given to absent him^ 
self from the ship, with the time for which the leave may be granted, 
and the time of leaving and returning to the ship, and by whom the 
leave was granted. 

Abticls 199. 

When the number of lieutenants shall be greater than four, be- 
sides the executive officer, they may be arranged in four watches, 
placing the junior lieutenant with the senior, who has charge of a 
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watch» the next junipr with, the ne^t Mnior, and in that manner 
till the whole are arranged. 

Abticlx 300. 

When two lieutenants are in the same watch, the seniQT ahall 
have charge of tlie watch at night, and the junior be stationed on the 
fevecastle ; but in the day, the junior shall carry on the duty, under 
the general supervision of the senior, unless the eommander shall 
think proper to direct otherwise. 

Abticls 201. 

When standing towards the land or shoals, he shall have the hand' 
teads used whenever the ship is in less than 25-fiaithoms water. 

Akticls 202. 

When going into any port or harbor, or approaching near to shoab 
or rocks, whether with or without a pilot, he shall cause regular 
soundings to be taken. 

ASTIGLX 203. 

Upon all occasions of anchoring, he ia, if possible, to sdeci at safe 
berth, and have the depth of water and the qudity of ground e^anv 
jtied for at least three cables* length round his vessel, in places tha^ 
are not well known, or where he is a stranger, and have such bear- 
ings noted ix^ the. logbook as shall enable him to recover an anchor, 
in case it should be necessary to cut or slip a cable. 

Abticlx 204. 

He shaU take care that the conductors are, at all times, ready for 
scirvice. 

Abticlk 205. 

He shall have the temperature of the air and water tried, stnd the 
height of the barometer noted, when there is one on board, every 
four hours when at sea, and oftener if necessary, and record them in 
the logbook, in the proper columns. • - ' 
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A&TiCLS 806. 
The commander of a vessel mtist be particularly care&l to guard 
against accident from fire. He will not permit lights or fires in any 
part of the vessel, except when s^solutely necessary, and then only 
under the special care of some person. 

Article 207. 

No person must be permitted to read in bed by the light of a lamp 
or candle, and no smoking must be permitted, except at or forward 
of the galley, or in the cabin of the commander of the squadron, or 
commander of the vessel. 

Articis 208. 

The spirit-room is never to be opened, nor spirits to be drawn 
off, except in the day time, unless in cases of extreme necessity ; 
and at such times every precaution is to be observed, and always in 
the presence of an officer. Lights must never be taken into the 
spirit-room to draw off apirLts. 

Articlb 209. 

laghts and fires are to be extinguished, and all other proper pre^ 
cautions to be taken to guard against accidents, when it is. necessary 
to receive, discharge, or remove powder, or to open the magazine, 
which is never to be done without the knowledge and consent of 
the commanding officer for the time being*. 

Article 210. 

He shall be attentive to keep the vessel well caulked, and, a^ fai 
as practicable, by the carpenters and caulkers of the vessel ; patdcut 
latfly about th^ bits, waterways, and other parts liable to he strained# 
as her preservation depends materially upon her being kepi tight. 

Article 211. 

In cas^ of shipwreck, (or any other disaster whereby the ship 
may be lost,) he, with the officers an4 men, shall stay by her* a^ 
long as . possible, and save all they can. He shall ps^rticubirly eur 
deavor to save the muster, pay, and receipt books, and slop'jbooks, 
and take special care to destroy, or carefully preserve, all signals,

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secret orders or instructioos, to prevent their falling into impropes 
hands ; and he will use every effort to preserve discipline and pre- 
vent any irregularities which might give just cause of offence to the 
inhabitants of the country where he may be. 

Abticlx 212. 

He shall, in case of shipwreck without the United States, lose no 
time in returning to the fleet or squadron to which he may belong, 
or, if acting alone, to the United States, with his officers and crew ; 
to effect which, he may dispose of the property saved, or draw 
bills, as he may deem most advantageous to the public interests* 
If within the United States, he shall repair to the nearest navy yard 
or station, and in all cases make the earliest possible report to the 
Navy Department. 



Abticlx 213. 



Should a commander be compelled to strike his flag to an enemy, 
he is to take special care to destroy all signals, or other papers, the 
possession of which, by an enemy, might be injurious to the Unit- 
ed States ; and he will keep them so prepared, with weights at- 
tached to them, that they will sink immediately on being thrown 
overboard. 

Abticlb 214. 

He shall not, without the authority and permission of the Navy 
Department, or commander-in-chief of the fleet or squadron on 
foreign service, make, or allow to be made, any changes in the in- 
ternal arrangement, or decks, cabins or state rooms of the vessel, or 
in her armament or masts, yards, sails or rigging, except in cases 
of necessity ; and, when such changes occur, he will report the 
same to the department by the first opportunity, and carefuUy note 
and report the effects which such changes may produce in the quali- 
ties, performances, or efficiency of the vessel. He will, however, 
in forwarding his reports of the qualities of the vessel, and at other 
times, if he deems it important, suggest any alterations which, in 
his opinion, would render the vessel more efficient or improve her 
qualities in any particular. 
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Prenrvtiii&n ef the Men. 

Abticls 21$. 

Before a crew is received on board s vessel ^ when first eommis' 
siooed, she shall be as perfectly cleansed and dried as circumstances 
will permit. 

Abticls 816. 

As cleanliness, dryness, and pure air are essentially conducive to 
health, the commander of a vessel is to use his utmost endeavors to 
ensure them to his ship's company in the most extensive degree* 
He shall not suffer the men to sleep in wet^^lothes or bedding, or 
to take them below the gun deck, when it can b» avoided, 

Abticls 217. 

He shall cause the decks to be frequendy washed, or otherwise 
cleansed, having proper reference to the state of the weather, takiiig 
care to have Itiose decks where the men sleep as thoroughly dried 
as possible, before the men are permitted to take their bedditig be- 
low. 

Abticls 218. 

He shall cause the bedding and clothing of the crew to be opened^ 
dried, and cleansed, as often as onee a fortnight, when the weather 
will permit* ' ^ 

Abticls 219* 

He shall not allow the men to sleep about the deck, or in situa* 
tions where they will be exposed to night dews. 

Abticls 220. 

He shall cause the men to bathe or wash themselves frequently 
when the weather is warm. 

Abticls 221. 

He shall require the men to wear flannel next to their skin, at aB 
times when, in the opinion of the surgeon, it may be beneficial to 
their health, and to wear thick outside jackets when upon deck in 
the night. 
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He shall take care that the boat's crews have their breakfasts be- 
fore leaving the vessel, and their other meals at the usual times, 
except special duties shall prevent it. 

Abticls 223. 

He shall not allow boats to be detained on shore for officers, afler 
the setting of the watch, unless the officers are upon duty. 

Abticls 224. 

He shall prevent all unnecessary exposure of those under his 
command,, which may tend to produce disease. 

Abticls 225. 

He shall adopt suitable precautions to prevent the use of impro- 
per quantities of fruit, or of Other articles, which may endanger the 
health of the crew. ^ 

Aaticls 226. 

He will order, in writing, such quantities of clothing, small 
stores, and such only, as may be required for the health and comfort 
of Uie men, to be issued by the purser ; but he will limit the quan- 
tity to mere necessaries, when the men are indebted to the United 
States ; and will take care that the purser makes no issues to the 
men, except as herein directed. 

Abticls 227. 

He shall not allow water to be drank, or otherwise used, unt3 
the'mud and other impurities it may contain shall have had time 
to settle ; and, in no case, allow the immediate use of water taken 
bom alongside the vessel. 

Abticls 228. 

He shall cause a sufficient quantity of water to be delivered to 
the cook, to dress the vegetable part of the ration, even when on 
allowance, except in time of extreme scarcity ; and the men shaU 
not be placed on a daily allowance of less than one gallon, unless the 
commander should deem the interest of the servioe to require it. 
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AmricLx 2S9. 
When in pott he may cause fresh meat and Titgetables to be is- 
sued to thp crew, not exceeding three days in the week, unless the 
surgeon may think it necessary to their health to issue them more 
fiequently. 

ABTICI.E 230. 

He shall endeavor to induce the men under his command to vot- 
nntarily relmquish tibe spirit part of their ration, provided they will 
relinqnish it for not less than three months, or for the remainder of 
the cruise, and may withhold it without their consent from all pier* 
sons who may be guilty of drunkennesi;. He will direct the purser 
to keep an account of spirits 'which may be thus retinqnished of 
withheld, and to pay for the same at the price which may be estab* 
lished for it in the ration, either at theur discharge, or at such o^r 
times as he may think will secure to the men the greatest benefit; 
He shall eauso the allowance of spirits to be mixed wilfa water be* 
fore it is issued, whieh shall be done at dinner and in the afternoon 
only. He shall not allow wine, or other intoxicating liquors, to be 
taken on board without his permission, nor allow any person on 
board to sell such articles to others. 

Abticls 231. 

He will cause every attention to be paid to the comfort of the sick 
and wounded by the surgeons and others, and take care that proper 
persons be appointed to attend upon them. 

Article 232. 

He will require daily reports of the state of the sick from the 
surgeon, and his opinion of the best means of preserving or restor- 
ing health, whenever he may think proper. 

Abticle 233k 

When men are sent to the hospital (which is not to be done with- 
out the sanction of the superior officer in command on the station) 
they are, if practicable, to be accompanied by a medical o^er and 
one of the sea officers of the vessel,' who is to sec that the clothings 
and bedding of the men are carefully delivered to the proper officer 
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of the hospital, with a complete list of the same* and an abstract of 
Iheir accounts signed by the purser and approved by the captain* 

Abticls 234. 

Men who may be sent to a hospital in the United States from a 
vessel in commission are to be borne on the books of the vessel 
Irom which they are sent as a part of her complement until the ves- 
sel shaU proceed to sea, or be paid off, unless they shall be sooner 
discharged or transferred from the vessel by competent authority. 
Application must be made, when practicable, before a vessel sails, 
for all men who have been sent to the hospital, and all such as, in 
the opinion of the surgeon, are in a state to join the vessel, are to 
be returned on board with their clothing and bedding ; and if any 
clothing or other articles have been furnished to persons whilst at a 
hospital, with which they ought to be charged, the articles and their 
cost are to be particularly stated and returned to the vessel upon the 
back of the clothes' lists which were sent to the hospital with diem, 
duly certified by the proper officer of the hospital, and given to the 
officer who receives the men, that they may be handed to the purser 
of the vessel, and charged against the pay of the persons who re- 
ceived the same. 

Abticls 235. 

When petty officers, or persons of inferior ratings, shall be left 
in a hospital after the sailing of the vessel from which they were 
sent, the surgeon of the hospital must report to the commander of 
the station whenever any of them are in a situation to justify their 
removal, that they may be sent to some other vessel, or discharged. 

Article 236. 

If any petty officer, or person of inferior rating, shall not have so 
far recovered as to justify his removal from the hospital when his 
term of service shall have expired, or if the injuries or disease of 
any person sent to the hospital will, in the opinion of the surgeon, 
prove incurable, or produce long continued inability to perform duty, 
the surgeon must immediately report such cases to the commander 
of the station, making a particular statement of all the facts and cir- 
cumstances connected with each case within his knowledge, that they 
may be transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy for his decision. 
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Akticm 237. 

He shall direct ofHcers, who may be sent to board a vessel, to as- 
tsertain if the state of such vessel would ei^pose persons visiting her 
io quarantine ; and the officer shall not, except in case of necessity, 
^ow any such comniunication as would require quarantine, without 
orders from his commander. And should any vessel of the navy 
have had any communication, or visited any port, or have any dis* 
«ase on board which would require quarantine, it shall be the duty 
of the commander to have a yellow flag lioisted, to warn others 
against improper communication with her. 

Preaeruatian of the Stores, 
Abticlk S38. 
The commander of a vessel, when she is first equipped, shall be 
furnished, by the eonunaiidant of the yard, with inventories of all 
the articles bekmging to the different departments of the vessel ; 
and he is, thereafter, to keep accurate accounts of all expenses in- 
curred for the vessel in the different departments, and shpll make 
quarterly returns to the commander of the division, squadron, or 
fleet, according to such fonns as nuiy be prescribed, to be by them 
transmitted to the Navy Department ; so that the annual expenses 
of each vessel may be correctly ascertained. 

Aeticle 239. 

He shall cause a regular and strict account of the receipts and 
expenditures of all articles of provisions and stores to be kept, and, 
after satisfying himself of .their correctness, have the same entered, 
monthly^ in a general abstract expense-book ; and he shall, when<- 
ever the quantity of any article will allow it to be done, without 
gveat ineonveriience, ascertain and note if the quantity actually on 
board eorresponds with the quantity shown by the expense-books. 

Auticle 240. 

When the ship is paid off, or placed in ordinary, he shall re- 
quire from the officers, charged with the provisions and stores^ of 
the yeomen, an abstract statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of provisions and stores during each year, and the total quantity 
during the cruise ; and shall, under this abstract, enter the quantities 
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remaining on hand, as shown by general abstract expense-book. If 
the remaining provisicms and stores shall be landed, or can be sur- 
veyed before he leaves the ship, the quantities actually landed, or 
found to be on hand by survey, shall also be stated under the quan* 
tiUes as shown by the abstract-book, and if any differences shall be 
found to exist, he shall cause inquiry to be made as to the cause, 
and note the result of such inquiry upon the report, and forward the 
same to the Navy Department. If the commander should be de- 
tached, and the ship delivered over, before the stores are landed or 
surveyed, he will sign and transmit, to the commanding officer of 
the navy yard, the required abstract of the receipts and expendi- 
tures during the cruise, and quantities on hand, as shown by the 
expense-books kept by him ; and the commander of the navy yard 
will cause the quantities landed, or found by survey to be actually 
on hand, to be noted and forwarded as above directed. 

ASTIGLZ 241. 

He shall examine all returns and expenditures, all requisitions for 
supplies, all accounts rendered against the vessel, and, on being satifl*- 
fied of their correctness, shall approve the same. 

Abticxk 242. 

In making or approving requisitions for stores of any kind, he 
should, unless otherwise especially authorized, only require or ap- 
prove for the articles which may be necessary to complete such 
quantities as are, or may be, established as the allowance for the 
vessel, or specially authorized, and the requisition must state that 

it is so made. 

Akticls 243. 

He shall use the utmost economy and care in every thing which 
relates to the expenses of the vessel or the public service; and 
shall require from all those under his command a rigid compliance 
with the regulations for the receipt, conversion, and expenditure of 
stores of every description. 

Abticls 244. 

Should it become necemssry to cut or ship a cable, or should a 
vessel part one, the commander of the vessel, or, if he cannot, the 
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semor offieer preseaty shall u«e every e^certkm to teeover.it; but 
should neither have an opportunity, such iBfonhAtion must be for* 
warded to the Navy Department^ or the nearest public agent of Uie 
United States, as may best epable them to have it done. 

Article 246. 

When a vessel is to be placed in ordinary, he shall, unless other- 
wise directed, after a sunny which shall be made upon the different 
articles, cause all her stores to be safely delivered to the proper of- 
ficer of the navy yardy vireU tallied ^nd .propefly niarked. He shall 
transmit to the commandant of the navy yard the general expense- 
book, duly approved by himself, up to the date of its transmission. 

Abticlx 246. 

When any article shall be placed on board, or by special arrange- 
ment be ordered, or ordered as an experiment, or for ascertaining its 
advantages, the commander of the vessel 4b8ll fra^iBmt t6 the Nivy 
Bepartmenty as often as once in three months, a report^ staling -ibB 
particDl»r4eflts to which it may have, been subjected, bid opiAkm of 
its merits, and whether any, and if any, wbai, changes ornMidificat 
tion, might be adopted with advantage. 

Article 247. 

When aiiy baivels or paokagee, in wh)efa ptovisioiui or other 
artides have been received on board vessels, shallhave been emp«> 
tied, they shall, if they cannot be returned to a navy yard, either be 
converted to some public use in the vessel, or be sold, and die 
amount received for the same shall be paid to the purset, aad ac* 
counted for by him in the same m^inner as other public motieys ; 
and all articles so sold, and the amounts paid to the purser, shall be 
entered in the log-book. 

Article 248. 

All " slush" which may not be required for the use of the vessel 
flhall be sold, and the proceeds paid over to the purser, who shall 
receive, expend, and account for the same, under the direction of 
Ihe captain, for the following purposes only: 
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For premiums to die captains of guns who shall fire most accu- 
rately at a target when exercising with ball; and 

For musical instruments and music, and for furnishing dress 
cloUiing for sides and messenger boys, whose pay may be inade- 
quate to meet the expense. 



CHAPTER X. 
EXECUTIVE OFFICER. 

AmTicLX 249. 

The sea officer* next in rank to the commanding oflicer of a ves- 
sel, is to be considered the executive officer. 

AmTicLs 850. 

He shall, under the direction of the commanding officer of the 
Teasel, have the superintendence of the general duties to be per- 
formed, and of the police of the vessel, to such extent as the com- 
manding officer may authorize or prescribe. 

AmTicLs 251. 

He shall take care that the quarter, watch, and station bills are 
made out and kept complete, according to the oideie which he may 
receive from the commandingofficer of the vessel; and that each 
of the officers provide themselves with copies of those bills which 
aie connected with their own stations, and that copies of them, and 
of Ae inienial regulations, are so disposed that all persons may 
readily refer to them for information. 

AsTicLX 252. 

He shaU examine the ship daily, and report to the commanding 
officer when she is ready for his inspection. 

AmTicLs 253. 

He shall, at the setting of the watch in the evening, wait upon 
the commanding officer and receive his orders, and, after receiving 
them, shall communicate them to the proper officers. 
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Abticlx 864. 
He shall, under the direction of the commanding officer, control 
the. expenditure of all stores, [surgeons, pursers, and marine offi<* 
cers excepted,] and examine weekly the reports of receipts and 
expenditures, and, upon heing satisfied of their correctness, will ap- 
prove the reports, and hand them to the commanding officer of the 
vessel. 

Abticlx 366. 

He shall require from the master, boatswain, gunner, carpenter, 
and sailmaker, reports of the state of the vessel, in their respective 
departments, at the setting of the watch in the evening, and at 8 
o'clock in the morning. 

Abticlx 266. 

He shall require vigilance from the officers of the deck, and that 
diey, and all other officers, perform their duties in strict conformity 
with any o4^rs which may be given for securing uniformity in the 
mode of carrying them into execution. 

Abticlx 257. 

He shall have diarge of the deck whenever the ship is gettingun- 
der weigh, or coming to an anchor ; or when all hands are called 
for any special exercise, or to perform particular duties, unless the 
commander shall otherwise direct. 

Abticlx 258. 

He shall immediately report to the commander any defect or de- 
ficiency which he may discover, and that may, in any manner, en- 
danger the safety or impair the efficiency of the vessel. 

Abticlx 269. 

He shall have charge of the cistern and store rooms. 

Article 260. 

He shall never absent himself from the vessel, without the pre- 
vious approbation of his commanding officer.

Abtigls 361. 
He shall not be repaired to ke^ a watch, unless the number of 
sea officers on board, and fit for duty, who are anthorizod to take 
charge of a watch, shall be less than three. 

Articlx 263. 

His station, in time of action, shall be upon the upper deek, un- ^ 
less peculiar circumstances should, in Urn opinion of the comman- 
der, require his presence in some other part of the vessel. 



CHAPTER XI. 

LIEUTENANTS. 

SscTioH 1. — Abticle 263. 

lieutenants are to be constantly attentive to their duties, and io 
obey with promptitude the orders which they may ftceive fiom 
their superiors. 

Abtickb 364. 

In action, they must be particularly careful that the guns are pro- 
perly loaded and well pointed ; that not more than one shot be 
used, unless specially authorized or directed by the commanding 
officer of the vessel ; that in no case two round shot shall be used 
without a wadding between them ; that no improper accumulation 
of powder be permitted in their quarters, that no confusion or dis- 
order be permitted, and that great attention be paid to the orders 
which may be given by the commanding officer, and to the signals 
for boaorders, firemen,, or for other duties. 

Abticls 366. 

They shall conform, as nearly as possible, to the practice and 
words of command of the executive officer, in the performance of 
their duties, when there is no particular regulation upon the subject. 

Abticlx 266. 

When called on board the ship of the commander of the fleet or 
squadron by signal, or when they shall be sent on board to receive 



orders, they are to take with them order-books, and insert therein 
the orders :whicb tbey may reoeive. 

ABTtcLS 367. 

The executiTe officer, or the senior lieutenant, who may be pre- 
sent in the ward room, will be careful to check and suppress any 
improper conduct or conversiaition, that may lead to a violation of the 
discipline of the service, or disturb the harmony of the officers and 
crew. 

Officer of the fFatch. 

SicTiozr, 2. — Aaticlb 268. 

When an officer has charge of the watch, he is not to leave the deck 
QiileBS regularly relieved* He is to see that the officers and men 
ave alert, and attentive to their duty ; that every precaution istaked 
to prevent accidents ; that the ship is properly steered ; the sails 
propeody s^and trimmed ; the log regularly hove ; proper look-ouls 
placed; and all necessary remarks duly entered upoh the log slater, 
which he shall examine and sign at the expiration of his watch. 
After the occurrences of the day shall have been copied in the log- 
book, he will sign thti temarks of the different Watches, when he 
had ehaige of the deek* . 

Abticlx 269. 

He shdl inform the captain of all strange saik that are leen^ ali 
appeanneea of danger, all signals that ar6 made^ all changes in the 
sails, or movements of the ship of the commander of the fleet or 
squadron, and of all circumstances which may alter the relative 
positions of the vessels of the fleet, or prevent the ship from steer- 
ing ibe course ordored. 

AnTiCLB 270. 

:He is never. tQ change the course ordered, nor increase or dimin* 
ish the sails of the vessel, without authority of the captain, except 
to avoid some imminent danger, in which case he will give him im- 
mediate information* 
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He ifl to direct some careful officer to look oat for signab, parti-* 
eularly from the commander of the fleet or squadron ; but he is not 
to answer any signal, until he is certain that he sees it distinctly, and 
understands the purpose for which it was made, or its signification. 

Abticls 272. 

tie is not to make any signal, by day or night, without ordenr 
from his commander, unless to warn vessels of some danger ; but 
he will, at all times, see that all things are in readiness, should they 
be required. 

Abticle 273. 

He is to be very particular to inform the officer who relieves him 
of all unexecuted orders which he may have received, of all signals 
which remain to be executed, of the position of the commander of 
the fleet or squadron, and give him all such other information as 
may be necessary or serviceable to him in keeping the vessel in? 
her proper station, or for her safety. 

Ahticls 274. 

No boat is to be allowed to leave the ship, or come alongside, 
without the knowledge of the officer of the watch. When boats or 
tenders come alongside with provisions, water, or stores of any 
kind, he is to see them cleared without delay ; and that all articles, 
which may be ordered to be sent out of the vessel, are carefully and 
properly put on board the vessels or boats which are directed ta 
receive them. 

Abticle 275. 

He shall take care that a strict and accurate aeconnt is talDSikof 
all stores received on board, or sent from the vessel, during his 
watch ; and see that those which are retarned are delivered in 
charge of the proper officer, and that the number or quantity re-* 
ceived or sent from the vessel is correcdy entered upon the log 
slate. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

THE MASTER. 
Abticls 876. 
The master, or officer appointed to perform his duties, will, if 
ordered to a vessel before her stowage is commenced, superintend, 
under the direction of the commanding officer of the yard, or com- 
mander of the vessel, as circumstances may require, the stowing of 
the ballast, water, provisions, and all other articles, in the hold and 
spirit room. 

Abticib 277. 

In stowing provisions, he shall take care that tlie oldest provisions 
be stowed mo that they may be the first issued— breaking out and 
re*8towing those already on board if necessary for that purpose. 

AuTicLs 278. 

When the stowage of the hold of any vessel shall be completed,, 
an entry most be made in the log-book, specifying particularly the 
quantity and arrangement of the ballast, number, size, and disposi- 
tion of the tanks and casks, and of the quantity and stowage of pro- 
visioDB and other stores. Accurate plans must also be made of the- 
stowage of the hold, showing the disposition of all the artielev 
which must be inserted in the first part^of the logrbook, and, if any 
material change should be afterwards made in the stowage, the 
changes must be noted and new plans be inserted in the log4)ook. 

Abticlx 279. 

If the 8tow^;e of the hold is made under the directibn of tbr 
commandant of the yard, he must cause the commander of the ves-> 
sel to be furnished with the plans and descriptions. If made at a 
navy yard, but under the direction of the commander of the vessel, 
the commander will furnish the commanding officer of the. yard 
with them, that they may be inserted in the diary of the yard. 

Abticu 280. 

The master is to visit the hold and caUe tiers very frequently^ 
and see that they are l^ept in good order, and as clean as circum- 
stances will admit. 
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Articlb 381* 
He is to have charge of the keys of tlie hold and spirit roonir 
and shall only deliver them to a commission or warrant officer, or 
master's mate. 

AsTicLX {{83. 

He is, under the direction of the commander or executive officer^ 
to' see that the cahles are at all times properly secured and protected 
from injuries, that the tiers are kept clear, and that all necessary 
arrangements are made for anchoring, mooring, unmooring, or get' 
ting under way with the greatest facility and despatch. 

Article 283. 

He wiU, as ofien as once a month, examine the ohaia cables, and 
particularly the shackles and shackle-pins, to see that they can be 
readily removed in case it should be wished to slip the cable, or to 
sfip' parts from one to »iother cabled 

AvTicLS 284. 

He is, in the same ioaoner, to see that the standing and rumnng 
rigging, and the sails of the vessel, are at all iimes in good orders 
protected from injury and ready for service^ and ta' report all such 
aif may arequi^e alteration or repairs. 

Abticlk 285. 

He is to be particularly careful to prevent any waste or improper 
expenditure of fuel or water, and he is to report daily to the captain 
^ quantily of water expended in the last 24 hours, and the quantity 
r^aiBining on hand* 

Abticle 286. 

When the vessel shaU be approaching atny bnd on shoals, at 
entering any port or harbor, he shall be very attentive to the sound- 
ings ; and he shall at all times inform the commander of any danger 
to which he may think the vessel exposed, whether under charge 
pf a pilot or not; 
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AsTiCLS 287. 

He shall examine tbe charts of att eoasta which the veaael may 

Tisit, and note upon them any eifon which he may diaeeTer* and 

lafonB the commanding officer of the 8ame» that he may, if he 

thinks them snfficiently important^ transmit them to the Navy De*" 

partment. 

AaTiGLx 388. 

He shall frequently examine the compasses, time-glassetr, log and 

lead lines, and keep them in proper order for service, and he shall 

ascertain and report daily to the commanding officer the ship's place 

at meridian. 

Abticlx 289. 

He is to have charge of, and must account for, all nautical books^ 
instruments, charts, national flags and ugnals, belonging to the ship. 

Articls 290. 

He shall have charge of keeping the ship's logbook, and see that 
all required particulars are duly entered in it; and. be shall, imme- 
diately afterwards* send it to tbe lieutenantSi that they may sign their 
nafries at the end of-the remarks in their respective watches wh^p 
the cireamslances are fresh in their memories ;. and lie shall then 
tahe it to the commanding officer for his inspection. 

Article 291. 

There shall be entered on the log, slate, and logbook, with mir 
nute exactness, the following particulars : 

1st. The names and rank, or rating, of all persons wh6 may join 
or be discharged from the ve^el ; the direction of the wind, stale of 
the weather, courses steered» and distances jailed ; time when any 
partlcQlar evolution or service was performed ; the number of all 
annals made^ the time when, by what vessel, and to what vesse} 
they were made ; the nature and extent of all public punishments 
inflicted, with the name and crime of the oflfender ; the result of all 
observations made to find the ship's place, and all dangers discov- 
ered in navigation : 

2d. The loss of, or serious injmy to, boats, spars, sails, rigging, 
and stores of any kind, with the circumstances under which it hap- 
pened : 
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3d. A particular account of all stores received, with their marks, 
contents, or quantities ; from whom received, or by whom furnish- 
ed, and the department for which they were received : 

4di» A particular account of all stores condemned by sorvey, or 
converted to any other purpose than that for which they were ori- 
ginally intended : 

5th. A particular account of all stores lent, or otherwise sent opt 
of the vessel, and by what authority it was done : 

6th. All the marks and numbers of every cask or bale which, on 
being opened, is found to contain less than is specified by the in- 
voice, or than it ought to contain, with the deficiency fonnd : 

7th. Every alteration made in the allowance of provisions, and 
by whose orders : 

8th. The employment of any hired vessel, her dimensions or lon- 
nage, the name of the master or owner, the number of hei^ crew, 
now or for what purpose employed, by whose order, and the rea- 
sons for her employment : , 

9th. The draught of water of the vessel when light; and after- 
wards, when taking in articles, the draught after the receipt of every 
100 tons in ships of the line, every 50 tons in frigates, and ev^ry 
25 tons in sloops of war ; and always, before going to sea, and upon 
arriving in port, the draught forward and aft, and the height of the 
forward-part of the forward port-sill, after-part of after port-sill from 
the water, and the rake of the respective masts with reference to the 
water-line at the time. c 

Auticlb 292. 

He will make the entries of the receipt, conversion, loss, or ex- 
penditure of stores, after they shall have been examined by the offi- 
cers who are to have, or have had, charge of them, who, if the en- 
try is found to be correct, will sign their names at the bottom of 
tlie entry. 

Abticls 293. 

After the log has been signed by the officers of the waich, no 
alteration shall be made therein, except to correct some error, or 
supply some omission, and then only with the approbation of the 
commanding officer who had charge of the watch in which: the al-* 
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teration or addition is proposed t and will sign the same, if satisfied 
of its correctness. 

Abtigls 394. • 

The master shall deliver to the commanding officer of the vessel, 
signed by himself, and certified to be correct, a fair copy of the log- 
book^every six months, to be transmitted, by the fii-st opportunity, 
in a public vessel, or by an officer, to the Navy Department. The 
original log-book shall be kept by the vessel until she is paid off, 
when it shall be placed in charge of the commanding officer of the 
yard, and by him be transmitted to the Navy Department. 

Abtiolx 295. 

Should the master be removed, or suspended, he shall sign the 
logbook, and deliver it to his successor, taking his receipt for the 
same, and for all articles under his charge. 



CHAPTER XIII. 
PUR8BRS. 

Abticlx 296. 

All articles forming part of the ration, or taken on board as sub- 
stitutes for parts of the ration, shall be considered as ^^ provisions, ^^ 

Abticlx 297. 

All articles of clothing or bedding, or from which clothing or 
bedding is, or is to be made, which shall be taken on board a vessel 
for the use of the officers and crew, shall be considered and called 
" slop clothing.^* 

Abticlx 298. 

All articles of groceries not being parts of the ration, and all other 
articles not being provisions or slop clothing, taken on board in 
conformity with these regulations, to sell for the convenience of the 
crew, shall be considered as ''small storesy 
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AmtieLs 299. 
All money which may be placed in charge of a purser by order 
ofy or authority from, his commanding or other superior officer, or of 
the Treasury or Navy Department, is to be considered as belonging 
to the Government, and must be accounted for accordingly ; and 
such money must not be used or paid away by the purser, except 
by the written order or approval of the immediate commanding of- 
ficer of such purser, the commander of the squadron or station to 
which he belongs, or of the 2d. Comptroller, or Fourth Auditor of 
the Treasury, or of the Secretary of the Navy. 

Ahticue 300. 

In all cases where a purser shall have received, or shall have been 
duly authorized, or df^ected to pay any public money, without the 
previous knowledge or sanction of his immediate commanding of- 
ficer, it shall be the duty of such purser to report forthwith to his 
commanding offieeifthe amount of such receipt or payment, and the 
authority under which it was received or paid. . 

Article 301. 

It is hereby made the duty of every commanding officer to open 
an account with the purser who may be under his command, in 
which he shall charge the purser with all public money which the 
said purser shall receive whilst unde^r his command, and credit him 
with all payments which the said purser may make by competent 
written order, authority, or approval, so that he may be able at all 
times to ascertain correctly the amounts which the purser ought to 
have remaining in his charge or possession. 

AftTICKB 803. 

When a purser shall present a requisition for money for the ap- 
pro^val of his commanding officer, or such commanding officer shall 
direct the purser to prepare a requisition for his approval, the com- 
manding officer shall not direct or approve a requisition for a larger 
sum than may appear to be necessary for the public interests in ad- 
dition to such unexpended balance as may by his account appear to 
be in the hands of, and due from, the purser. 
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Abticls 303% 

If the requisition of a purser shall require the approval of any 
officser superior or senior to his immediate commandiuf ofllcer, it is 
hereby made the duty of such superior or senior officer to require 
of this commanding officer of the vessel or navy yard to which the 
purser belongs to furnish a written statement^ signed by such com- 
manding officer, showing the amount then due (rom* or in diurgeof* 
the purser hf his account, and specifjring tiie partioular objects finr 
which the money then required may be intended or panted*. 

Aancu 304. 

The commander of a vesseU navy yard, or station^ or o^r setior 
er superior officer in eomnand* whose duty it may be to appipvi^ 
tlie requisitions of a purser, may at any time 1^ their written <nrdef 
direct a survey to be held, to ascertain if such purser has actually in 
his possession or custody the am^ount which is due from him accor- 
ding to the )re«ejpt8 and e:rpep)di>ur^s wjiich have heen duly ordered 
or authorized* «nd in ^ase any dc^fici^oy shoiAd be foU«ijd tp exist, 
for which he 0uuiot fiimiah fiatisfactpty reasons, no further requisir 
tions shaU he .a{^n>ved in his favor, nor any other public money 
placed ia his •eharge or poBtwrnunHf untU sim^ deficiency sbaU be 
supplied oar nspaid by him* 

Aaticlx 305. 

. If any purser shall foil to account, in a f atis&etory manner^ fei: 
any deficiency of money which may have been placed in his 
charge or custody, or shall fail to replace or repay such deficient 
money as he cannot aeoount for, in a satlsfactoFy manner, in time to 
prevent injnry to the public servicei in eonsequeuoe of his inability 
to receive -fiirther advances^ as provided in the next preceding surli- 
tide^ Ae eomaunder of the squadTon .^ station, <Hr in ease of a 
Tessel acting singly, the c^niander of s^oeh vessel, is hereby au- 
thorized to suspend such purser fro^i duty, and to cause all the 
money, dething, provisions and stores, which have been in his 
charge, to be carefully surveyed, and the i^fwrts of survey attest- 
ed and. disposed of, as is directed in these general regulations for 
surveys, and have the same transferred to some competent person, 
whom such commanding officer of a vessel, station, or squadron, is 
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hereby authorized to appoint to act in such tuspended purser's 
steady until the decision of the commander of the squadron, or of 
the {Secretary of the Navy, shall be had in the case. 

Abtiglx 306. 

The parser shall receipt for, charge himself with, and be held 
accountable for all money, provisions, slop clothing, and small stores, 
whidi shall be placed in his charge for the public service, or for the 
use of persons employed in the navy. 

Abticub 907. 

The parser shall report to the commanding officer any articles 
which 'may be received in his department, that he may think of im- 
proper quality, deficient in quantity, or requiring additional meuis 

for their preservation. 

Abticu 308. 

The purser shall make all requisitions for money, and for articles 
of provisions, slop clothmg, and such small stores as may be Deed* 
ed ; but such requisitions shall, at all times, be subject to the re- 
vision and approval of the commander of the vessel, and the senior 
officer present in command, who shall be careful to regulate the 
quality and quantity of small stores, with reference to the proposed 
service of the vessel, the ports they will probably visit, the facility 
for replenishing the supply, and generally so as to secure the great- 
est advantage to the crew. 

Abticlb 309. 

AH articles of slop clothing and small stores, issued by pursers, 
shall be charged at an advance of fifteen per centum on their nett 
cost, excluding freight and other charges. In the settlement of their 
' accounts they shall be allowed, for the sale of these articles, such 
sum as, with their pay and rations, shaQ make their whole annual 
compensation as follows, viz: 

Whilst employed in ships of the line for (Tuising service, at the 
rate of 4,000 dollars per annum. 

Whilst employed in razees, frigates of the first class for cniising 
service, and in the navy yards at Boston, New York, Norfolk, and 
Pensacola, at the rate of 3,500 dollars per annum. 
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Whilst employed in frigates of the second class, steamers of the 
first class, or those asoally commanded by captains, when coounis- 
sioned for cruising service, or in the navy yards at Philadelphia, 
Portsmouth, and Washington, at the rate of $3,000 per annum. 

Whilst employed in sloops of war, steamers pf the second class, 
or those commanded by co|iimanden|» when commissioned fpr eruisT 
ing service, or in receiving vessels at Boston, New York, apd Nor* 
folk, at the rate of $2,600 per annum. 

Whilst employed in brigs, steamers, of the third class, or those 
commanded by lieutenants, or other smaller vessels, mounting more 
than 6 guns, when commissioned for cruising service, or in receiv- 
ing vessels at other places not enumerated above» at the rate of 
iySpo ddlan per annum* 

Whilst they are attached to vessds of less than six^guns, when 
commissioned for cruising service, or on other duty than herein spe- 
cified, at the rate of 1,500 dollars per annum : which sums shall be 
in full for all wastage or loss on clothing and small stores, for 
which they shall not be able to account by. satisfactory vouchers. 

If Congress should hereafter regulate the pay of pursers in. sneh 
manner as shall entitle them to receive ,their entire eompensaUon 
from the United States, instead of deriving a part of their emtiu- 
ments from the proceeds of sales to the seamen, as proposed in the 
next preceding article, then the per centage, to be charged on all ar- 
tides of clothing and, small stores, shall be five per ceotum^ on their 

Rett cost and no more, 

Abvicls 310. 

The purser shall be chaiged with all articles, of provin^ns, and 
be credited with all issues, acoordif^ to the numbers mustered on 
. the muster book ; and as one ration is. allowed for each person on 
board, he will, if credited in the settlement of his accounts with 
money paid for stopped rations, be charged with such rations as 
provisions, in addition to the provisions received from other sources. 
Seven per centum may be allowed as wastage and leakage upon 
'^provisions" (should any deficiency be found not accoonted for in 
the settlement of his account,) without charging him fpr the same ; 
iittt he shall be charged with any deficiency, not accounted for by ain^ 
vey, bey^d seven per centum upon the value received, at the prices 
which are or may be established for the component parts of the ration. 
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Aaticu 311. 
He shall not be allowed any credit for, or take to his t>wn use, 
or in any manner dispose of for his own benefit, any provisions, 
slop elothing, or small stores ? and shonld tliere be at any time any 
excess of these articles in his possession, beyond what he shall be 
required' to account for by the expenditures, they shall be eomai- 
dered as belonging to the United States. 

Abticlb 312. 

He shall prepare lists of all the articles intended for sale or issue 
to the ctew, with their cost, and the prices at which each is to be 
sold; which lists, when approved by the commander, shall be hung 
up in some public part of the vessel, so thai idl persons may have 
fiee access to them for informstion. 

Abticlx 313. 

He sh^ Only issue slop elothing and small stores in such quanti- 
ties, and at such times, as shall be direeted in writing by the torn- 
ikMnding officer ; and all issues shidl be made, entered, and reoeipted 
fery at &e time, in &e presence of a commission or warrant offieor, 
and the teeeipts be witnessed by him. 

Abticlx 314. 

He shall, before leaving the United States, make, out, sign and 
deliver to the commander, to be forwarded to the Navy Department, 
and to the Fourth Auditor oi the Treasury, duplicate copies of in* 
▼otces j containing the prices and quantities of all artieles of pro- 
"viBioais, slop clothing, and sinall stores, which have been reomved 
on board, and are under his charge. 

Akticlx 315. 

He shall make up quarterly, to the last day of March, June, Beph- 
tember, and December, similar copies of invoiees, of all articles 
which he may have subsequently received witlun that quarter, and 
abstract statements of provisions, slop clotlung, and small stores, 
showing the quantities on hand at the commepcement of the quar- 
ter, the receipts and expenditures during the quarter, and the quanti- 
ty remaining on hand at its close, and shall hand the same in dupli- 
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cate to the commander, to be. forwarded by the first safe opportuni- 
^ to the Navy DepartBient. 

Akticle 316. 

No clothing, or artulos to make elothing* is e^rer to be purchased 
for the crew, on the ground that the clothing furnished by the 
United States is of inferior quality, or dearer than may be supplied 
by puicfaase upon .partienlar stations ; but only whe&the quantity on 
board, or upon the. station,, is absdutely inadequate to thewanto of 
the service* 

Abticls 317. 

Whc»eyer it «hall he. •absdutdy neoefsacy upon fiporeign slatimi4 
to purchase slop clothing, the acticteB shall bB,:aaiiearly as possible, 
of the same kind and quality as those furnished by the United 
States ; and no more shall be purchased than shkll be sufficient to 
meet Ibe exutiog eme^gpAo jr. 

Article 318. 

Wbed dopel^thiBgJhiillhe fiuensshed tQdie>p«m3r, pwked in 
balefr for preser^ration^ die .bsiea shall not be opened to aaoertam 
thetr eointents, but 4fa0 pamer. shall xeceipl: for tibem as marked* 
Axid as such. bales of dap . clothing. ave aeeuved againat wet^ inotiis 
or vermin, Aey shall mot be opeited till it be.iiedesawy for m^iaig 
issues to the men ; and when thus opened> it shall be in the pre- 
sence of an officer, and their contents shall be compared with the 
invoioef and if foiind to viait^irpm it, a 8utTey*;shall be held to aU- 
Ihootieate the koi* 

Articib 319. 

Slop dothing, whioh shall be condemned by survey as unservice- 
able, shall not he ^thiiown overboaid ^witibout a written order from 
the senior officer, in. command at the ^j^ace, but must be tuxned into 
some store ; and such order, and the receipt of the storekeeper, must 
be produced before the purser shall receive credit for the same in 
the settlement of his accounts. 
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Arti€£s 320. 
If he should, at any time, receive an order from his commander 
to supply a person with slop clothing, or small stoics, beyond the 
amount which is due to him, he shall notify the commander of the 
fact, and receiye his further instructionB in writing. 

AsTicuB 321. 

There shall be no change in the daily allowanee of proTisions, 
except by the written order of the commanding officer. 

Artxcls 322. 

No person shall be allowed to draw more than the established al- 
lowance of any particular part of the rationy nor to have i any pre- 
ference in the distribution of the ration* 

Artiglx 323. 

Every person entitled to a ration shall be permitted to rdinqnirii 
the spirit part of it, provided that it is relinquished for not leM 
than three months, unless sooner detached. And persons not hav- 
ing three months to lierve, may relinquish for the no^xpired portion 
of. their term. And the commander of a squadron, or of a single 
ship acting independently, may direct the pursers to pay the. estab- 
lished value of the same, in money to the men, at such times as he 
may deem most advantageous to those to whom it may be due. 

Abticls 324, 

Commissioh and warrant officers, and those who mess habitually 
with them, may relinquish the other parts of raticms on the same 
conditions, as provided for seamen and others, and^receive the es^b- 
lished value of them in money from the purser, provided that, in 
adl cases, all the parts of the ration are relinquished, and not other- 
wise. No person shall be allowed to draw parts of a ration, and 
receive a commutation for other parts, exce^ing as provided for 
spirits. 

Article 325. 

The messes of the other portion of the ship's company may, 
witli the approbation of the commander, relinquish one or more 
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complete rations, for not less than three months, unless sooner de« 
taehed, or miless their terms of service shotkld. expire in less than 
three months ; and they shall receive the established valne in mo* 
ney, from the purser, at such times as the commander of the squad- 
ron, or commander of a vessel acting independently, may direct. 

Articlx 326. 

Pursers will make separate quarterly retunu^ approved by the 
commanding ofiioers, oh Uie last day of March, June, Septeiiiberff 
and December, to die office of the Foutth Auditor, of the number of 
rations thus relinquisfaed and paid for by Ihem, according to each 
form as may be prescribed by the Treaaury Department, with the 
proper receipts aikd voucheni, for which they wiU be duly credited^ 
in the setdenent of their accounts. 

Articlx 827. 

Provisions, riop clothing, or small stores, in charge of the purser, 
shall not be leb^ to another vessel, except by order of the comman- 
der of the squadron, or^ senior officer at the place, and they must 
then be accompanied by an invoice, stating the actual cost as far as 
practicable. The receipt of die person to whom they are lent 
must be talcen in triplicate, one of which must be sent to the Fourth 
Auditor of ihe Treasuiy by the first safe opportunity. 

Abticlb 328. 

The purser shall make no payment to any person, nor disburse 

any of the money placed in his charge by the Government, or its 

agents, without the written order or approval of his commander, 

and shall take receipts for the same at the time the payments are 

made. 

Articls 329. 

All payments to the officers and crew upon foreign stations shall 
be made, so as to be of the same vidue, as if made in some of the 
legal coins of the United States* 

Articlx 330. 

He shall take care that all receipts for payment, on account of 
purchases made on foreign stations, shall express whether they 
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were made by bill of ezehai^, or in what partiettlar eoin or eur- 
leacy, and the Talne thereof m the eoiiis of the Unilad Statea, or 
the rate of exchange. 

Abticu 331. 

He shall pay no officer, on account of pay or rationa, an amount 
beyond what may be due at the time, except as proTided in the 
next anbseqaent article. No. 332, nor any daim not anthoiiBed by 
ike laws and regnlattons for the government of the Navy, wilhoat 
first repiesenthig, in writing, to the commander, the fiiet of sn^ 
ovei^payment or want of anthority ; but if, after soch representation, 
ibe commander diall, in writing, insist upon obe^tienee toiiis ori^- 
nal mder, the porser shaB make the payment, and the commander 
shall be held responsible for the order, and for the aaoont which 
may thus be paid. 

Abtxcls 333. 

The pofser may, by andiori^ firom the commander of die fleet 
or squadron, or commander of the yessel when alone, and when 
about to leave the United States for a foreign statioB^ advance to the 
commisBioii and warrant officers, beyond the amount of pay actual- 
ly due them, a sum not exceeding fourmonths' pay; when bound to 
the Pacific or Indian Ocean ; diree months' pay, when bovnd to 
Europe, or south of the equator in the Atlantic ; and two months* 
pay, when bound to other foreign stations, or to the Gulf of Mexico. 

AsTioxB 333. 

No purser shall pay over to any administrator or executor any 
balance ot wages, which may be due to any person deceased, with- 
out orders from the proper accounting officers of the treasury, 

Abticlx 334. 

All over payments by the purseya, other than enchas he is autho- 
rized to make by these regulations, will be disallowed, whether 
made in money, slops, or stores. The special written order of the 
commander of the squadron, or of the vessel to which he belongs, 
must be produced as a voucher for any over-pajrmoit or advances 
which are herein authorized. 
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Artxcu 835. 

No facilities will be afforded to pursers in collecting any unautho- 
rized over-payments; on the contrary, the practice of making 
them/ being in direct violation of law, and highly injurious to the 
public service, when discovered, such over payments will be consi- 
dered and treated as disobedience of orders. 

Ajiticlx ^36. 

A special order, to bid received as a voucher for advances made 
by a purser, must be given at, or before, the time the payments are 
to be made. If the advance is to be in money, the order must spe- 
cify the person or persons by name, to whom it is to be paid, the 
amount to be paid to each, and the nature of the claim, or of the 
service rendered. If to be made in "slop clothing," or ^'small 
stores," the order must embrace the names of the persons, the par- 
ticular articles and quantities to be issued to each, and must specify 
that they are deemed necessary to the health and comfort of the 
persons for whom they are ordered. 

AftTici^s 837. 

He shall make weekly reports to the commander of all expendi- 
tures of provisions, and monthly report? of the expenditure of 
other articles in his department, and of the quantity of each kind 
remaining on board. 

Abticxb 338. 

Every bill of exchange must be drawn in conformity with such 
instructions as the Secretary of the Navy may give upon the sub- 
ject. 

Ak«ic£i 389. 

He shall credit the United States, and charge himself with, the 
actual proceeds of all bills of exchange that be may draw, or with 
which he may be furnished for l^e public servide. 

Abticls 340. 

The purser shall keep his books and accounts, and midce retomi 
and reports to the Fourth Auditor of the Treasury, in the manner ^nd

form which are prescribed in the appendix annexed, entitled, 
^'Begolations for the goTeminent of commanders and poraeis of the 
Tesseb of the United States, and lecroiting officers," or such other 
as may heieafier be issned by competeiU authority. • 

Abttclx 341. 

He shall in his accounts make separate and distinct statements of 
the amounts which he may pay to the officers and crew in *'money," 
in '^slop clothing," and in **8mall stores," and shall keep his books 
and accounts, and make his retams, in conformity with the regula- 
tions of the navy, and with such instructions as may be issued 
from the Treasury Department through the proper channels of com- 
munication. 

Abticlb 342. 

The purser shall take charge of the clothes and effects of aU de- 
ceased persons belonging to the vessel, and of all persons who may 
desert or be absent without leave. When directed by the comman- 
der of the vessel, he shall sell at public auction the clothes and ef- 
fects of persons marked **R" on the ship's books, or who shall have 
died indebted to the United States. He shall sell, in like manner, 
the clothes and effects of those who may die not indebted to the 
United States, or preserve them for their legal representatives, as 
the commander may direct, having due regard to the interests and 
circumstances of the parties. He shall be allowed five per centum 
on the amount of such sales at auction, as a compensation for his 
trouble.

Abticu 343. 

Every person, on board of any of the United States vessels of 
war, who receives either wages or provisions, must be ^ntered in 
the general muster book ; but, as they will not all be in the same 
class or situation, it will be necessary to have several lists, separat- 
ed from each other on the book, by convenient spaces, and a sepa- 
rate series of numbers for the several entries in each list. The lists 
required, to keep the necessary distinctions, are the following : 
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1. A list of the commi8»ioned and warrant nairy oifioers, inelud- 

ing profeason of mathematics and captaia's clerks. 

2. A list of petty ofiicersy seamen, ordinary seamen, Itmdsmen, 
r and boys, excepting those boys entered to serve until twen- 
ty-one years of age, fonning the complement of the vessel 
which is now, or may hereafter be, established. 

3. A list of boys enlisted to serve uatil twenty-one years of age. 

4. A list of flag officers, or officers commanding squadrons, witli 

the officers, secretaries, clerks, and domestics forming their 
retinue ; the domestics being arranged after, and separate 
from, the officers. 

5. A listof marine officers and privates; the officers being placed 

first, and detached from the others. 

6. A list of supernumeraries for wages and provisions. 

7. A list of supernumeraries for provisions only. 

8. A list of prisoners of war. 

The entry of the commissioned and warrant officers of the navy, 
in the column No. 3, headed ** Date of entry for pay," must be the 
same as the date of their orders from the Secretary of the Navy, or 
their superior officer, for repairing to the vessel, except where it 
shall be ascertained that they had been paid at the Fourth Auditor's 
office, or continued on the books of some other vessel or station, to 
a day subsequent to the dfXe of their said orders ; in which case, their 
entries most be the day following that to which they were so paid, 
or continued on the books of such other vessel or station ; except, 
also, when the Secretary, of the Navy, or the Fourth Auditor, shall 
prescribe a date of entry for any officer, it must be adopted. 

The entry of the petty officers, seamen, ordinary seamen, lands- 
men, and boys, in the column No. 3, must be the same with their 
respective engagements or enlistments ; or, when turned over fi^om 
another vessel or station, the day after their discharge from the for- 
mer vessel or station. 

The entry of professors of mathematics, se^etaries, and captain's 
clerks, in column No. 3, must be the same date as the actital cam' 
mencement of their service^ without regard to any prior date of ap- 
pointment, or acceptance of orders. 

The entry of marine officers and privates, in the column No. 3, 
must be the day after that to which they were paid by the paymas- 
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ter<yf the marine corpd, or from t)ie date fixed by him ; or, when 
turned over from another vessel, the day after their discharge from 
the former vessel. 

The entry of sti|)enmmerariee for ** wages and provisions," must 
be made, in aU respectSy in conformity with the aforegoing regula- 
tions. 

The entry in the 4th column, for supeniumeraries, (*^ for provi- 
sions only,") and for prisoners of war, must, in all cases, be the 
same with their appearance on board. 

As it is intended that this book shall affoni the means of ascertain- 
ing the time which every individual is subsisted from the vessel's 
provisions, special care must be taken to enter, in the Uk cblumnf 
the day of their '* appearance on board," except for commissioned 
and warrant officers, which must be the same as in the 3d oolumn. 

Every entry in each list xif the muster book must be distinguished 
by a number in the Ist column, to be exclusively appropriated to it, 
and which must never be applied to any other entry in the same 
list, not even to the same individual should he take a new entry ; for 
to the new entry a new number must be given. 

To determine the numbers which shall be appropriated to the res- 
pective entries, take the first muster book, made out for the vessel 
according to these instructions, and in the 1st oolumn place No. 1 
opposite the first entry on the list, No. 2 apposite the second en^» 
and so on, progressively, until all the entries in the list are nvtid- 
bered. 

The entries in the lists of marines, supernumeraries, and prisoners, 
must be numbered in the same manner, beginning with No. 1 for 
the first entry in each list ; and, as other men appear •on board, 
they must be entered in their appropriate lists, and their entry dkh 
tingnished by the next succeeding number of' the list. This mode 
of numbering is applicable to the iitst muster book made out f<Hr the 
vessel ; but whenever a vessel's crew shall be paid ofT, a new mus^ 
ter book must be made out, to commence the day after that to which 
the crew were paid to; and such of the vess^'s company as shall 
then be discharged mnst be noted, with the tini<^ and reason, on the 
old muster book ; and such as are not discharged, must be transfer- 
red to the new muster book, stating all their entries, excepting their 
numbers, the same in the new as they were in theotd muster book ; 
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This will be praper, becanso, as they have not been discharged, it 
j[s the same, and not a new entry : it is also necessary, because it 
will afford the means of ascertaining when their term of service will 
expire ; but the time they were paid to, as stated on the old, mtisl 
likewise be inserted in the appropriate column (No. 11) in the new, 
muster book, for the purpose of showing when their subsequent pay 
is to commence. They will not, however, retain their former ttum-' 
bers; but receive new numbers, commencing with No. 1, in each 
list, noting in the 14th column in the old muster book the numbers 
at which they stand in the new muster book, thus : TV iV. M. 
Book J No.'^^ and on the new muster book, in the 6th column, the 
number at whic^h they steod in the old muster book, thus : Rrom 
O. M. Book^ No. — -. Those not discharged in the old muster 
book, being thus entered in the new muster book, in the order of 
their numbers, then must follow the entries of those who next ap« 
pear on board, in their respective appropriate lists, whether officers^ 
seamen^ or others ; and whether of the old crew, who may come 
tinder new engagements, or new recruits ; and their entries mtrst be 
distinguished by the next succeeding pumbera that have not been 
applied to any other entry in the list to which they belong. The 
pkoe wlMte the several men entered, or where recruited, mtMt be 
noted in the 5th column, and the vessel or station they were tnined 
overr or Meeived from, must also be noted in the dth coiiimn. 

It is presumed that the commanding officer of a vessel, whetk^ 
ai sea or in port, wfll muster the crew at least once a wed& ; thd 
mmsler book iSy therefore, ruled with iifty^two columns, correspond^ 
ing with ibe number a( weeks in a year. The day of the month 
OR wiiii^ the first master of the crew is made, is to be put at die 
head of the first muster column, and the succeeding days of .mnstet 
in the saeceedBig muster columns, placing the name of the month 
dver as many of the columns as shall fall within die same mbsihA 
Wlmilhe fifty-iwo columns in the first inuster boi>k are filledt 
eidier e^eete will be attached from time.to time as may be neoessa^ 
ry, cdntaiiraig' additional columns ; or else <m the commenosment o{ 
'each year of the cruise, if preferred by the purser, a new muster 
hookwiU be oonuneneed, to which all the names, entiies, and miSH 
bers, will be transferred from the next preceding one : and, so aoeii 
as the ofiiGeRi and crew shall hare been discharged, the muster 
6 
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book, or muster books, so kept, will be forwarded to the Fourth Au- 
ditor. 

In mustering the crew, the following circumstances must be at- 
tended to, and noted by appropriate marks or characters in the mus- 
ter columns, viz : those that are to be provisioned on board, on any 
day of muster, are to be distinguished by placing the muster letter 
of the day (which may be A, for the first mui^ter day, and the suc- 
ceeding in alphabetical order,) in the first muste^r column. The ab- 
sentees are to be distinguished by other marks or characters, accord^ 
mg to the cause and circumstances of their absence. If sent on 
shore aick, the absentee is to be distinguished by placing (S. S.) ia 
the muster column, with the day of the month he was sent ofiT, 
over the first (S. S.) ; if he returns before the veseel leaves the 
port, the time of his return is to b& put over the first muster letter 
he shall afterwards receive ; but if he do not return before the ves- 
sel leaves the port, he is to be marked with the letters (D. S. Q«) 
in the 12th column, signifying that he is discharged sick, with a 
query if run ; and noticing, in the two succeeding columns, tlie 
time, place, and reason for his being discharged. If, after this, he 
shall rejoin the vessel, he must have a new, entry, appearance, and 
number ; the day of entry to be that next succeeding the day of 
bis previous discharge ; the appearance, the day he rejoined the ves- 
sel ; and the number, the next in succession unappropriated in the 
list to which he belongs ; placing in the 14th column ibe letters 
(S. B.), with the number of the former entry under them, to denote 
that he stands on the same muster book, at the number specified ; 
at which former entry erase the (Q.), leaving the (D. B.) ; and at 
the old or former entry make a note of reference to the number of 
the nfew entry. 

If a person is absent without leave, the circumstance inust be 
noted-by placing a point ( . ) in the muster column of &e day, and 
the day he absented himself over the point ; if he returns before he 
is three times pointed, the day of his return must be noted over the 
first muster letter he shall afterwards receive ; and he must be check- 
ed the amount of his wages for the time he was absent; but if he 
do not return in that time, he is, on receiving the third point, -te 
be marked by placing an (R.) in the l*2th coki9in, and in the ,two 
succeeding columns, the time, place, and circumstances of his first 
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leaying'ih^ vessel. If, aft^r this, he shall be recorered, he mutl 
take a new number, entry and appearance ; the number, the next in 
succession unappropriated in the list to which he belongs <; liis entry 
to be the same as his appearance. In this case, no wages^ due to 
him, previous to his absenting himself, and no amount checked for 
absence witlwut leavt^ must be paid, except by the special order of 
the Secretary of the Navy. 

If a person be absent vnth leave, whether in prizes or elsewhere* 
as it will be necessary 'to chedk the issuing of provisions, this mark 
(*) must be placed in the muster column, with the day he left the 
vess^ over the mark, and the day of his re-appearance, should he 
return, must be put over the first muster letter he receives after his 
retnm. 

If a person die, he is to be set off by putting (D. D.) in the 12th 
cobimn, against his name, signifying that he is discharged^ dead ^ 
and. the time, place, and cause of his death, whether he was kUledy 
or died of disease, must be noted in the two succeeding columns. 

If a person be discharged, he must be set off by placing a (D.) 
in the 12th column; and the time, place^ and rea»on of his dis- 
charge, must be noted in the two succeeding columns. 

If a person be turned over to another vessel, or to a station, he 
is to be set off on the muster book of the vessel ht goes fivm^ by 
facing a (D.) against his name in ^e 12th cohnnn, noting the 
time when, and the vessel or station to which he is turned over, in 
the two succeeding columns ; and he must be entered on the dius« 
ter book of the vessel or station he goes to, as on the day after that 
of his discharge from the foiteer vessel or station. 

A recapitulation or state of the musters, eaksulated from theraus^ 
ter columns, must be stated in the ^^Muster Table^^^ the next day 
after the muster has been made ; with the signatures of the com* 
manding officer or officers who made them, in tl«e appropriate col* 
«mn of *^by whom mustered.^' 

Quarterly Muster Book, and Pay and Receipt Boll. 

(See fonn B.) 
Abticue 344u 
Full information with respect to ev«ry individual on board of any 
of the United States' vessels of war, who receive either wage«i or 
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provisions, with every material transaction relating to thenif from 
the date of their respective entries, to the last day of each succeed- 
ing quainter, must, immedialely after the expiration of the quarter^ 
be stated in this book, and forwarded, by the first opportunity 
which shall offer, to the Fourth Auditor of the Treasury. 

It must n6t only exhibit the musters for the time it is made up 
for, but every other transaction that is noted in the general muster 
book, on the last day of each respective quarter, must be copied 
from it, and stated in the proper columns of this book. It is deem- 
ed unnecessary to go into a detailed explanation of the several col* 
umns, as the caption at the head of each will sufficiently show the 
purpose for which it is intended. 

The entries in relation to the allotments of pay should, imme- 
diately upon the execution of the respective letters of attorney, be 
stated in the appropriate columns of this book ; and the pay ad- 
vanced at recruiting should also be stated in the proper column, so 
soon as it can be ascertained from the returns of the recmitUig offi- 
cer or otherwise, except where the men have been transfened from 
a receiving vessel, and have already been charged by the pvrser ot 
said vessel with the recruiting advance. 

When an individual is discharged, no matter for what cause,, all 
the charges against him, (including the whole allotment of pay. 
which his attorney is authorized to draw, whether the time for 
which it was granted has expired or not,) . must be immediatdy 
stated in the appropriate columns, and be settled with aecording ly ; 
and if it shall be found that more has been charged to him for allo^ 
ment of pay than has been paid by the navy agent, the over^^liarge 
will be refunded to him» on application to the Fourth Auditor. 

In the transfer of persons ficom a ^'receiving vessel," should there 
be ttny over^payments against them, arising firom the advances by 
the recruiting officer, such over-payments must be stated in the 14th 
column, noting, over the same, the name of the vessel firom which 
they were transferred. But, if the over-payments arise from ad. 
vances by the purser of the receiving vessd, they must be stated in 
the 18th column. 

A recapitulation, or state of the mnsters, calculated from the 
muster columns, fnu9t be 9iaUd in th$ nuuier tMe on the back of 
tiiis book, as directed in the general muster book, with the signa- 
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tares of the commanding officer or ofBceri ^ho mi^ttered them, in 
the appropriate column. 

Each page of the quarterly muster book, and pay and receipt roll, 
must con^n the same names, and in the same order, aft the corres- 
ponding pages of tho general muster book; and each list qiusI be 
signed by the commanding officer or officers, who mustered them* 
and also by the purser ; and the list of marines by the marine offi« 
cer and purser ; for which purpose the nepessary spaees must be 
left between each list. 

In all cases, the balances due to deceased men will be paid at the 
Fourth Auditor's office ; it will, therefore, be necessary for the pur- 
ser to make up a pay roll, monthly, (or oftener if required,) of the 
dead and discharged officers, seamen and others, and of all persons 
absent without leiive, and transmit it to the Fourth Auditor. 

The final receipts, for the paymenUi of ijie balances due and paid 
by the putser at the time the roll is made up, muatbe JiUed up in 
words at length : there is one column for the signatures of the per* 
sons paid, and another for the signature of the witness to the final 
payments, who must always be either a commissioned or warrant 
officer, one of whom must he cdwai/s present at the pay table while 
the men are being paid off. 

The balances due to those who die, or are discharged without be<» 
lag paid off, will be paid only on application at the Fourth Auditor's 
«iffice ; it will, therdPore, be necestory that the monthly pay roll, to 
be forwarded by the purser, (as above mentioned,) of the.dead and 
discharged officers, seamen, and others, and iihose absent without 
leave, should be approved by the commanding officer of the TASsel 
or station, as the case may be. 

At the end of the cruise, the parser must transmit to the.paymas- 
ter of the marine corps a ebmplete pay roll, and a duplicate to th^ 
Fourth Auditor, of the persons comprising the guard of marines 
which have been attached to the vessel during her cruise, ap- 
proved by the officer commanding the guard, and, also, by the com- 
mander of the vessel. 

The act of Congress of the 2d of March, 1837, extending the 
term of the enlistment of seamen, allows to those who shall be de- 
tained in service on a foreign station, after expiration of their en- 
listment, and such as shall voluntarily re^enlist to serve until tfee re- 
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turn of the ressel, and shall be regularly discharged therefrom ifi 
the United States, an addition of one-fourth to Aeir former pay 
while so detained, and while so serving. 

Noinfonnationis to be given of the amount doe to deceased per- 
sons for pay. Applicants must be referred to the Fourth Auditor, 
who will give the information on their furnishing him with satisfac- 
tory evidence of heirship, or of their being executors or adminis- 
trators, with the consent of the heira, or of their being creditors. 

Shp Clothing. 

(See Form C.) 
Abticls 345. 

In the account of slop clothing, the purser must show, by appro- 
priate columns, the quantity of each article received or purchased ; 
the cost of each article ; and from whom, when, and where, teceiv- 
ed, or purchased, with the aggregate amount in dollars and cents, 
accompanied by the bills of the navy storekeeper when redeired 
from the public stores, or, when purchased, by bills receipted 1(in 
words at length) for payment, approved by his commanding officer. 
He will also show the quantities of each article disposed of, and of 
those remaining on hand. If there are any losses, either by con- 
demnation or embezzlement, they must be supported, in the former 
ease, by the proper certificates of survey and condemnation, and, in 
the latter, by certificates stating the facts, and that the person or 
persons committing the thefl are unknown ; but if known, and 
convicted, he or they must be checked for the amount from his or 
their wages on the pay-roll. 

Quarterly returns must be made to the Fourth Auditor, showing 
the receipts and expenditures, and the amount on hand, which amount 
must be credited in the succeeding quarterly return. 

Small Stores. 

Article 346. 

In the settlement of the purser's account at the Fourth Auditor's 
office, the purser must produce invoices of all articles of small stores 
purchased or received by him, with the prices of the several arti- 
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eles, and stating from whom, when, and where, purchased or pro- 
cured, duly approved by the commanding officer of the vessel or 
tBtation. Hie must also produce orders from the said commanding 
officer for the issues which he may make, and his books must show 
the prices at wiiich such articles were issued. 

Provision Accovtnt. 

(See Form D.) 
Abticls 347. 

No person on board a vessel of the United States shall be per^ 
mitted, under any circumstances, to draw more than the established 
quantity -of any component part of a ration, nor more than one ration 
a' day from the ship's provisions, that being the quantity estimated 
for each person. 

Should officers, seamen, or others, desire to relinquish their ra- 
tions, they will be permitted to do so, and to be paid for such relin- 
quished rations, conforming, in all respects, to the regulations con- 
tained in the " circular" issued from the Fourth Auditor's office, 
dated the 26th of August, 1835, approved by the Second Comp;trol- 
ier and Secretary of the Navy, which is annexed, marked L, or to 
such other regulations, approved in like manner, as shall hereafter 
be issued from said office. 

Whenever the commander of a squadron, or single vessel, shall 
deem it necessary or expedient to shorten the allowance of pro- 
visions, all and every person on board are to be equal in point of 
victualling ; therefore, when short allowance becomes necessary, it 
is to apply equally to every individual in the ship or vessel, where 
it occurs, and the deficiency is to b^ paid for, as in the case of re- 
linquished or undrawn rations, before mentioned. 

As the undrawn ration will add a ration to ih^ provision account^ 
it must be accompanied by an abstract^ showing the number of ra- 
tions to which each person on board was entitled, the time it is 
made up to, the number drawn, and the number relinquished and 
paid for, (according to form R.) 

In the case of short edlowance there must be a separate abstract^ 
showing the quantities of each several kind of articles drawn, and 
sdso of those which have been stopped and paid for ; but in those 
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cases where persons reliaquish their entire ration, they must notbe 
entered on the '^separate abstract," but on an abstract {Form E) $ 
and as the articles, or parts of articles, to be Hopped^ will be alike 
for each person on board, who may draw the residue not stopped^ 
it will be only necessary to state, in the caption or heading of the 
abstract, the several articles drawn, and those undrawn or stopped, 
with the oommencement and expiration of the time tliey were stop- 
ped. 

In the settlement of the purser*s provision account, at the Fourth 
Auditor's office, he will be allowed an average at the rate of seven 
per centum for wastage and leakage : to this end, a regular and 
correct account must be kept of the receipts and expenditures of aU 
provisions received on board the vessel, when, where, and from 
whom, received or purchased, according to Form D, 

AU articles of provisions received on board a vessel as substitutes 
for parts of the ration, shall be considered as '^provisions ;" but the 
articles substituted, must not^ in any case^ exceed in value those 
parts of the fixed ration for which they are substituted* 

As pursers are the only grade of officers in the United States na- 
vy who are allowed an extra ration, they will charge snch extra 
ration^ so long as it is allowed, in their accounts current ; the col- 
umn in the pay-roll being headed, for undraton rations only. 

Dead Men^s and Deserters^ Clothes. 

Abticlb 348. 

When any person belonging to the navy shall die on board a 
vessel of the United States, his clothes and effects shall be sold by 
the purser, excepting such articles as the cqmmander may direct to 
be reserved for his legal representatives, and the proceeds thereof 
carried to the credit of his account in the proper column of the pay 
roll ; and in all such cases, the best possible care must be taken, by 
the purser^ of property when not sold, until an opportunity offers 
to deliver it over. 

The clothes and effects of persons marked R, whether they are 
indebted to the United States or not, will be sold, and the proceeds 
thereof must be carried to their credit in the proper column of the 
pay roll. 
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Iaf«iiloffie$ of the property left by deeeascid peisMmtt, whkfa are 
not 8oId» and ecooatUs of wdes of all elothiag and other effeoti 
acM^ $bowixkg to whoai. they belonged, to. whom sold« and the 
prides sold for, must be tmaanutled U> the Fourth Auditor^ 
qnarlerly, or oftener if required; and on the sgaaoiuit of aU each 
fitalee, fte porstor will be allowed to cbatfey as « coaipeaaatioft for 
his troi»ble» at the rate of five per centiunt and the bidanee must be 
iBarried to the cr^ii of the pereon on whose account they wese 
«old»and the. mmtnt of ealea to the ifebit of , the p^rchawrs.

Abticlb 349, 

In gnorting idlotmedts of pay, Oie following rvdee must be ob- 
served, via :: the pitnreni of attomey must be 4JQed op by the coni^ 
manding oS&cfii^ Or under kui direction'; ^y 'uuiet BpeeiQr' the 
monthly: sum allotted, the munber of ihoothe ^ey are^ to eoAtfmw^ 
the time the tiffsi payment irtohe made> and th^ port whetepaytMK 
if the penbn making the aUotment sh&^l not have had any advancer, 
and be not, in aiiy way, indebted to the United States, the irat 
mondily. payment, if desired, may be dnreeted to take plaee at the 
end of one month after the date of hie entry : but if he h^s had ^ 
^ranoeev or isolberwtae indebted to die United Stages, the firtrt montlv- 
iy mxm>nmit not be iQade paynlile nntil the expilatioB of the time 
when one month's pay, clear of all charges against him, iAkA^ b^ 
come due t» hira; wfaidi time the oommanding officer witt cauae 
to be ascertained, andiinaertcd in die power of attorney. 

The number of months which the paymenta are to contmne 
must no^ in any case, extend beyond the time the person has en* 
gaged to serve* 

Tke power of atlpniey, thus mUd up, mast be signed mlAepr^ 
sence of the commandtof officetf and registered by the purser, botk 
of whom will attest the same by signing their names thereto. The 
purser must be careful to make the necessary entries in his books 
and allotment lists, as he will be held responsible for charging the 
party ^ith. all payments to be made in pursuance of such powers 
of attorney. 
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AM aiioCiiMitfl most be ezeeoted in diqilkate, and in dtt 6Me^ 
when they are exeented by commianoned oflleeri, both parta mnaC 
be tranamilled throogfa the eommanding offieer to the Fonf^ Auditor, 
prerioaaly to the aailingof the Teaael, and nraat be aecompaiued by 
anabetract, or list, of the same, signed by the purser, and approyed 
by die commanding offieer, showing the names, rank, or rating, of 
the persons who hare executed powers of attorney ; the monthly 
snm allotted ; the time the first payment is to be made ; the number 
of months it is to continue ; the name of the attorney to whom 
payment is to be made, and the port at which it is payable, accord- 
ing to Form O. The duplicates only of those executed by com- 
missioned officers are to be thus transmitted, with an abstract as 
abore mentioned. 

On the death, discharge from service, or desertion of any pemon 
who has so exeented a power <tf attorney, the purser must imme- 
diately transmit, throuf^ the commanding officer, to the Fourth 
Andilor, and, also, to the navy agent at the port where the allots 
m«it is payable, a statement of the fiust, in order that the payments 
may be discontinued : and duplicates of such advice must be for* 
warded by the first opportunity which shall ofier after the oripnals 
have been transmitted. 

Abstracts, or lists, similar to those directed to be transmitted to 
4tie Fourth Auditor, must also be forwarded, in the same manner, 
40 the navy agents by whom the allotments are payable ; covtain- 
fng, however, only such as jure payid>le by each navy agent re- 
epedivdy. 

In e<very ease where any person is transferred from one vessel to 
another vessel, or to a navy yard, who has made an allotment of 
fpay^ the purser making the transfer must note, in the transfer roll, 
4>r account, by whom the power of attorney was registered, the 
whole number of payments whi6h have been charged, and the num- 
ber remaining to be charged. And the purser, to wham the trabsfer 
is made, must make a similar entry in his pay rolL 

Recruiting, 

ASTIGLX 850. 

The superintendent of a recruiting rendezvous must make his 
requisitions on the navy agent of the nearest station, (subject to 
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4he approval of the commanding officer of the station,) for the ne* 
<;e8sary supplies of "money, stating the amount required for advances 
to the recruits, under the appropriation for '*pay,'' and the amount 
required for rendezvous hire and stationery, undef the appropriation 
for ^H^iltingent expenses enumerated," and credit the amount re*- 
reived on such requisitions, under their afppropriate heads, in his 
account current, which he must transmit, with his vouchers for ex- 
penditupes, to the Fourth Auditor, quarterly, viz : in the first week 
-of January, April, July, and October. ^ 

The vouchers required to be transmitted by the superintendent 
with his account current are, a statement from the navy agent of 
all money advanced^ to him on acooimt of the recruiting service', 
under the several heads of appropriation from which the advances 
were made during the quaTter for which his account current is ren- 
dered ; a list of the men recruited, showing where bom, the dates 
of their enlistments, rank or ratings, monthly pay, the amount ad- 
vanced to eaqh^ the period for which they have enlisted, ncnd the 
nam^s and residence of 'their sureties, according to form H^ which 
list must he certified by the purser of the receiving vei»el, skccord- 
ing to Form /, and bills fbr rendezvous hire and' stationery, Which 
must be made out and receipted by the persons furnishing, and the 
amount received, expressed in words at length. 

Concurrence of the Commander and Purser in the Disbursements 
of the vessel. 
Abticlb 351. 

As the parser IS' to perform his duties under the direction of the 
commander of a vessel, the signature of such commander ' will t>e 
required to his books, rolls, and accounts, as evidence of their hav- 
ing been- kept in conformity with the regulations, and that they meet 
his approbation. 

In the settlement of the purser's account at the Fourth Auditor*^ 
office, the approval, or writteh orders, of the commander of the ves- 
ael will be required for all payments ; and to produce uniformity, 
the following forms of vouchers are to be observed: 

For payments made upon bills rendered for services performed, 
or articles furnished to the vessel, by persons who do not belong to 
the Navy, the approval of the commander of the vessel, stating 
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ihe anunmi in u>ords at lengthy and of the commander of the 
squadron, or other officer, when directed by the regnlationfl of the 
nary, will be required. 

For all payments to petty officers, and persons of inferior ratings, 
belmiging to the navy, for pay then due^ whether in **money," 
*^op dotting," or ''small stores,'* the purser must produce the 
written order of the oonmiander of the vessel directing the payment 

For all payments in advance of the amount of pay then due, as au- 
diorized by the regulations of the navy, the written order of the com- 
mander of the vessel, or hie superior in command, must be produced. 

Fmr payments in advance, or for any other object, .when not spe- 
aaHj authorized by law, or the regulations of the navy, the writ- 
ten order of the ccnnmander of the vessel, or hie superior officer in 
command, a copy of the letter from the purser to the officer giving 
ibe order, respectfully calling his attention to such want of authori- 
ty, and a reiteration in writing of the order must be produced. 
The purser will then be exonerated, and the commanding officer be 
held accountable for his order. 

For payments for undrawn rations, or parts of rations, when on 
short allowance, the order, or permission, of the commander, or his 
superior officer, must be produced for the stoppage or diminution of 
the rations, with tbe approval of the commander upon the abstract 
account upon which the receipts of the men are to be taken ; and 
the gross amount which is to be paid, written in words at length. 

The general and quarteriy muster books must be signed, at the 
end of each list, by the different officers who may have mustered 
ih^ crew, when they are closed ; or before, should such mustering 
officer be previously detached from the vessel. 

The officer mustermg the crew, on any day, will sign his name 
in the proper column on the muster table, immediately after the 
proper entries are made. ' 

The approval of the commander of the vessel must be written 
and signed upon all pay rolls and accounts of the persons belonging 
to the vessel, whether such rolls and accounts are intended for im- 
mediate payment by the purser, or to be transferred to some other 
vessel or station, or to be forwarded to the Fourth Auditor, as an 
evidence that he has satisfied himself of their correctness. 

The af4>roval of the commander of a vessel, and, when required 
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by the regulations of the navy, the approval of his commanding offi« 
oer, will be deemed absolutely necessary upon all tiiA purser's uqjti* 
sitions for money » or for any other article wanted for his deparCmeoi. 

In addition to the approval of the commander or other offieerf all 
bills and accounts must be made out, in detail, under the pn»pei 
beads of appropriations ) 

In all cases of purohase^ the^ quantity must be given by wei^t, 
or measure, as the c^e may be, and the rate at which purchased 9 
and the bill, or account, must be receipted for the amount p9dd» ia 
words at. length, by the person from whom the purchae^ was m$d9» 
or by such other person as he shall authorize, in writing, to. re^ 
ceive payment. 

All returns and reports required to be made by pursers to the 
Fourth . Auditor's office, are to be prepared by themi and handed 
to the oom^iander of the vessel, that he may transmit^them by the 
first proper conveyance, : . . ji 

Books of Account — Journal and Slop Bookl 

AftTicLB 362. 

A journal and. a slop book mUst be kept for stating th^ asoiitoniits 
of the vessel ; in which accounts, exhibiting all charges for pay*^ 
ments made on account of, pay against each individual eoopoeii^ 
th^ crew, must be opened, > 

Advances by recruiting officers are to be charged, so soon as ihey^ 
are aspertained. The checks, or stoppages of pay for absenees^ 
losses, or damages, sustained by fraud or meglectt must be chaf|>eidl 
immediately 00 their being incurred. 

The allotments of pay receivable by attorneys in any one mqnlli^ 
must be diarged on the day of the month when the ^^ payment wl ta 
be made ;" but such individuals as may be, in any way, or for any: 
caose, discharged, must be, on such discharge, debited with ill ikb 
allotment-pay that can be drawn during the term for which the pow** 
ers of attorney are made to operate, except in the oaseofbetsip 
transferred to another vessel of the navy, or to a naval, statieii,. wfaeni 
they are to be detiited only with the sums that pan be paid at'^e 
time of such transfer : but special care must be taken to furnish the 
purser of the vessel, or station, to which such individuate an kians- 
ferred, with an abstract of the allotments granted by them ; showing 
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tbe time wheo the first payment was to be made ; the monthly sum 
alloMtd ; to whom, and by whom^ payable ; the amoaats chargedf 
and the halancee remaining to be charged thereon, that he may 
know how to make the subsequent entries in his book on that ac- 



The accounts against the crew» in these books, most be kept in 
the most plain and perspicuous manner : they must contain charges 
on aeeoont of pay and rations only, and most not be confused by 
ehaiges and recharges from one individual to another, or by the in- 
trodnetioD of any transaction of a private nature; die books mus^ 
be considered as belonging to the Government, and must alt be 
deposited in the Fourth Auditor's office at the end of the cruise. 

When an individual is to be discharged, or paid off, or when his 
aecomit is to be made up and finally closed, on the books of the ves- 
sel, or stetion, he is to be debited, at the rate of twenty cents a 
month, ^' for the suppo^ of navy hospitals." 

The over-payments from other vessels, arising from authorized 
advanceSf must be charged so soon as the transfer accounts are re- 
ceived. 

When the crew of a vessel is to be paid off, every manV account 
most be closed, and the several amounts stated in the respective ap-^ 
propciate columns of the pay roll. Such of the crew as shall not be 
discharged on the day the pay roll is made up to, must have ae- 
counts opened in a new set of books, and be continued in the new 
muster book ; and such of them as may be indebted to the vessel 
mnst, in their new accounts, be charged with the sums so overpaid 
them, respectively, as overpaid from other vessels, or stations, or 
last pay roH. 

When a purser is changed, his successor must open a new set of 
accounts for the crew in a new set of books, when that is: practica- 
bie, and when it is not, he must close ikeir accounts on the books of 
his predecessor,, to the date of such change, and continue them ou 
ihe same ; but, in either case, the first charge against them must be 
for the. payments made by his predecessor.

CIRCULAR. 

Treasvht OsPARTineirr, 
Fourth Auditor's Offkt^ Aug. 26, 1835. 

Every person entitled to a ration shall be permitted to relinqoish 
the spirit part of it, provided that it is relinquished for not less thaa 
three months, unless sooner detached. And seamen not having 
three to serve, may relinquish for any unexpired portion of tlieir 
term. And the commander of a squadron, or of a single ship, act- 
ing independently, may direct the pursers to pay the established 
value of the same, in money, to the men, at sueh times as he may 
deem most advantageous to those to whom it may be due. 

Commission and warrant officers, and those who mess habitually 
with them, may relinquish the other parts of rations, and receive the 
established value of them in money from the purser, provided, that, 
in all cases, aU the parts of the ration are relinquished, and not oth- 
erwise. No person shall be allowed to draw parts of a ration, and 
to receive a commutation for other parts. 

The messes of the other portions of the ship's company may, with 
the appiobation of the commander, relinquish one or more complete 
rations for not less than three months, unless sooner detached, or 
unless their terms of service should expire in less thanHiree months ; 
and they shall receive the established value in money, from the pur- 
ser, at such times as the commander of the squadron, or commander 
of a vessel, acting independentiy, may direct. 

Pursers will make sepSirate quarterly returns, approved by the 
commanding ofiicers, on the last of March, June, September, and 
December, to the office of the Fourth Auditor, of the number of ra- 
tions thus relinquished and paid for by them, with the proper re- 
ceipts and vouchers, for which they will be credited as heretofore. 

The price of the rations, when commuted, "having been tixed by 
the Secretary of the Navy at twenty cents, all claims for commuta- 
tion money, which have arisen since the 3d of March last, will be 
' adjusted agreeably to the foregoing table and regulations ; in all cases 
where the person claims rations, or commutation money, under the 
act of the 3d of March last, entitied ** An act to regulate the pay of

the navy of the United States." And all persons, not included in 
that act, shall be paid at the rate of twenty-five cents per ration, 
until Uie first day of September next, and afterwards, at the rate of 
twenty cents.

CHAPTER XXIV. 
YEOMAN. 

ABTIGLB 404. 

The vyeoman shall have charge of all stores in the bo«tewain'fl» 
carpenter's, and sailmaker's departments, and of all eloret ia the 
gunner's d^artment, ammunition excepted. 

Abtiglk 405. 

He shall see that the regulations respee^ng lights are striedy ob* 
served in the store-rooms^ and passages leading to iSbeaXf and that 
every precaution is taken to guard against fire, or ether aeeideBts, 
and must never suffer any wines, spirituous liquorSf or private stores 
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of anj kind to be kept or camed into the stora-nxMiM, wilhoittwni^ 
ten orders to that effect from the commander of the Yeaeel. 

Abticlx 406. 

He shall keep regular accoonta, according tothe pieachbed form, 
of aU receiptBy expenditnres, conyecBions, or tianafen of stores in 
the respective departments, specifjii^ the time and place, and the 
person from whom the articles were received, and to whom, and 
for what purpose, thejr were delivered, and if converted to other 
poiposes than those for which they were received, then by whose 
order it was done.

Officers <^lft^iniftg pay under any order or acting appointmentt 
must fomash to the disbursing officer, from whom the payment is 
daimed, a copy of such order or appointment, certified by himself 
to be correct; and must state on such copy the lime whes he ac- 
knowledged the receipt of such order or appointment, and when he 
obeyed Ae order, or entered upon his duties under Ae appointment* 

Abticlx 422. 

Professors of mathematics, secretaries, and clerks, witt only be 
paid from the actnaL commencement, and during the aotmdl eondnsk*

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termination of the service of secretaries and clerks must be certified

Ol&eers^plykig at the ofice of the Fourth AudikHr for their pay, 

who are not regularly paid through that office, must produce states 

ments of their accounts, signed by the purser who last paid them^ 

whenever it shall be practicable, or their own certificate, stating by 

whom, and to what date, l^y were last paid. 

Abticlb 427. 

Every account, voucher, or paper, having relation to the disburie-* 
ment of public money, must be strictly true in form as well as in 
substance ; must not only set out the facts truly, but every lelUir,^ 
receipt, or certificate, must bear the true date of its execution ; and 
if all the money receipted for be not paid at the time the receipt be 
given, it should specify certain amounts, as received at certain times, 
or, if that cannot be dene, then that the amount stated has been 
leoeived siooe iome particular date.

Articls 429. ,. 

- Passed or other assistant surgeons, when temporarUy p^forming 
the duties of surgeons by acting appointment, or by orders made 
in conformity with these regulations, shall be entitled to the pay of 
surgeons under five years* standing; 

Abticlb 430. ^ 

The articles allowed in the tables of equipment for cabm, ward" 
room, steerage, and cockpit of vessels in commissicm, must not be 
varied in kind, nor exceeded in number, nor must the original cost, 
or any repair, exceed the prices therein specified for each respec- 
tively ; \ahd the commander, and other officers, of a vessel shall be 
bound to accept such articles as shall be furnished from the navy 
store, whenever they shall be considered of proper quality by the 
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commandant of the yard ; nor shall any su^ fixtures be surreyedf 
sdd, or replaced, daring the cruise, exoept by the express diiee^n 
of the commander-in-chief of the fleet or squadron, when upon a 
foreign station.

The extra allowances to navy agents, which may be sanctioned

There shall be allowed to every vessel in comonission, and to 
every navy yard, to constitute a library for the use of the officers, 
such books as are, or may hereafter >e, specially designated by the 
Secretary of the Navy, 

Abticlb 435. 

The necessary funeral expenses for coffins, sexton's fees, and 
graves of all persons who shall die while in actual service, wiU be 
paid by the Navy Department. 
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AttTTCLs 486. 
Wlien officers shall be sick, while on duty, and there shall be no 
suitable accommodations for them on board some veisel, or at a 
navy yard, or hospital, their necessary expenses, beyond one ration 
a day, may be allowed by the Secretary of the Navy, provided that 
no charge for medical attendance shall be allowed, if there was any 
naval medical officer near who could have attended him, unless the 
attendance of another physician shall be required for consultation.

When officers, and other persons in the navy, miy have been 
wounded or hurt whilst in actual service, and suitable accommoda- 
tions cannot be provided for them in some public vessel, tiavy yard,

Articls 438. 

When pass^engers shall be received on board any vessel of tlie 
United States, by order of, or authority from, the Secretary of the 
Navy, there shall be allowed, to compensate the officers who may 
entertain them, for their extra table expenses, such an amount as 
the President of the United States may deem reasonable and proper. 

"Abticlb 439. 

No person shill be permitted to allot a greater part of his pay 
than will leave, for his own use, at least six dollars a month, and in 
no case, for an amount exceeding one- half his pay ; and no allot* 
mettt must be authorized, excepting to a parent,^ wife, guanlian, or 
liear relative, for their support. 

Abticlz 440. 

Allotments must not be made to commence until the time when 
the person making them will probably be out of debt to the United 
States ; when made by persons performing duty in the United States, 
they m«st not be made for a longer time than one year ; when made 
by those upon, or ordered to, foreign stations, allotments may be made 
for not exceeding the term the person is bound to serve, nor, in any'

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case, for longer than three years. Should persops be employed on 
foreign service for a longer period, the allotment may be renewed. 

Abticlk 441. 

All allotments must be made in duplicate ; be approved by the 
commander of the vessel or station ; be witnessed and registered by 
the purser, and one of them forwarded immediately to the Fourth 
Auditor of the Treasury, through the proper channel, by the com- 
manding officer who approves the same. 

Article 442. 

No allotment or power of attorney to receive the pay of a person, 
belonging to the navy is to be made irrevocable, as the pay of such 
person may become essential to enable him to perform duties which 
may be assigned to him. 

Abticlis 443. 

No allotment of pay is ever to be made by an officer when he is 
on leave of absence, or on furlough. 



CHAPTER XXVII. 

\ CORRESPONDENCE AND REPORTS. 

Article 444. 

All letters which relate to the appointment, promotion, employ- 
ment, or conduct of officers, the employment of vessels, and the 
execution of duties, under immediate orders from the Secretary of 
the Navy, are to be addressed " To the Secretary of the Navy." 

. Article 445. 

Letters which relate to the construction, defects, repairs, equip- 
ment, or to any improvement or alteration of vessels, to supplies of 
provisions a^d stores of every kind, and to repairs or improvement 
of navy yards, or to clerks or mechanics employed therein, are to 
be addressed " To the Board of Navy Commissioners." 
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Ahtiols 446. 
Should the same communications be made to the Secretary of the 
Navy and Nary Commissioners, the person forwarding such dupli- 
cates shall state the same in the communication. 

Akticls 447. 

When doubts exist as to the proper address of communications, 
tfaey are to be addressed <* To the Secretary of tffe Navyl*' 

AiiTiCLS 448. 

All communications, reports, or requests, connected with the pub- 
lic service, which shall be made by officers or others belonging to 
the Navy, when acting under the orders of other officers, shall be 
sent open, under cover, to their immediate commander ; and if they 
are intended for, -or require transmission to, his superior officer, or 
the Navy Department, such commanding officer shall forward the 
same, with rach remarks as he may dfem pvoper, to his immediate 
commanding o^Scer, if any there be, to be acted upon by him, 
or transmitted to the Navy Department, as the case may require, 
unless the public interests would be hazarded by the delay of trans- 
mission in this manner, in which case, the communications may be 
direct ; but duplicates must be forwarded to the proper commanding 
officer, and information given to him of the deviation from this 
regulation, by the earliest opportunity. 

Article 449. 

Officers, in signing reports, certificates, returns, official letters, or. 
documents, of any kind, must annexe to their names their official rank* 

Article 450. 

Officers are prohibited from' commenting, in their private corres- 
pondence, upon the operations of the vessel or squadron to which 
they may be attached, or from giving any information of their desti- 
nation or intended operations, lest such communications maybe 
published, to the injury of the service. 

Akticls 461. 

Officers must enter, in proper books, copies of all the offietal 
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letters they may write^ and of all orders they may receire, and 
carefully file and preserve all other official documents* 

Abticls 452. 

The receipt of all orders or instructions roust be immediately 
acknowledged. 

AsTicix 458. 

Official instructions and offimal communications must not be pub- 
lished without the permission of the Secretary of the Navy, except 
it may be necessary for the defence of an officer, before a court- 
martial, court of inquiry, or court of law* 

Article 454. 

AH official communications must be written of the sise lodged al 
tiie different navy yards as samples for *' official paper/' a^ must 
have a margin of at least one inch and a half wide, so that they may 
be bound up, if necessilry ; apd all such communioations to the De- 
partment must be enclosed in blank envelopes ; every letter must be 
endorsed with its <late and number, and the numbier <>f enclosures 
which it contains ; and each enclosure must be marked with tlie 
date and number of the letter to which it belongs. 

Article 455. 

Letter-books, containing copies of all orders given, or offidnl let- 
ters written, and the originals of all letters received on public service 
at the different navy yards, and on other shore-stations, by the com- 
manding <6ffieer thereof, must be left at those yards and jitationfl» and 
omiany preserved as records. Tlie conmiandiAg offioers may« if 
they think proper, take copies, for their own use, of all orders or 
letters which they may receive or write. 



CHAPTER XXVin. 

SURVEYS. 
Abticls 456. 
When an inspection or survey of articles is to be held, to deter- 
mine whether dieybught.t6.be reeeimed under any. eoctraot or 
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pttrchase, great care is to be token that such ofticen dr bthei? persont 
are selected as will best /lecore the GovemiBent against impontioii 
or loss. Although the master workmen of the different classes of 
mechanics ought always to be among the inspecting officers for in- 
specting materials Intended to be used under their directions, and 
their own reports may, in ordinary cases, be deemed sbffideit^ 
yet, when they are themselves in doubt, or their decision is ques^ 
tioned, or the commanding officer should, from any cause^ considei: 
it inexpedient, he will have the inspection made by a greater ntlm^ 
ber of persons, and by such as hel may deem most competent. In 
the inspection of articles of food or clothing, while it will be reqtiii- 
site to employ persons particularly conversant with these articles, 
either as the inspectors, or to furnish information to others who may 
be ordered upon that duty, the officers of the navy are so immedi- 
ately interested that they should be fully equal to the stipulations 6( 
contracts, that, when practicable, at least thre^ exjperienc^ olBeeM 
should be employed on that duty, when any considerable quantity 
is to be inspected. 

Article 457. 

All applications for surveys upon articles supposed to be deflect 
tive, or unfit for use, or deficient in quantity, must be made in wri- 
ting, by the officer having charge of the same, to his immediate 
commanding officer, and, if he deems such sylrey necessary, if 
serving in a fleet, approve and transmit the same to the command* 
ing officer of the division or squadron to whidi he belongs^ "who is 
to order such surveys to be taken, unless the commander-in*chief 
shall have otherwise directed. But when officers are not in com^ 
pany with the commander of a division or squadron, the applica^ 
tions are to be transmitted to the senior officer present, for hi6 
decision and orders. 

Abticlb 458. 

Officers who may order surveys upon articles reported as de- 
fective, or requiring repairs, will, when practicable, sMecfr at least 
three commission officers for that duty, and of a rank profJOriaoiittd 
to the importance of the survey to be held, so that the Uniced 8ts%^ 
may not be exposed to loss from the inexperience of the surveying 
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officers ; and, when it can be done, the officers shall be selected 
fiDOL other Tessels than those to which the articles may belong* 

Abticlx 459. 

Sanreying officers may call upon the person having charge of the 
articles to be surveyed, or upon any other person, for information 
which may assist them in making correct statements upon the sub- 
ject they may have been directed to investigate ; and if any person 
shall endeaviyr to deceive the surveying officers by giving false 
statements, or if the surveying officers shall discover, or find reason 
to /raspect, any fraud, they shall notice it particularly in their report. 

A&TicLx 460. 

The report of officers directed to smrvey articles represented, to be 
unfit for service, must specify by whoee order the survey was held, 
each particular article surveyed, the state in which it was found, and 
the most proper disposition to be made of it ; and if the articles were 
found to be damaged, or of improper quality, their report must fur- 
ther state, if possible, by whom they were furnished, and whether 
the damage or injury was or was not owing to the neglect or mis- 
conduct of any, and of what, person or persons. 

Articlx 461. 

When officers are ordered to ascertain the quantity of articles, they 
are not to take any accounts of them from the officer who has charge 
of them, unless it shall be impracticable to make a personal exami- 
nation, or thpy shall be directed to take the account from him by 
the person ordering the examination ; and when the quantity of ar- 
ticles shall be so taken, it must be particularly noted in their report, 
with the reasons why it was so taken, and they shall state if any, 
and what, articles are defective. 

AmricLB 462. 

When ia survey is to be held to ascertain the quantity of articles, 
and they are found deficient, one report of the survey, duly signed 
and made upon the back of, or attached to, the order, is to be fur- 
nished to the officer who requested the survey, another to the com- 
mander of the vessel, and a third to the person ordering the survey. 
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to be by him tnmsmitted to the Navy Commissioners ; and if the 
artides were in charge of a parser, a fourth copy must be forwarded 
lo the Fourth Auditor of the Treasur}'. ^ 

Article 463. 

No Stores or prorisions are to be thrown overboard, unless they 
are entirely useless, and except the surveying officers shall, in their 
report, represent them as being, in their own opinion, and that of 
the surgeon, dangerous to the health of the ship's company; in 
which caise, the commander of the vessel shall cause them to be 
thrown overboard as soon as the report of survey is duly ap» 
proved or confirmed ; but all other articles are to be converted to 
some other use, or returned into store. 

Abticls 464. < 

If any officer of the liavy, having charge of money, provisionst 
or other stores belonging to the United States, shall die, be sus- 
pended, removed, or otherwise separated from his Vessel or station, 
so as to render it necessary to appoint another person to peirfbtm 
his duties, it shall be immediately reported by his comnsander to 
the senior officer present in command, who shall order, in writing, 
a survey to be held by proper officers, and, when pfaeticable, in 
presence of the officer who is to succeed te the charge of the articles 
aforesaid ; and the surveying officers shall make out t stat^i^ent in 
writing of the amount, quantity, or number,. o( such articles in quad* 
mj^oatev and sign the same. The surveying officers shall then 
transmit ^ese statements, in a report, to the . officer ordering the 
survey, who shall retain one in his own possession, transmit one to 
.the Navy Department, cause one to be lodged with the papers of 
th« person who had previously been in charge of tiie stores, and 
transmit the fourth to the person who is about to take charge of 
them ; and such officer shall, upon taking charge of the attires, or 
entering upon his duties, charge himself with all the articles con- 
tained in the report which shall have been found fit for service, and 
be held accountable for the saive, and his predecessor shairbe ere* 
dited, according to the report of the survey, in the settlement of his 
accounts. 
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AmTicvB 4€5. 
Whenever u sfaaU be lepveeented thai the yi-lie«lth of a 
requiiee that be should leave aoy foreifn etatioii, tbe cenmaiidem 
in-ehiefy before granting such leave, shall direet a survey to be held 
upon him by three officers — surgeons, or assistant surgeons — ^if so 
naay eon be readily obtained ; but if so many cannot be obtained, 
the number may be completed by not exceeding two commissioii 
sea-officera ; and they shall state distincdy whether he is dien fit lor 
dnty, and whether his removal from the st^ion is indispensable or 
not ; and if they aretif opinion that his removal is necessary, ^o 
medical officer shall state the particular disease or complaint whicb 
occasicMiis tbe necessity of such removal, as per fonn.^^ 

Akticls 466. 

When persons shall be surveyed, to ascertain if they are entitled 
to a pension, the snrvey shall be made upon a eertffieate of the ccnn- 
maoder and aurgeon of the vessel in which he sustained the injury ,^ 
setting forth the ciicnmstaoces under wMch it oecuned. The snr- 
Yeying officers shall be composed of captams or commanders, with 
one or hmwc surgeons-— not less than three collectively; andtiie 
XBf0ti of the survey must state the nature and extent of the injury, 
9nd the opinion of tbe .surveying officers whetfier it wiU render him 
wholly or partially able to contribute to his own snpport, by his 
bbor» »id if partisdly, then to what extent The certificate of the 
commander and surgeon, with one copy of die report of survey, to 
be by liim forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy, and a report of 
the survey given to the person surveyed, to be kept by him. 

Article 467. 

When men shall be represented as unfit to remain in the service, 
they shall be directed to be surveyed, as directed in the preeodisg^ 
nt^0 ; and if they should be found unaenliceablet the surveying ef~ 
fibers shall, if possible, state wh^her their difiiA>ititie& weiie owh^ 
!» hurts or difieases conbraeted whilst they belonged to dse service^ 
or to causes which existed prior t\ their entry fjand if die man. 
should be disdiiarged, he AM be furnished with a copy of dsis- 
survey. 
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Articlb 468. 
Att officers ordered upbn sunreye, are ntnuAy nqwtd lo perflm 
that ^jT' with the utmost attention end idebt^i and to make ihwt 
reports with the strictest impartiality, so thail, ^hoyUt they be oalted 
upon, they may be able conscientiously to make oath of their 
correctness. 

Aa^iou 469. > 

Cepiee of all Efurveys which may have been' held, with aa aln 
street of the same, shaU be folrwarded by the cemm JiuiSing o!ffioev» 
of fleetd, squamous, or navy yards, to the Secretary of the Navy^ 
quarterly ; and of all other surveys, to the Navy Commiesionersy 
made up to the last days of March, June, September, and December.' 

Articks 470. 

Th^ quantities of articles must be stated qt leBglb, and not in 
figures, in all reports of survey . 



CHAPTER XXIX. 
CONVOYS.' 

Abxiclx 471. 

The commanding officer of a vessel, who shall be appointed to 
convoy the trade of the United States, shall give the necessary 
prinled and wntten directions and signal to the master of each 
vessel whicih is to sail under his protection. 

Articib 472. 

He shall take a list of tbe vessels under las eonvoy, apecifyiii^i 
their names and descriptions ; the places where bound, and to which 
they belong ; the names of their masters ; their owners or super- 
cargoes, if any, and trannnit a copy of the saneto the Beentary of 
the Navy, with the tkte of their joining the eoitvoy. 

Abticlb 473. 

Defere he shall take under his convoy any vessel. bound to a bel*> 
ligerant port, he shall require satisfactory proof that there are no 
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articles on board such vessel of a contraband nature ; and without 
such satisfactory evidence, he shall hot be bound to take such vessel 
under his convoy, or to give her any protection ugainat the other 
bellif erant nation, unless specially directed. 

Abticib 474. 

Every officer charged with a convoy must be very vigilant in 
defending it fr4>m attadL or surprise, add must never weaken the 
convoying force by detaching a part in chase beyond signal dis- 
tance, nor must he separate from the convoy, without such sepa- 
ration shall be the best means of preserving a convoy from an 
enemy. 

AuTXCLB 475. 

He shaU adopt all possible measures to prevent the separation of 
the convoy, and may direct such vessels to repeat hi* signals as he 
may deem proper. 

Abticlb 476. 

When different convoys shall sail at the same time, or shall meet 
at sea, they shall sail together so long as their course shall be in the 
same direction ; but the different convoys shall be kept as distinct 
from each other as circumstances will allo^. ^ 

Abticlx 477. 

He will make report to the Secretary of the Navy, of the name 
of any vessel, and of the master, who shall disobey the instructions 
or signals for the convoy, or leave the convoy without permission, 
or otherwise misbehave, stating the particulars of bis misconduct, 
so that iiBurance offices may be informed of the same* 

Article 478. 

'Whenever the mtoter of any vessel under convoy shall wilfully 
or repeatedly neglect or refuse to conform to the instructions or sig- 
nals of the commanding officer of the convoying force, the said 
commanding officer may refuse him any further protection, and 
b^ released from any further responsibility for the safety of the 
vessel. I 
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CHAPTER XXX. 

ARRESTS AND COURT MARTIALS. 
Abticlx 479. 

On complaint being made against an officer, or in cases requiring 
immediate decision, any superior may suspend his inferior, and re* 
quire him to confine himself witliin such limits as may be necessary, 
un^I further cLirections shall be received from the officer in command 
of the vessel, or of the sqoadrpn, or of the Secretary of the Navy^ 
as the case may require ; but no ofiicei^is to be placed under arrest^ 
without authority from the Secretary of the Navy, or the commander- 
in-chief of a fleet or squadron upon a foreign station. 

Abticls 480. 

. When an officer shall be suspended from duty, and reported to a 
superior officer, the superior officer will call upon the officer so sos- 
pended for such explanation as he may choose to famish in relation 
to the offence with which he may be cjbaiged, and for a list of per^ 
sons whom he may wish to Itave questioned in support of his 
explanation ; and the superior officer aforesaid should institute an 
inquiry into the general facts and curcumstaoices, for the jpurpose of 
regulating his further proceedings. 

Abticlx 481. , 

If, after such investigation, the officer ordering the seme shall not 
deem the offence, as connected with, the circumstances, sufficiwtly 
eer^ous^ to require a trial by court martial, the officer against whom 
the complaint has been made shall not be continued under suspen- 
sion for a longer period than ten days from the time the investiga* 
tion was completed. 

Abticib 482. 

If, on the contrary, afler an investigation has been made, the offit 
cer ordering the same should consider the offence sufficiently im- 
portant for investigation by a court martial, he shall transmit to the 
Secretary of the Navy, or to the commander of the squadron, as the 
case may require, a particular statement of the oflbnces with which 
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the officer is charged, embracing, particularly, all the dates, places, 
and facts, which may be necessary to enable the proper officer to 
judge of the expediency of ordering a court martial ; to frame charges 
and specifications, if a court should be ordered ; and should also 
forward, with such statement, the explanation of the party accused, 
with a list of the witnesses proposed, and where they are to be found, 
and a summary statement of the information given by the different 
person^ in the previous mvestigatien. In such cases, the officer 
bomplained of may be continued under suspension until the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, or commander of a squadron, shall have directed 
whether or not he shall be arrested and brought to trial. 

Abtic&s 483. • 

If the Secretary of the Navy, or commander of a squadron, when 
authorized by law, shall decide to order a court martial upon an 
offiber, after an examination of the complaints, and report of the 
refsult, he wifl cause such charges and specifications to be preferred 
as he may consider proper, from the statements made to him, and 
wiQ transmit the same, willi an order for the arrest of the accused 
olftcer, and a eopy of the eharges and specificaikions, to be delivered 
tx> him, with the order for his arrest, so that he may have proper 
notice to prepaid for his trial. 

Article 484. 

The Secretary jof the Navy, or the commander of a squadron, 
When authorized by law to convene courts martial, wiH, in all cases* 
etereise his diseretkm in deciding whether a court martial shall be 
ordered, in consequence of charges or complaints against officers or 
others belonging to the navy, and whether any, and, if any, what 
aets of misoonckiet, as aHeged in the complaint, shall be omitted in 
the charges and specifications which they may direct to be pre^ 
pared. The report of the investigation which is directed to be for- 
warded with the application for the trial of any person, is intended 
to fomiBh such information as may enable the officer authorized to 
order courts martial to prevent their being' convened upon insuffi- 
cient gn^tthds ; and the introduction into the charges and specifica*- 
tions of matters that are frivolous in their character, or which do not 
appear to be susceptible of proof, by sufficient testimony. The 
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letter from the Secretary of &e Nmvy, or other officer, which trans- 
miUi chaises aad specifications to tlie president or judge advocate of 
the eourty who may be directed to investigate the same, shaily in all. 
cases, be filed with them as part of the record -of the prooeedmgs of. 
the court. 

A&Ticu 485. 

. If the emnmander of a vessel or squadron should,(from any emer. 
gency of the service^ be induced to relieve an offi^r fiom suspeft- 
mon, after his ai^st had been requested, or horn arrest, afler it had 
been ordered, without withdrawing the complaint or charges which 
had been made against him, l^e officer so ordered to be .relieved 
from 4nispension or arrest, is to return to his duty, and obey all or«; 
dessy as though no suspension or arrest had taken {dace ; but without- 
prejudice to the future irial, or of inquiry into the charges and com-, 
plaints which had been prefenwd against him, if the person i^veisted; 
with the authority for orderii^ coiurts martial should think prq;»er. 
tf direct it. And if any commanding <^cer should be induced,, 
from any circumstances, to order «n officer to be rel6{f»sed froa$ m\a* 
pension, after being notified of the charge against him, or from arrest, 
and to withdraw, or allow to be withdrawn, the charges or com-" 
pkdnts whi«h had been made against.him, ^he said •fficer i^ to return 
to fais duty, but without prejudice to the investigation of any com-; 
plaint, 0!n his part, relative to such suspension or axrest. 

Abticlx 486.

In making out charges, offie;ncea of diierent character shall not bO; 
embraced in the i^ame charge ; but separate charges shall be made 
for each offence of different character. 

Abticle 487. 

When; a court martial shall be assembled, in conform!^ with ther 
c»rd?r &ff oonvening.it, the persons ordered to be brought b^i» it. 
for trial shall be introduced before the court. The order for con- 
veiiing the court, and for the appointment of the judge advocate, 
sheU then be read by the judge cidvocate. 
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Arttgxx 488. 
A court martini must not be sworn for the trial of any person er^ 
cept in his presence, and after he shall have had an- opportunity to> 
make any legal objection that he may choose to offer ; and, when 
made, not until the court shall have decided upon such objection. 

Articlb 489. 

' The court having been duly sworn, and that fact noted on the 
minutes, the charges and specifications against the accused crhaU be 
read by the judge advocate, and the accused shall then be asked by 
him if he pleads guilty or not guilty to the charges. If he pleads 
guilty, ^e court shall warn him of the consequences, and he may 
then v^ithdraw hia plea ; but if he repeats his pleia of guilty, it shsdl 
be recorded, and the court shiatll proceed at once to deliberate and 
determine upon the sentence. If he pleadis not guilty, or stands 
mute, the court shall then proceed to examine the testimony in the 
case. The record of the court must state distinctly that these ques- 
tions were put, and the answer, if any, which may be given, and 
that the court was sworn according to law. 

Articlx 490. 

It shall be the duty of the judge advocate to lay before the court 
a list of the witnesses which it may be intended to produce, with » 
general statement of the facts eipeeted to be proved by eadb*. He 
shall then, under the direction and control of the court, proceed to 
examine the witnesses which have been summoned, on the part of 
the United Stfttes^ to support tlie charge or charges. 

Abticlx 491. 

The examination of a witness having been closed, on the part of 
the United Stated, he may be cross-examined by the accused, and, 
when the cross^xamination shall be closed, the court will then ask 
or allow any further questions which may be deemed necessary. 

Abticlb 492. 

When the witnesses on the part of the United States shall aU have ' 
been examined, the witnesses on the part of the accused shall then 
be examined by the judge advocate^ and afterwards cross-examined^ 
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and examined by the court, in the same manner as these who had 
heen.called on the part of the United States. Further exaaiunalisn 
of witnesses may then be continued, if the accused, or the court, 
shall desire it. When the examination of a witness shall, be closed, 
the whole of his testimony shall be read over to him, that he may 
correct mistakes, if any shall hare been made in recording it. 

Article 493; 

Questions to be propounded to a witness shall be reduced to wri- 
ting, and submitted to the court, for their approbiation, before th^y 
are read to him. 

Abticlx 494. 

Should an plijection be made to any proposed question, or to the 
reception of any ^testimony, the court shall projceed at once to deter* 
mine upon the sam^ ; and if they shall decide that such qfiett|ciii 
shall not be put, or against the receptiion of such testimony, it shali 
not be entered upon the minutes of the proceedings, of the court. 

Abticlx 496. 

If a member of a court martial shall, from any legal cause, fail to 
attend, and witnesses shall be examined during his absence, the 
court must, should he resume his seat during.the trial, cause jevery 
person, who may have been so examined in his absetice, to be called 
into court, and the recorded testimony of such witness must be 
read over to him ; and such witness must ackt^owledge the sdme aa 
his testimony, and be subject to such further examinations as the 
said member may require ; and without a compliance with this re* 
gulatibn, and an entry of it upon the record, a member, who shall 
have been absent during the examination of a witness, ahall not be 
allowed to vote upon the question of the innocence or guilt of the 
accused, or upon any question for his piJM^ishment, 

Abticlx 496. 

The examination of the witnesses being completed, the accused 
shall be at tiberty to make his defence, in writiiagi against the 
charges and specifications; which defence he will ^submit to the 
court, for their inspection, before it is publicly read ; and if, in the 
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6pinioii of the oonrt, it shall contain any thing; diarespeetfiil to ihtf* 
eourt^itfaey may prevent that part from being read ; bttt it shall be 
filed with the proceedings, if the accused desire it, and he wiH be 
brid responsible foe the same. 

Abtigls 497. 

AAer thexlefence shall have been read, the court shall be cleared, 
and the members shall proceed to consider the testimony and the 
difilence <tf the accused. When they shall have sufficiently ^amin^ 
ed and ccmisidsied the same, the question shall be pat upon each 
separate specification of each charge, by the judge advocate, begin** 
ning with the first— Whether it is ** proved," or " not proved," or

shall MTTite the w<(»d " guilty," or ** not guilty," or »< guijty in a less 
degree than charged, and in what degree," upon a piece of paper, 
with ^i^ CHgnaturet', «hd hand' them to the judge advocate, who 
lalitall^ aft^teceiving all the votes, read them aloud, atid record l!he 
i^ult, and shall then proceed to the next charge ai^ specifications, 
until votes shall have been taken, as above directed, upon all the- 
charges and specifications.

Whan Ibe teemitt shaii have voted upon all the chai^eflr, tod tiie 
aisetised^liail have been found guilty, or guiit]^ in a less degree than 
<diaQrged, upon aiiy one of them, by the number of m^nbers which 
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the law may require in the particular case, tbay shall najrt proceed 
to vote upon the pantthment to be inflicted* In this ease. each 
iii9B^er shalli in the order, befoie . directed, write down and sub- 
scribe the n)ea3ure of punishment whidh he may think &e accused 
oiight to lecetve, and hand it to the ju0g» adroeate, who shall, after 
receiving all the votes, read them aloud. 

ARTICI.B 500. 

If the requisite majority shall not have agreed in the nature and 
degree of the punishment to be inflicted, the judge advocate, shall 
proceed in the following manner, to ascertain which <tf the diffei^nt 
rotes will ^taia the assent of the requisite number of the mem- 
bevB» He shall begin with the mildest punishment whiiih shall 
have been proposed, and after, reading it aloud, shall ask the mem* 
hers, in the order herein prescribedy t*^ shall this be the sentence of 
the court?" and every member shall vote, and the judge advooate 
shall note the votes. In case the proper number shall not agree 
upon a punishment on the first vote, he shall then take the nei^ 
lowestpunishment, and proceed to take a vote as before directed, 
and thus proceed until a proper majority shall be obtained for some 
of the proposed punishments. 

Abticlb 501. 

The sentence of a court must be as specific and distinct in its 
terms as may be practicable, so that the intentions of the court may 
be clearly understood. 

Abticle 502. 

Where the punishment for an ofience is not made specific by the 
law, but is left to the discretion of courts mar^al, the following sc^ 
of punishments for commission or warrant officers is recommended 
to their consideration, for selection, or combination^ according to 
the nature of the ofience upon which they may be required to pass 
sentence* 

1* Death ; but only in cases wher& it is specially authorized by 

the law. 
2. Cashiering ; but only in those cases wh^e death or cashier^r 
ing is authorized by the law.

3. PiamiBtioii from the lutry. 

4. Loss of rank, either by placing the offender lower on the lie! 
of his ifrade, or suspension from rank for a specified tune, 
during which he shall not be promoted. 

5« Suspension from duty, for some specified timer either with* 
out pay, or with some specified rate of pay. 

6. Confinement. 

7. Dismission from the squadron or vessel. 
8* Public reprimand. 

9. Private reprimand. 
10. Forfeitare of p^y, or fine. 

More than one of these modes of punishment may be combined, 
according to the nature or degree of the ofience which may hate 
been proved. 

Abticks 503^ 

Sentences, which specify loss of rank, should^state distinctly the 
namear'of the officers between whom the person sentenced is to be 
placed on the list; and when suspended, must state distifoctly 
whether from rank, or from duty only, add for what time ; whether 
any, and, if any, with what rate of pay. 

Abticlb 604. 

The sentence having been recorded, the proceedings in each sepa- 
rate trial shall be signed, immediately under the sentence, by aU the 
members present, and by the judge advocate. 

Abticlx 505. 

As the oath taken by the members requires them to decide ac- 
cording to the law and to the evidence, in relation to Ae facts and 
circumstances of the case, and does not allow them to take into 
consideration the general character or former services of the persons 
brought before them, in determining the punishment to be awarded, 
any member may, after the sentence is pronounced,- mbve for a re- 
commendation of the accused to the clemency of the officer by whom 
the proceedings of the court are to be approved ; and such recom- 
mendation, with the reasons therefor, shall be entered immediately 
after the sentence and signatures of the court, and shall be signed 
by the members concurring in it. 
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AkticlE' 506. 
The court may allow counsel to the accused, for the purpose of 
aiding him in his defence against the charges, 1)ut always under the 
restriction that all motions or communications shall he made in wri- 
ting, and in the name of the accused. 

J Articue 507. 

tf, from any caus^, after a court shall be rganized^ so itiany 
members as the law may require shall not assemble upon any day 
to which the court may stand adjourned, and the court, by tfiat fact, 
should be dissolved, the proceedings, and the fact of the dissolution 
of the court, must, nevertheless, he authenticated by the signature 
of the judge advocate, and of the members who may be present, and 
transmitted by the senior member to the officer by whom the pre- 
cept was issued, that, such further measures may be directed as cir. 
cumstances shall require. 

Article 508. 

The sentences of all courts martial, which shall be approved on a 
foreign station, will b^ communicated to the commander of each 
vessel in the squadron, that they may be made public ; and, when 
approved in the United States, they shall, in the same manner, ahc( 
for the same purpose, be communicated to the eoitimander of each 
vessel or station in the United States.

Should the proceedings of a court martial be disapproved in th^ 
Uilited States, for any infOTmafity or irregularity of the court, the 
particular irregularity or informality will be made known to the 
commanders oif squadrons, navy yards, and stations, for the infor- 
mation of officers under their com^nand, so as to prevent, if possi- 
ble, a recurrence of similar irregularities. If such cases should 
occur on foreign stations, the information i^ould be given to the 
<H>nimanders of vessels belonging to the squadron, t>y the com- 
mander thereof. 
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CHAPTER XXXI. 
RECRUITING SERVICE. 

AUTTCIB 510. 

As the appointment of officers to attend to the recruiting service is 
intended, not only to hasten the collection of reemits for the navy, 
but to guard against the enlistment of impioper, unsound, or incom- 
petent persons, strict and constant attention to the duties of the ren- 
dezvous is to be given. The junior officers, who may be ordered 
upon this duty, are intended as assistants to the commanding officer, 
and not to act as his substitutes, except in cases where he is unable 
to attend, by reason of sickness ; or when absent on leave, with the 
sanction of the department Under all other <;ircumstance, he will be 
expected to attend daily at the rendezvous, morning and afternoon, 
and to personaUy question the persons offering to enter, examine 
the qualifications, and determine whether they may enter or not ; 
and in what capacity of rating. 

AvncLx 511. 

Recruiting officers shall enter no boy under thirteen years of age, 
nor unless he be at least four feet nine inches in height ; nor any 
per^pn whatever, under twenty-one years of age, without the con« 
sent of his parent or guardian, if any such may be found ; nor any 
landsman under twenty-five years of age, unless he shall have a 
knowledge of some mechanical trade, which will be useful on board 
a vessel ; nor any landsman having such mechanical trade, unless he 
is under thirty^ve years of age. No person is to be enteied as or* 
dinary seaman, unless he shall have been at sea at least two years ; 
nor as ^eaman, unless he shall have been at sea at least five years* . 

Akticlb 512. 

Recruiting officers are not to enter persons as petty officers, ex- 
cepting for yeomen, master at arms, armorer, co(^r, carpenter's 
mates, ship's steward, officer's steward, surgeon's steward, officer's 
cook, or master of the band ; nor' must he enter any of these ratings, 
or boys to serve until they are twenty-one years of age, except by 
the special order or permission of the commander of the station. 
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Free blacks, or other free colored persoht, are only to be entered by 
the approbation of the commander of the station. 

Articlb 513. 

The surgeon, or other medical officer, who may be appointed to 
examine persons offering to enter, br upon their first joining a re^ 
ceiving or other vessel after enlistment, shall not certify to the fitness 
of any person, unless he shall be of sound mind, possess the pow- 
er of seeing and hearing distinctly, and have no serious impediment 
of speech ; have the free use of his muscles and joints, the proper UMt 
of his hands and feet, be free from external and internal tumoHrs, 
and from all cutaneous diseases and chronic ulcers; nor if bin ap- 
pearance indicates the produce of, or danger fronit consumption, 
scrofula, or other dangerous diseases, from the effects of inteteper^r 
ance or other causes, nor if known to be subject to epilepsy or simi- 
Isr diseaaes« If persona should be entered for particular tatiDg»a» 
petty officers^ with ruptures or other mjuries, which, in the o|niiioii 
of die medtcai officer and commander of the station, may not iniev^ 
fere with the proper performance of their dutiea in these ratings, 
Uioee injuries are to be folly described and carefaliy noted on all the 
deseriptive lists containing the names of' those persons, that no im'^ 
proper claims for pensions may be subsequenty allowed on account 
of such injuries. 

Akticlx 514. 

The law idiich atitfaeadzes aild regulates ^ enlistment of persons 
6xt the mivyv for ihe time being, musl* be printed al the head or on 
tiie hack of ^ shipping articles, and recruiting officers shall eause 
ike shipping articles, and the law authoming enlistment, to be read 
to every person before sneh person signs Uiem : nor shall they allow 
any person to sign such articles when intoseicated, nor shall they 
enter any person known to have been convicted of a felony, noris' 
any slave ever to be entered for the naval service, or to form a part 
of the complement of any vessel of war of the United States. 

Abticik 515. 

Recruiting officers shall make no advance of pay, nor give any 
bounty, except by express order from the Secretary of the Navy^ oit 
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of the officer onder whose orders he may be placed ; and in all cases 
of making advances, the amount advanced to petty officers shaAnOf 
exceed the amoant authorized for seamen, and he is to take good 
secnrity for the same, until the person receiving it shall have been 
dnly receiyed and mustered on board the receiving vessel or some 
odier vessel of the United States. 

Abtigia 616. 

Recruiting officers shall not pay over any advance money or 
bounty, except to the person entitled to receive the same, n<Nr untH 
he shall be found fit lor service ; and they are, if possible, to induce 
the aien to repair on board with their efibcts, and to receive the 
amount of their advance in clothing or other necessaries from the 
veseel ; in which case the recruiting officer is to give the necessary 
information to the commander of the receiving vessel, and will be 
excused from taking security when an advsmce is to be made. The 
reermting officer shall take care that eaeh person ftvnishes himself 
with one good suit of thick elodiittg, two frocks or shirts, one pair 
of^shoes, one pair of stockings, hat and handkerchief as nearly of the 
navy pattern as possible, or as many of these articles as can be pio* 
cured with two^hirds of their advance, and that the articles are aeai 
on board with them. 

Abticlx 517. 

Recruiting officers must produce receipts for the amounts advanced 
from the persons to whom they make advances, or pay bounty ; a 
receipt for the individual from the commanding officer of lire vessel 
on board which they may be sent, and a certificate from the purser 
of sveh vessel that he hasreeeived listsehowing the rating, the date 
of eQJry, and term of service, and the amounts advanced to the indi- 
viduals respectively, before he cap receive credit for the advances 
made« 

Article 518. 

Recruiting officers shall not receive, without the sanction of the 
commanding officer of the station, more than one thousand dollars 
at any one time, which they may obtain by requisitions upcm the 
navy agent, when duly approved by the senior officer in command 
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of tiie poii.or itatkNif who tfhaUaot vpffom mich vtquiishioQt mriosft 
•atisfied that the amount asked is required for the puUie sendee. 

Article 519. 

The recruiting officer must report, wee]dy> to the Secretary of the 
Navy and the communder of the station, the number of men he may 
have entered, and the amount of money lemaining in his haods^, 
as p^ form annexed and marked A. 

Abticls 620. 

No recruiting rendezvous is to be opened in the United States 
without the consent of the Secretary of the Navy. Commanders 
of vessebimay, however, ^hen atplaees whave there ia.iio lendez- 
vo«iSy fill imail. deficiencies in their eempiement, by^entenag men on 
bojard their vessels after the required examination by medical officers ; 
but no advance4n money is to be given them, and no allowances will 
be made to the officers who enter men in tl^a manner, as no res- 
ponsibility or risk is mcurred. 

Abticls 521. 

In all cases of doubt as to the full age of persons offering them* 
selves for enlistment, it will be the duty* of the recruiting officer to 
require them to make oath before a justice of the peace, of some 
other person lawfully authoria^ed to administer oaths, that they are 
of thb foil age of twettty-<me years. . . 
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MARINES. 
Aaticlb 68JJ. 
When a vessel is to be put in commission, the Secretary of die 
Navy will give the necessary instructions to have the proper num- 
ber of officers and marines prepared to go on board. 

Abticlb 523. 

When a vessel is ready for the reception of the marines, the com- 
mander of the station will notify the commanding marine officer. 
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whofe duty it «haU be lo hare sent to the desigMited pboe of em- 
barkatioii, without delay, the detaehment which may have been pre«* 
viously ordered for such vessel. 

Abtiols 524. 

When marines are received on board a veeeeU they are to be en- 
jtered separately on the must^«books, as a part of the ship's compio- 
ment, or as supernumeraries, as the case may require, and are to be, 
in all respects, upon the same footing as the seamen, with regard to 
provisions and short-allowance money. 

Akticls 525. 

The eeoior manae officer shaU lepori daily, in writiBg, to the 
commander of the vessel, the state of the marines who may bo on 
board, and all j^oners who may be under charge of marine sentineku 

Akticlx 526. 

Marines may be furnished, by the purser, with dop clothing and 
small stores, when the commanding marine officer shaU certify that 
they require them, and the commander of the vessel grants his per- 
mission* The marine officer shall charge the amount of such sup- 
plies on the pay-ToUs of the men^ and settle with the pmser,. 

Akticlx 527. 

Marines are to be paid by the pvrser, w;hile they aie on board 
vessels, at such times as the Department may direct, upon pay-rolls 
duly certified by the commanding marine officer, and approved by 
the commander of the vesael ; which pay-rolls, countersigned by 
the purser, shall be regularly transmitted, in the same manner as 
the pay-rolls for the rest of the crew, to the Secretary of the Navy, 
that the amount, if necessary, may be refunded to the appropriation 
for the pay of the navy. 

Abticlb 528. 

Marines, when sick or wounded on board vessels, are to receive 
the same care and attention as the seamen ; and, when sent to sick 
qnarfeeis or hoapitahi, are to be, in all respects, under the same regu-: 
lalionB^ Their sick and clothing tickets ase to be certified by the 
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eoramandiiig marine officer* and eountersigned by the commander 
oftheveeseL 

Articls 629. 
No marine is to be discharged and entered as a seaman, until iiie 
term of service as a marine shall have expired, without special au- 
thority from the Secretary of the Navy; 

Abticlx 530. 

The uniibrm clothing of the marines who may desert, or die on 
board vessels^ or in hospitals, shall be preserved by ^e marin&offi- 
eer, and all other clothing and effects may be sold at amotion, and 
&e produce charged to the purchasers ; and the marine officer will, 
by the first opportunity, transmit to the paymaster of the corps an 
inventory of the articles so sold, with the amount they produced, 
beyond what may be due for articles received from the vessel, signed 
by himself^ and countersigned by the purser and the commander of 
the vess^, in order that such amount may be paid over to the ho*' 
pital fund, or to his legal representative, as the case may require. 

Abtiolb 581. 

The commanding marine officer is to have oh^irge of, and will be 
accountable for, the arms, accoutrements, and clothing, belonging 
to the marines, excepting in vessels where there is no commissioned 
marine officer ; in which case, the clothing shall be in charge of, 
and accounted for by, the purser, in the same manner as for ship 
elothii^ ; and such commanding marine officer will be careful to have 
the whole preserved in the best possible order. He will report any 
injury that may result to them from the neglect or misconduct of any 
person, that the amount may be recovered from him. 

Abticiv 53^. 

The marine officer will be allowed the exclusive use of a store- 
room, for the preservation of the clothing, accoutrements, and other 
articles belonging to the marines, when it can be conveniently granted. 

Abticlb 533. 

When marines shall be detailed for guard-duty, or employed as 
flentinelsj they are to be considered as under the immediate direc* 
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tion of their own officers, who are to be reepmuiibie to the oom- 
manding officer, the executive officer, and the officer of the watch, 
for their attention and good conduct ; but all officers are required to 
report any misconduct or neglect of which marines, so employed, 
may be guilty. 

Akticlx 534. 

Marines, when not upon guard-duty, nor employed as sentinels, 
are to be under the orders of the sea-officers, in the same m&nnet as 
any other portion of the ship's company, but they are not to be 
compelled to go alofl, nor punished for not showing an inclination 
to do so, although it is desirable that they should receive every en- 
couragement to acquire a knowledge of seaman^s duty. 

Article 535. 

No sergeant or c<»rporal is to be struck, exc^t by sentence of a 
court martial, notishall they be reduced to a lower rating, except 
by .the order or approbation of the commander of the^ vessel. 

Akticlb 636. 

No corporeal punishment shall be inflicted on the mfitnes, with- 
out the order of the commander of the vessel, and then in the same 
manner as for the other portion of the crew. 

Abticlx 537. 

The mannes^hall be exercised in the use of muskets, and artfae 
cannon, when, in the opinion of the commanding officer of the ves- 
sel, i^ can be done with propriety. 

Abticjcb 538. 

When there shall be two marine officers belonging to a vessel, 
they shall not both be absent at the same time, exc^t on duty. 

Abticlx 539. 

Whenever a marine is sent home from a foreign station, it shall 
be the duty of the purser ta furnish him with a statement of his 
account, duly approved, ^nd also transmit a copy of the sai^e to the 
paymaster of the marine corps ; and when the marines are finally 
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paid off, the purser shall transmit a copy of the pay-roll, duly ap- 
proved, to the paymaster x)f the marine corps. 

Article 540. 

Wheney^ any portion of the army or militia of the United States 
shall be embarked in any vessel of the navy, as passen^rs, or to 
be transported from one place to another, no punishment shall be 
inilioted, by otdto of any army or militia officer, without the know- 
ledge and eoQSent of the commander of the vessel. 



CHAPTER XXXIII. ' 
COMMANDING OFFICER OF NAVY YARDS. 
Abticlb 541. 

Tte (Commanding o&ctv of a navy yard will be oonsidered re* 
«pcDfibkfo for the . due preservation of all buildings and stores con- 
Ikiiwd •therein, and of all vessels in ordinary, or repairiiig, in the 
yard. Nothing, .tiieiefore, is to be done, within the limits of his 
comisandy without his direction or knowledge. . 

Abticlb 542. 

He will be considered responsible for the judicious application of 
all labor. Every person, therefore, who may be stationed at, or 
amployed within the limits of, his command, is t». be subject to his 
orders. 

Article 543. 

The commanding officer of the yard will cause the mechanics 
and others employed in the yard to be mustered, conformably to the 
instructions which have been, or may be, given on the subjeot ; and 
be will be particularly careful that none but effective men are employ- 
ed ; that no more are employed than is requisite, and that they are ob- 
tained on the most favorable tenns to the United States ; and he must 
approve all pay-rolls for labor, and all bills for supplies furnished, 
upon being satisfied of their correctness, before they can be paid. 
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Abticls 544. 
The commanding officer of the yard shall see that all officers, and 
other persons, in the yard, perform their duties in a proper manner, 
and that all reports and returns are made within the time and in the 
mtDner which may be directed by the Navy Department. 

Akticlx 545. 

The commanding officer of the yard will see that the fire engines 
are, at all times, in proper order. He will cause all lights andfiies, 
on board vessels under his control, to be extinguished as early in the 
evening as is directed to be dene on board of vessels m commission, 
and he will establish proper regulations to guard against accident 
from fire, in the vessels under his charge, and in the dwellings, and 
other buildings, within the yard. 

Abticu 546. 

In case of fire in the vicinity of the yard, the engines are to be 
prepared, and every procautiim taken, for the security of the public 
property* The engines, and persons belonging to the yard, are not 
to leave it, unless the commanding officer shall be of opimon that it 
will best contribute ta the safety of the puUic property, or that it 
can be done without exposing it to hazard ; but at all times the en* 
gines and men are to be kept under the control of their proper offi- 
cers, that they may be immediately returned to the yard, if required. 

Abticls 547. 

All reports or relucns made to the Secretary of tiie Navy;.^M' na- 
vy commissioners^ by officers attached to the yard, or to vessels in 
ordinary, must be approved by the commanding officer, as an evi- 
dence of his having satisfied himself of their correctness. 

Articlb 548. 

The cpmmanding officer of the jrard is not to antliorize or allow 
any altifration in the prescribed arrangement or plans of the 3''ard, 
nor the purchase of any surplus stores, nor the sale of any article^ 
unlenaiBpedally directed or authorised by the Navy Department. 
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AftTictl 549. 
No slaves aire to be eoiployed in the navy yaids withont Ihe pre- 
vious sanctioQ of the Navy Department ; nor in any case must any 
be employed who are the property of any officer, or other person* 
connected with, or employed in, the yard. 

Article 560. 

The countersign and pasa-word for the night shall be issued by 
the oommandtng officer of the yard^ or, in his absence, by the navy 
officer, next in command, to such persons only as he may deem 
proper tobe entrusted with them. 

Akticue 661. 

The commanding officer of the yard shall draw up regulations for 
the police of the yard, and transmit them to the Navy Department 
for approbation. 

Articlx 552. 

A regular journal shaU be kept, under the direction of the com* 
manding officer, in which shsli be entered the time when any ve$* 
eel is received for repairs, or put inedj^ission ; the number of 
mechanics and others employed ; the arrival and departure of all 
vessels of war, and of vessds vrith stdies of any kind for the yard ; 
the time when any veseel is taken into, or removed from, the dock; 
when and how long a vessel may be hove out for repair, and other 
principal tfaasaetions of the 3r8rd. 

Abticu 563. 

He shall exercise no andiority over, nor in any manner interfere 
with, vessels in commission, when they are not jdaoed under his 
direction, unless m cases of urgent necessity ; and should such cases 
occur, he shall give immediate information to the Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Akticls 554. 

When a vessel is directed to be placed in ordinary, or given into 
his charge for repair, he will cause her to be properly moored, or 
otherwise secured, in which be is to be assisted by the officers and 
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crew of the veMel, unless oAerwise directed by the Department, or 
the senior officer in command upon the station. 

Article 555. 

Although the control of the commander of a vessel ia to cease when 
the vessel is placed in charge of the commanding officer of a yard, 
for repairs or equipment, it is hereby made the duty of such com- 
mander to point out to the commandant of the yard any defeeite, or 
deficiencies, which, he may discover, that such measures may be 
adopted as the case may require. 

Abticui 566. 

Whenever the commander, or other officers belon^ng to the ves- 
sel under repairs at a navy yard, shall be directed to report to the 
commanding officer of the yard, such officers, and any which may 
belong to the vessel, are to be employed in stowing or eqaipping 
her, or in preparing her equipments, whenever they can be employ- 
ed to advantage, as by this course, the officers will have an oppor- 
tutiity of acquiring useful information in relation to the vessel, and 
the expense for hired riggers and other persons will be diminished* 

• Abticlx 557. 

When a vessel in commissicm shall be placed in a proper 8ita»> 
tion to receive any repairs that may have been ordered, her officers 
and crew may, if it is deemed necessary, be removed to some other 
vessel or quarters, if any are prepared for their reee|»tum, until her 
repairs shall be completed ; and strict care must be taken that such 
vessel or quarters, and all articles belonging to them, are at all times 
kept perfectly dean and in good order, by the persona having charge 
of them for the time being. 

Abticlx 658. 

No vessel in commission shall be repaired at a navy yard with- 
out the previous sanction of the Navy Department, except in cases 
of emergency ; and in all such urgent cases, surveying officers shall 
be duly appointed, and a copy of tUe report of survey shall be for- 
warded to the navy commissioners without delay. 
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AtTXOU 669. 
The commanding officer of the yard shall report to the navy com* 
missioners the time he receives a vessel for repair, when the repairs 
are eommencedi and the time she is returned into the charg;e of the 
commander, or when her repairs are completed. 

Articlx 560. 

"When a vessel in ordinary is to be equipped for service, her equips 
ments shall be made under the direction of the commanding officer 
of &e yard» conformably to general regulations, or to such orders as 
he may receive from the navy commissioners, or the Secretary of 

the Navy. 

Aktigu 661. 

When a vessel shall be stowed and equipped infder his direction^ 
he shall take care that the officer, who may be appointed jla- take 
command, shall be furnished with plans, showing tbor^.tldi^irage of 
the ballast, water, and provisions, and with correct lists of all the 
stores and provisions which may have been put on board of her, in 
&e respective departments, and their cost ; with the draught of wa- 
ter whed the vessel is light, and the immersion produced by taking 
on bo^rd different weights, as directed in chapter for masters, arti* 
cle 9tli. 

Article 662. 

When he shall be directed to build, repair, or equip any vessel, 
or to construct any building, or make any improvement in the navy 
yard, he will dir^t the navy storekeeper to keep an accbunt against 
euch vessel, building, and improvement, debiting it with the number 
of days' work, and the cost of the labor performed, »by each dass of 
mechanics and laborers ; and the quantity and cost of the different 
materials used ; detailed reports of which are to be forwarded to the 
navy commissioners, when the objects are completed. 

Artxckb 663. 

When requisitions, duly approved, are made upon the storekeeper 
for articles which are not in store, he will direct the storekeeper to 
make requisitions for the same upon the navy agent, and will ap» 
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prore them, that the articles may be furniahed with the least 
peaaible delay. 

Amncix 5M. 

The commanding officer shall keep a bill book, in which riuffl be 
copied all bills for artidea which maybedeliTeied m. the yard onder 
his command, and approved by him, keeping each appropriation 
and object distinct from every other. He shall keep marginal da- 
plicates of all requisitions npon the storekeeper which he may ap- 
prove. He shall cause his clak to examine the entries in the store- 
keeper's retoms, and compare them with (he Mil books and marginal 
daplieates, requisitions, and certify that they are conectly entered, 
before he approves the storekeeper's returns of receipts and expen- 
ditures.

No alteration must be made in the arrangements of the hull, the 
dimensions or arrangements of masts, ^ars, boats, or other equip- 
ments, of any vessel which may be ordered for repair or equipment, 
without the previous sanction of the Department ; but if, in the 
opinion of the commanding officer of the yard, any changes can be 
made to improve the qualitiei of a vessel, or increase the accommo- 
dations <^ her crew, he will make timely reports of the same to the 
navy commissioners, with the reasons for reoommending the alter- 
ation, and an estimate of the probable increase of expense which 
audi alteration will occasion.

He shall not be allowed any commissions, or other extra compen- 
sation, than such as may be granted by law for payment of mechanics, 
or fov the perfermantfe.of any other duties, in a dtvy yard, as those 
duties are to be conveyed among the ordinal^ dutiea of his ahuation. 
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A»TICLB 687. 

In the perfomiaiice of his duties eoueeted wi^ ^ aecoanta of 
ffenom belonging to the navy, or with furnishing supplies to them, 
or in keeping books or accounts, he is to be governed by the general 
regidations which rebte to those subjects for Tessdis in eonmissibn.

AsTicLX 590. 

. He shatf nnka re^wilioniS upon navy i^jei^ta for ^lartic)^ W^i^ 
inay be wanted, whether to be obtained under contract or; by opea 
purchase, whenever he may be directed by the commanding officec^ 
and present the same to him foor his approval. Snch reqaisitiojUf 
must always specify the appropriaticoa for which the fxticles are 
required, and separate requisitions must be made under each appro* 
priation for which the articles may be wanted.

The storekeeper shall not give a receipt for any articles delivered 
i|ito the yard, whether purchased by navy agentSr or from contrac^- 
tpKS, until he shall have been furnished with an invoice or bill, sta- 
ting the particular articles, their cost, and the object for wbicl^ they 
were purchased, nor until they shall have been certified to be of the 
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proper quality by the inspeoUng offices, unless required by written 
0rder of tke commanding officer. 

Abticle 692. 

All articles whatever, which may be received into tb^ yard for 
public service, or which may be placed in the storekeeper's charge, 
by the orders of the commanding officer, shidl be immediately 
entered by the storekeeper in his books, under the respective appro- 
priations to which they may belong. 

A&TiGLX 693. 

He shall never deliver articles for any other object or appropria- 
tion than that lor which they were originally received, ezoept by the 
written order of, or requisition by, the comnmnding officer of the 
yard ; which order or requisition jiie muM produce, ^ the authority 
for such transfer or loan. 

Akticlx 694. 

The storekeeper will issue no article, (timber, and timber materi- 
als, and hemp, excepted,) but by the writtmi order of, or upon 
requisitions duly approved by, the commanding ofiloeir of the yard, 
or, when he is absent upon leave, upon the approval of the neact in 
command. These requisitions must specify the appropriation and 
object for which the articles are wanted ; and when they are to be 
drawn from an appropriation different from that for which Aey are 
wanted, it must be distinctly stated on the face of the requisition. 
Requisitions for timber and hemp must be made semi-montlily, to 
cover the quantities which may have be^n iisied, condemned, or 
transferred, during the preceding half month.

He will deliver articles to vessels in commission, upon requisi- 
tions, if signed by the commanding officer of the vessel, approved 
by the senior officer present in command of such vessels, or by the 
captain of the fleet, if authorized to approve them, and by the com- 
manding officer of the yard — taking receipts, as directed in the next 
following article.

He shaU examine all aeeounts rendered for supplies fumished^ 
which shall have been duly certified to have passed inspection ; and, 
on being satisfied of their accuracy, and the reasonaUeness of the 
prices charged, shall receipt tlie same, and send them immediately 
to the commanding officer for approval ; but if he shall believe any 
artble to be overcharged, or shall discover any defect or deficiency, 
he shall first call the attention of the commanding officer to snch 
charge, defect, or deficiency, before receipting for the same, and 
the commanding officer will withhold his approval until satisfied of 
its propriety., , 

Abticls 598. 

He will notify the commanding officer whenever any aiilele of 
stores may be heariy expended, and when any ad^Bfionid mea- 
snres nuy be necessary for the proper preservation of arti<^les in his 
charge. 

Abticl* 599. 

He shaHf under the direetion of the conunanding officer, of the 
yard, hav^ charge of the transportation of all stores, from the yard 
at which he is stationed, to other places, by sneh conveyances as 
may be furnished by the navy agent, and conformably to such orders 
as he may receive upon the subject. Particular attention most be 
paid by him to have all articles thus transported deliverable, by the 
bills of lading, at the precUe phee to which they may have been 
ordered, and that they atre all in good shipping otd^r. The price, 
rate, or amount of freight, to be paid, must t»e inserted in a^ bills 
of lading. 
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AU articles^ sent from the navy yard, must be aecompanied by a 
bill or invoioe, stating the pairticular eontenta of each package, the 
coat of the separate artiidea, and the appropriation to which they 
may belong*

He shall keep his books, and make his returns, in such manner

officer, his or their opiaiQ9 pf what shquld be the daily wages of 
each person, for his decision, and immediately notify him whenever 
their number can be reduced without injury to the public interests.

TJiey shall have the immediate control of, and be vigilant to ensure 
foi}«taiit diUgence froip* aU those ivrho may be^employed ui^der their 
immediate dureetionp. . 

Article 609. 

They shall a.ttend all surveys and conversions of materials in their 
Mifiective.departmentSv and, if .neosssary, they may suggest meas- 
ured for tbeijT better preservation. 

Article 610. 
They will hand to the derk of the naval constructor, daily, an 
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account of all the timber, and timber materials, which may have 
been taken for use the preceding day by them, or by their direction.

No article whatever is to be taken or used without the knowledge 
of the proper master workman, nor must any article be taken or 
used, £hemp, timber, or wood materiab excepted,] until a requisi- 
tion has been made for H, and duly approved ; nor must any article, 
which belongs to one appropriation or object, be taken or used for 
any other appropriation or object, without the express permission 
of the commanding officer of the yard. 

Abticlx 612. 

The master workmen must give their regular peraonal attendance, 
and are only to be paid, like aU other persons who receive daily 
pay, for the time they actually attend to their duty in the yard, exr 
cept when special exemptions shall be granted by the approbation 
of the Navy Department. 



CHAPTER XL. 

NAYV AGENT8. 

Abtxcls 618. 

All supplies for the navy, not furnished by contract, are to be 
purchased by the navy agent, by order of the Secretary of the Navy, 
or navy commissioners, or upon requisitions approved by the com- 
manding officer of the navy yard; or, if theie b^ no navy yard at 
the place where he is directed to reside, then upon reqiisitioDS ^ 
proved by the senior officer in command upon the station. 

Ahticjlx 614. 

He shall make all purchases upon the most advantageous terms 
for the United States, and require that all articles supfdied througli 
him should be of the best quality, be delivered in good order, and, 
when sent to a navy yard or vessel, that they be accompanied by 
proper bills, showing^their number or quantity, and their price. 
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Aftviou 615. 
He shall have no priyate interest, directly or indirectly, in the 
supply of any article which it may be his duty to procure for the 
navy. 

Abticls 616. 

Articles sent on board any vessel, or to any navy yard, by the 
navy agent, in conformity with previous requisitions or orders, must 
be delivered to the commanding officer, or such person as he may 
appoint to receive them, who is hereby required to cause receipts 
to be given for the same ; provided they are of the proper quality, 
in proper order, and accompanied by proper bills or invoices. 

Abticu 617. 

All stores sent to a navy yard, or on board of a vessel in com- 
mission, by a navy agent, will be carefully examined, when they are 
first received, by the officer to whose department they may belong, 
and such others as the commanding officer of the yard or com- 
mander of the vessel may appoint ; and if found by them to be of 
improper quality, a regular survey of the siime will be held with 
the least possible delay. 

Aeticub 618. 

8uch articles as the surveying officers may declare to be unfit for 
service, or not conformable to contract, may be returned to the agent 
or contractor, and no receipt shall be given for the same. Dupli- 
cates of the surveys must be immediately forwarded to the navy 
commissioners, accompanied by such remarks' as may be deemed 
necessary. 

AmxiGiixSlS. 

Every cask, box, or package of provisions, or other supplies, 
must be numbered, and liave the contents distinctly marked upon it 
when intended for shipment from the yard. 

Abticlb 620. 

All supplies furnished must be accompanied by a bill or invoice, 
specifying die particulars and cost of each, the objects for which 
they are intended, and the appropriation to which they belong. 



ISS NAVY AGBNTS. 

Without these no receipt will foe giveo for them» unlem the senior 
officer of the station, the commanding officer of the yiord, or the 
Navy Department, shall think proper to give an express order to

Articlx 6tSI. 

He shall make no sale of articles belonging to the United StateSt 
nor any purchases, nor incur any puUic eiqpense, without the sanc- 
tion of the senior officer upon the station, the commandii^ officer 
of the navy yard, or of the Navy Department. 

Articls 682. 

He will receive no credit for any disbursements he may make, 
unless he produces an order from the Navy Department^ or of some 
proper officer to make the purchase or payment, or requisitioiis dxdy 
approved, conformably to the regulations of the navy, the receipts 
of the persons to whom the articles were delivered, or to whom 
payme.nt was j];iade, and unless the payment shall have been sano- 
lioned by the proper officer, as required by these ragnbtioos.

He shall pay no bill for articles furnished, or services rendered to 
navy yards or vessels under the conlrol of the commanding officer 
of the yard, witboi)! the previous approval of that officer.

. He shall pay no bill for articles furnished, or services rendered 
directly to vessels in commission, without the certificate of the com- 
mander of the vessel, and the approval of the senior officer in the 
command of the station.

He shall make no advances of money to any person whatever on 
public account, but according to law, or the general regulations of the 
navy. 

Articlx -626. 

He is never to pay bills or requisitions under one approprimtion, 
from any money belonging to another appropriation* without the 
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expvM0 sanction of the Secietary of ^ NaTy» iii eoafonnty t^

His requisitions upon the Department for money must be made 
under the specific heads of appropriation, and must be accompanied

'Whenever an expenditure lias not keen specially authorized by 
the Navy Department, the requisition for money to meet it must be 
ai^rored by the commanding officer of the station, or by the officer 
iander whose order or aandion the expens0 akall bate been author- 
iaed..

CHAPTER XLL 

PBNSIOJJS. 

Abticls633. 

Persons making applications for pensions, in conseqnence of in- 
juries received in the service, should forward a certificate, in sudi 
form as may be prescribed, and which will be furnished by the 
Commissioner of Pennons, from the sui^jfecm of the vessel or yard 
whwe the injury was received, countersigned. by the . connnandi!^ 
offieer, stating particularly the circumstances imdef which, and the 
time when, the ii^ury was received, the nature and extent of the in- 
jury, and the extent of the disability, which it may have produced. 
If the applicant is unable to forward such a certificate, he must for- 
ward the best evidence which he can collect in relation to the cir- 
cnmstenees.; and partieulaily as to the name oi .the vessel, and her 
cononander, in which, ahd the time when, the injury was received. 

Abticlx 634. 

Before any pension shall be granted, the Secretary of the Navy 
sriU, if he shcmld diink prqper, order an exmnination of the appli- 
cant, m addition to the certificate of .the surgeon and commander, 
to determine more satisfactorily the degree of disabffity produced 
by the injury reo^ved ; and he may, at any subsequent period^ direct 
similar examinations to be made, if he has reason to believe tiiat the 
disability has been diminished or increased. When it can be done 
convenientiy, these examinations shall be made, and the certificate 
given^ by two medical <x£cers and a captain or commander of the 
navy. 
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AmTi€Ls 635* 
The injuries received thdl be dasted in the following older, tiz : 

1. Injuries which produce total disaJbiUtj in. the daiaiaiil lo 
oiAtribute by his awn labor to his supporl, and which lefunre 

. the aid of another to attend to his person. 

2. Injuries which render the claimant unable to contribute to his 
own support, but leave him able to attend to his own person. 

3. Injuries which leav« ihe claimant unable to oontribute more 
than one^fourth to his own support. 

4. Injuries which leave tiie claimant unable to contribute move 
than one-half to his own support. 

5. Injuries which leave the claimant unable to contribute more 
than ihree4aurths 10 his own support. 

Those of the first elass may receive, as a pension, the highest ra*s 
of pension allowed. Those of the second class, seven«eigkthc of such 
rftte;thoseof the third class, fivereighths of sneh rate; thoseofAe 
fourth class, three^ighths of such rate ; those of the fifth class, one* 
eighth of such rate. Where the injury received does not diminish 
the power of the individual to support himself, as much as one-fourth, 
he will not be considered entitied to any pensiott. 

Akticls 636. 

When applications are made for pensions, in conseqnenee pf tiie 
death of any persons who may have been killed, or died from woonds 
received in action, they must state the name of the person for whose 
death the claim is made, the name of the vessel, and the action in 
which the death or wounds oocnrred, and the time when the death 
took place, if subsequent to the action. The apjrfiicantsmist also 
forward legal proof of their right to daim a pensioii, m Ae ;wid9# 
or child of the deceased, according to the provisions of the law and 
of the ages of the child or children who may be claimants.

itient 

Article 642. 

. No payments of pensions will be made for a less peiiod ^an six 
months, either by the agents or the Fourth Auditor, except in the 
iisl paymei^ becomii^due to pensioners, or where they shall die, 
or the pennon, expire^ previous to the time for tile regular semi' 
annual pa3rmento.

The buttons shaQ be of two sizes, large and smaH^ the sixes, 
form, and arrangement, shaQ be like the pattern.

Are to be of black sOk, for all officers, white shirt-eollar to show 
above it, no colored or check shirts shall be worn by officeii. 

COCKED HATS AWD CAPS. 

Black cocked hats are to be worn, in foil dress, by all officers ex- 
cepting clerks, professors of mathematics, boatswains, gunners, 
carpenters, and sailmakens. 

They are to be made of die following diHMittoas, viz t not less 
fhan nine inches high on the back (or fan;) in £ront, (or on the cock,) 
six inches ; in length from end to end of the bottooit nineteen inch- 
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es ; the curve to be one ineh and a tenth at the back, and to be in 
pn^rtipn to the height of the officer, as per pattern.

Blqe cloth caps are to b^ worn by those not entilted to wear 
cocked faals. 

When in imdiess unifonn*. officers entitled to wear eocked hats^ 
may wear those, or dark blue cloth caps, made aocoiding' to putt^m^ 
bat all other officers are to wear blue elpth caps, wi& the nnd^ss 
uniform.

When over coats or pea jackets are worn by officers, where uni' 
form is required by regulation or order, they shall be made of dark 
blue pilot, or other cloth, the skirts not to extend below the lower 
part of the calf of the leg. The buttons shall be the same in 
number on the breast and cuffe, and be disposed in the same man- 
ner as directed for the undress coat of the officer who wears it. 

For officers entided to wear epaulettes, their shoulder-^straps shall 
be the same as for their other coats ; bu( epaulettes are never to be 
worn upon the pea jacket or over coat. 

Uniform is to be worn by all officers who may be attached to 
any vessel, navy yard, station, recruiting service, or hospital, for 
duty, unless absent from the station. 

Officers are to conform strictly to it, wearing either the entire 
full dress or the entire undress ; and are prohibited from wearing 
navy buttons upon any article of dress which does net conform to 
die prescribed uniform. 

The commanding officer of the squadron, or of a vessel whea 
acting alone, may direct when white or blue pantaloons ^hali be 
worn, so that the dress of all shaQ correspond in appearance. 

Officers are to wear their uniform wheneves they make an of- 
ficial visit to ihe President of the United States, or to the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

Officers are to wear their uniform when acting as menders of a 
court-martial, or court of inquiry, or when attending such courts as 
witnesses, or in any other official capacity. 

The undress uniform shall be worn upon such courts, unless the- of- 
ficer otdering the same shaH specially order the full dress ta be worn. 

Officers constituting, or appearing before, boards of examination, 
shall wear their undress uniform. 

Officers are strictly prohibited from wearing any part of their 
uniform, whilst suspended from duty; by sentence of & court- 
martial. 

Officers on furlough are recommended not to wear their uniform ^ 
exciept on special occasions. 

Petty officers shall wear the following marks of dislxnctien r 

Boatswains' mates, gunners' mates, carpenters' mates, masters 
at arms, ship's stewards, and ship's cooks, by an eagle and an an- 
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chor on the ^^A^ sleeve of their jackets in winter, and fiocki in 
suiamer* 

Qnarter-roastera^ quarter-gunners, caqptains of forecastles, captains 
of tops, captains of afterguard, armorers, coopers, ship's corporals* 
and certains of the hold, by an eagle and an anchor, in the s^ne 
jnanner, upon ^ir Uft sleeve. 

The eagle and anchor shall be not more than three inches, in 
length, and shall be of the same pattern as upon the. navy button^ 
[except the stars] placed half way between the elbow and shoulder, 
upon the front of the sleeve. It shall be white when w<um on a 
Use garment, and Uue when worn on a white gannent 

The outside clothing of the petty officers, seamen, and ordiaary 
seamen, landsmen, and boys, for muster, shall consist of bine wool- 
len frocks, with white linen or duck collars and cuffs, or blue cloth 
jacket and trousers, blue vest when vests are worn, black hat, black 
handkerchief and shoes, when the weather is cold ; when the wea- 
ther is warm, itshall consist of white frock and trousers, and blai;k 
or white hats, as the commander may direct, having regard to the 
convenience and comfort of the ereyr, black handkerchief aad 
shoes. The collars and breasts of the frocks to be lined or iaoed 
with blue cotton cloth, stitched with white thread or cotton. 

The hair of all persons belonging to the Navy, when in actual 
service, is to , be kept short. No part of the beard is to be worn 
Icmg exceptii^^ whiskers, which shall not descend more thaa one 
inch below the tip of the ear, uid thence in a line towards the corip 
nera of the mouth.

When these gentral regidationa shall be deteimiiied, the choice

CHAPTER XLIV. 

RECEIVING VESSELS. 

Article 660. 

The commmider of a vessel, which may be designated for fte ae* 
commodation and instruction of recruits, until ibey shall be trans- 
ferred to some sea-going vessel, shall take charge of aU suck recruits 
as may be sent to the vessel ; and if, upon examination, tliey shall 
be found fit for service, he shall direct the purser to receipt for them, 
and to certify that he has charged to them, respectively, the amounts 
-^rhicji may have been advanced to them by the recruiting officer, or 
if received from another station, *by the purser of the vessel from 
which they may have been sent. If any of the recruits should be 
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found unfit for service, the fact must be reported to the commander of 
Ihe^slatien, wh<^ will orddr a survey by three commissioned officers, 
ol which, at least one must be a medical officer, and in case they 
should find him unfit for service, they will particularly specify' the 
closes of his. disability in their report, a copy of which must be 
transmitted by the commander of the station, to the Secretary of the 
Navy, for his decision. 

AiiTiCLx 661. 

When men ahall have passed an examination, and been received 
on board, a particular description of each shalLbe taken, in whidh 
shall be specified, the rendezvous where entered, when entered, their 
age, pkce of birth, height, color, rating, trade, and particular marks; 
and if they should have any wounds or injuries which might form a 
ground for appUciation for pensions, they must be particularly noted, 
as a check against fraudulent applications. These descriptive lists 
must be entered in a book to be kept in the vessel ; a copy must be 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Navy, semi-annually, Ist July apd 
1 St Jaisiary • Whenever rectniiB are transferred to any other vessel, 
their tranifera^ and the vessel to which transferred, must be noted in 
the descriptive books^ and a complete descriptive list must be sent 
with thein, accompanied by a statement of their apparent qualifi- 
cations, and if it can be ascertained whether any, and whom, have 
been petty officers in the service. All these books and lists must 
be signed by the purser, and approved by the commanding officer of 
the receiving vessel. 

Article 662. 

The commander will take care that the clothing and bedding of 
ail recruits are carefully examined and marked ; and that lists of the 
same Bie taken when they are first received on board, and all other 
measures taken for their preservation and safe keeping. 

Abticle 663. 

While men are on board the receiving vessel, they shidl receive 
no supplies of slop clothing, or small stores, so long as they are in- 
debted to the United States, except upon the written order of the 
commander, and with Ae approbation of the senior^officer in com- 
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m&nd of the «tiitton ; and the purser, who may be directed to fiimuih 
mdi artide, must preserve such order as & voucher, Of he will re^ 
ceive no credit for the deliveries, in caise the person to whom they 
are made should die or desert before he is out of debt to the United 
States. 

Article 664. 

If a receiving vessel shall^ be sufficiently equipped to fumi^ Ihe 
means for exeroising the recruits Krbo may be on boaird, the' oom*- 
mander will, under the ditection of the commander of the stadoit^ 
have them exercised with the men forming the permanent eVew o^ 
the vessel, as frequently as their other duties will permit, ad ike 
cannon and sitiaU arms ; reefing and Airling saile, pulling if> tNMts; 
and in all sudi other duties as may best prepare tllem for duty on 
lioard vessels of war at sea or in port. Particular attention iir to be 
paid to the instructions of the apprentieest and other boys, and ti>tbe 
young kadimen and ordittary seamen, so as to give them* all the 
opportunities of improvement which circumstances will peirmit; '

The eiommander of the receiving vessel is to adopt proper pre- 
eantions to prevent desertion, and is not to allow any recruit Uogd 
on shore on tiberty; without the conseirt -of the. commanding bfieef 
of the station. : » i . 

Article 666.

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These regulations are to go into elSect on their receipt by the 
respective commanders of squadrons, vessels, navy yards, and sta- 
tions, excepting those which relate to the per centage to be charged 
upon slop clothing and small stores, and to the compensation to 
pursers, for their distribution and accountability, which are to take 
effect from the first day of the quarter of the year next following the 
date of the receipt of these regulations. The quarters of the year 
commence on the first days of January, April, July, and October.

to their rank. Should any officer be subjected to expense for the 
hire of quarters in consequence of the . failure of his commandiijg 
officer to cause a proper distribution to be made of the quarters at 
the post, he shall be reimbursed the expense actually incurred,, and 
^ei amount shall be charged to the commianding officer, and be rer 
iunded by him to the treasury. 

When officers and troops are assigned to duty, where there are 
no public biiildii^s which they can occupy, the officers of the quat- 
termaster!s department may, when duly authorized, have quarters 
for them, tiot exceeding the number of rooms to which the officers 
Aie en;titled, and the space to which the troops are entitled. 

Officers are held accountable that the quarters occupied by theny- 
icilves, or by troops under their Comnund, shall not suetaia any 
dami^e beyond the ordinary wear and tear during such occupation; 
and for apy extraordinary damage, the officer occapying die qu«r* 
ten^« or commanding the troopm as the case may be, shall be ac« 
^countable* . 

No barracks, quarters, or^hos^^tais, shall be ereoted. at the publie 
expense, but by order of the Secretary of the Navy, and aocordim 
to plans which he s|iall have approved ; and no officer, whatsoever 
may be his rank, shall make the slightest alteration in any p^an of 
hasracksv quarters, or hospital, so approved, without the ojrder or 
sanction of the Secretary of the Navy, communicated through tlie 
isonmiandant of the corps or quartermaster. These restrictions /do 
not exteaad to temporary huts, when troops may be compelled, by the 
uaheallhiness of their positions^ to leave their quarters during the 
summer season; or where, from the «trcumstanoes of the serrice« 
tliey may be i«quired to occupy positions on Uie Indian frontier in 
advance of the established posts. 

No changes or alterations are to be made in the barracks, quar« 
ter8,or hospitals, at permanent or established posts, but by authority 
of the Secretary of the Navy, communicated through the quartet* 
' 17 
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masler. Shonld any change or alteration involvio^ expenae be 
made without auch authority, the officer cauaiog it ahall not only be 
cbarged with the whole expense incurred, but also that of restoring 
4he barracks, quarters, or hospital, thus altered, to their former con- 
dition. 

The rooms for officers' quarters at every post shall be numbered 
in a regular series, exclusive of attic rooms, which are not subject 
to assignment, except as appendages to die rooms regularly num- 
bered. 

The barrack rooms of soldiers shall also be numbered; jmd ma- 
terials shail be furnished at the public expense for bunks, benches, 
and tables, for soldiers' barracks and hospitals, which shall be made 
under the direction of the officers of the quartermaster's department. 
These articles shall be considered as fixtures, and shall bear the 
numbers of the rooms for which they axe provided, and shall not 
be removed except by the Authority of the officers of the quarter- 
master's department. Commanding officers and attending surgeons 
will receipt and be held accountable for them. 

Two common desks or tables, with a paper-ease^ an inkstand, 
and a sand*box to each ; six common chairs, and one paur of com* 
mon andirons, and shovel and tongs, will be provided for each office 
authorized by the regulations, for which articles, the officers reeeiv* 
ing them shall be held accountable ; but no public materials are to 
be used in making furniture for officers' quarters unlesa an appro- 
priation from Congre^ be obtained for that purpose. 

At stations where officers serve without troops, and where there 
are no puUic quarters, the quartermaster may, when authorized, 
oause quarters to be hired for them ; or if it be found more conve- 
nient to the service, the Secretary of the Navy will, up6a a special 
representation, allow a reasonable commutation in mon^: provided, 
that the fdlowaiH^ shall in all cases be so apportioned that the wh<^ 
sum paid for rent or commutation shall hot exceed the usual actual 
expenditures for these objects. 

Non-commi0sioned officers attached to the head quarters of the 
administrative departments, where np public quarters can be fur- 
nii^d, may be allowed, acccHrding to circumstances, a reasonable 
commutation in Ueu thereof, to be determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy. 
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When a commutation is made for qnarters, a comtnntation may 
also be allowed for fuel, to be paid by the authority of the Secretary 
of the Navy, not to exceed the average matket price at the pbst 
where the person is stationed ; but no commutation will be made 
for mess rooms or officers, or for the fuel for them. 

Good merchantable oak wood is to be the standard, and the tord 
is to be estimated at one hundred and twenty-eight cubic feet. 

Fuel provided by the labor of soldiers on extra duty shall be 
taken up on the returns of the quartermaster's department of the 
respective posts, and accounted for as public property, according to 
the regulations. 

Officers are entitled to quarters at their permanent stations, 
whether the quarters be public or hired ; and temporary absence on 
duty shall not be construed to deprive them of this allowance, their 
rooms, or of a commutation, if they receive commutation, except 
when furnished with tents by the public. 

Transportation and travelling allowancea. 

Offifcers having first joined the corps or the stations where they 
are required to perform duty shall, on all subsequent journeys per- 
formed by proper authority, and in discharge of their duties, be 
allowed transportation for their baggage, or reimbursement of the 
expenses of the journey, according to the rules and subject to the? 
restrictions hereinafter stated. 

Officers who travel under orders without troops or military stores 
beyond the range of their appropriate daily duties — ^not less than 
twenty miles — shall be allowed ten cents per mile by the shortest 
mail route. Staff officers, such as the inspector, paymaster, &c., 
when they travel under the general authority of the regulations 
upon public duty, are to be considered as travelling under orders. 

Officers who travel with supplies of any description in their 
charge, will be furnished with transportion in kind, or will be reim- 
bursed the actual costs of their transportation. 

No extra allowance, as reimbursenrent of expenses, will be made 
to any officer attending a general court martial, if on duty or leave 
of absence at the post or place where the court is held. 

Every citizen who shall attend a cotirt martid as a witness, upon 
a regular summons, shall be 'allowed his actual transportation- or 
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stage fare, and three dollars a day for the time occupied in travel- 
ling to, attending on, and returning from, the court, computing the 
travel at fifty miles a day. 

Whether journeys performed by officers on duty be by land or 
water, the distance shall be estimated by the shortest mail route 
according to the book of distances issued by the Post Office Depart- 
ment; or wjien there is no direct mail route, by the shortest practi- 
cable route. 

Officers who exchange stations with each other, or who obtain 
transfers from their own to other corps, will not be entitled to any 
allowance for the journeys performed in consequence of such ex* 
change or transfer. 

All officers on leave of absence must return to their duty without 
expense to the public. Orders given for their return to duty are 
not to be so construed as to entitle them to transportation of baggage. 

When troops are required to change their stations, transportation . 
is to be provided by the quartermaster's department, on the requisi- 
tion of the commanding officer, for the whole force required to move, 
including all the officers who are to change stations with the troops, 
as well as their authorized servants, and the regulated number of 
washerwomen; and officers who fail to avail themselves of the 
means of transportation provided, will be considered as haying for- 
feited aU claim to the allowances ; and no reimbursement or com- 
pensation will in any shape, or under any pretence whatever, be 
made to them in lieu of it. This rule applies to all officers moving 
with detachments of troops, whether large or small, or whether they 
move by land or water. 

When public property is to be moved, transportation is to be pro- 
vided by the qusotermaster's department, on the requisition of the 
officer having charge of it, except in cases already provided for by 
these regulations. When arrangements are made for the transpor- 
tation of troops, or supplies, by the quartermaster's department, they 
are not to be changed by any commanding officer whatsoever, un- 
less there be such a neglect or disregard of duty by the quartermas- 
ter as shall lead to his arrest or trial. . Should any commanding or 
other officer take upon himself to change the arrangements of the 
quartermfister's department, he shall be responsible for all the con- 
sequences. Whenever troops move by land, the following trans- 
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porUition may be allowed for their ba^^^: For the field and staff 
of a regihieht, including the attending surgeon, one foar-horse wagon 
and team, or an equivalent in pack horses or mules, and in that pro-* 
portioti for such of the field and staff as may be present ; for a de- 
tachment of from fifty to seventy-five men, including officers, one 
four-horse wagon and team, or an equivalent in pack horses or BraleSr 
and iR that propoitioti according to the number of men ; fbr the siek, 
hospi^l stores, and medicines, the necessary transportation will be 
provided on the requisition of the sui^on, approved by the com- 
manding dfiicer,'in proportion to the number of sick, unable to mwch, 
and the quantity of medicines and stores to be transported. 

The baggage which is to be transported at die pubHe expense 10 
timited to ofiScers^ mess chests, clothing, and bedding, and the eamp 
equipage of the troops, consisting of cooking utensils ahd table fur- 
niture, tents, tent poles, and soldiers* clothing not issued. 

Whenever troops are moved by water, passages must be provided 
for the officers who accompaby them in the cabins of the steam- 
boats, or other transports employed; and every accommodation, - 
eonsntent with a liberal economy, must be provided for the troops^ 
especially in the case of recruits ; but no unauthorized baggage is to' 
be transported at the public expense, for either ofiicers or soldiers*^ 

If tb^ surgeon who accompanies a detachment moving by water 
srhofdd'require it, a separate apartment must, if posstUe, be prepated 
for the sick. 

Forage, 

Ofi)cers will be allowed to draw forage in kirid, when on aetual 
service in the field, or when under orders to hold themselves in readt^ 
nesc for the' field, for the number of horses actually kept by them in 
service, not to exceed the following number : 

Colonei commandant, four ; ' 
' Lieutenant colonel, quartermaster, paymaster, adjutant; and in- 
spector, three ; 

Assistant quartermaster, two. 

Ofiicers on duty in camp or quarters, and not under orders for the 
field, if entitled to forage for three or more horses, will be allowed 
to draw in kind for two horses. 
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OfBcert aif ]M»t entitled ta forage, in kind, while on leave of air 
fence, nor when traTelliug with their honea without troopa, whe- 
ther on duty or not. 

The ration of forage ahall conaist of fourteen pounda of hay or 
fodder, and twelve quarta of oats, or, in lieu of oats, eight quarto 
of com. 

Forage shall not be allowed in kind, nor commutation for the 
same, for any horae not actually present at the post at which it may 
be required. It is furnished to ofHcers for tbeir horses, to enable 
them to perform their public duties, and is not, on any pretenee, nor 
under any circumatancea whatever, to be sold or received by them 
as a matter of profit 

All forage procured for public horses or catde belongs to the pub- 
lic, uid if not consumed, is to be accounted for aa public fNroperty* 

Straw. 

One truss of straw, weighing eighteen pounds, is allowed to every 
two men, at the commencement of the month. At the expiration «if 
fifteen days each truss will be refreshed with four pounda, and at 
the expiration of the month, the whole straw will be removed and 
burnt, and a fresh bedding of one truss be furnished. 

The same quantity of straw is allowed to servants and waaher- 
women, in the proportion of one to every seventeen other porsona 
in the detachment. 

The allowance and change of straw for the aick, in hospitala, wfll 
be regulated by the senior attending surgeon. 

At all poats in the vicinity of prairies belonging to the public, hay 
will be used in lieu of atraw, and provided by the troops. 

Straw ia not a personal allowance or emolument : it ia furnished 
to aecure the health and comfort of the aoldiera ; and it ia not, on 
any account, to be aold for their benefit. If not need by thoae lor 
whom it ia provided aa bedding, it is to be retmrned to the qoarter- 
maater's department 



The quartermaster will purchase all the atationaiy for the use of 
the corps, and will issue it to those entitled, at the several poato or 
placea where it may be wanted. 
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It win be distribvted by him qaartedy to officdn uposi d«tf^ on' 
shore, who are entided to recdve a specified quantity per anniim*^' 
each officer to receive, at the same time, all that he is entitled to for 
the current quarter. (Mficera attained to Tesseis about to proeeed 
on a cruise, shall be fiimished in like manner, and at the spme rate, 
with sta&Hiary for the whole cruise ; such portion thereof as may 
remain, after deducting the quarterly sdlowance before specified, to 
pass to their successors in command, in case such officers shall die, 
resign, or be superseded ; or to be returned to the quartermaster, in 
case the cruise shall tenmHate within a shorter period than that at 
first prescribed. 

Each officer will be charged upon the books of the quarteraiaster 
with the stationary received by him, and credited with the quantity 
returned or transferred to hid successor in command ; all of which 
will be Included in the accounts of die quartermaster with the Uni- 
lied States. 

The allowance of stationary will be as follows : 

To t^e commandant of the corps, as mui^h as may be necessary 
in the diseh$rge of his public duties : 

To the commanding offieer of a post or detachment, twenty quinse 
of paper per annum : 

To the adjutant and inspector^ paymaster and quartermaster, such 
blank books and blanks as may be prescribed by the commandant 
of the corps, and such other stationary as may be necessary in the 
performance of their duties, and sanctioned by the Seeretary of the 
Navy. 

AH officers not enumerated above may, when on duty, be allowed 
six quires of paper per annum. 

A proportion of other' stationary will be aHowed, at the rate of 
twen^-fonr quills, half an ounce of wa£m, one paper of ink-powder, 
four ounces of sealing-wax, half a quire of cartrid^-paper, and one 
piece of tape, to every six qnives of writing paper. 

The term stationary must.be construed strictly to embrace such; 
articles only as are above 4iamed« 

The quartermaster wilLfiimish such authorised stationary as may 
be necessary fiir tlseuse of the courts martial, and courts of inquiry, 
convened by competent authority, on reqmsttions signed by the 
judge advocate, or recorder, as the case may be, and countersigned 
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by the pvesideot of the court All statidnuy , not used by the court 
for which it was drawn, must be retained by the judge advoeate, 
or recorder, to the quartermaster. 

The books and other stationary necessary for military boards, 
ordeied by the Secretary of the Navy, shd} be furnished, upon the 
same principles, and accounted for in the same manner, aafor courta 
martial. 

Incidental Allowances, 

Per diem to judge advocates, (see section 21 of the act of Maireh 
16, 1802.) 

Per diem to officers for travelling, and sitting on general courts 
martial, (see section 22 of the 2d March, 1802.) 

Per diem to non-commis$ioned officers, musician^) and privates,, 
employed on fortifications, in suryeys, in cutting roads, and other 
constant labor, of not less than ten days, (see act of March 2, 1819.) 

Officers are entitled to reimbursement for the postage actually 
paid by them for letterj and packages on public service connected 
with their official duties, on producing satisfactory evidence of the 
amount paid, and certifying that the postage accrued on official 
letters. 



CHAPTER IIL 

ACCOUNTABILITY OF CLOTHING, ARMS, AC 
C0UTREMENT8, AND OTHER STORES. 

Abticlx 119. 

1 . Officers charged with clothing for posts, or guards of ships, 
may receive in advance, if for a post, one yearns clothing ; and if 
for the guard of a ship, a sufficiency for die length of the cruise. 

2. On receiving clothing, arms, accoutrements, or other stores, 
it shall be the duty of the person to whom they are sent, within 
twenty-four hours after their receipt, to have them examined in the 
presence' of one commissioned officer and .two non-commissioned 
officers, in order that duplicate receipts may be forthwith transmit- 
t»d to the individual who may hav^.sent su<^ clothing, arms, accoa* 
trements, or other stores. 
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3. AeeoQ&ticttrfeiit willbe kept by offieerstiayinfrcbsfge ofeioih* 
inf , wtmsi or aeeoutremmits, creditLng Itie quarteni[iMrtei''B deparl- 
ment With all artieles received, and charging it with'iU isavet madaj 

4. Bv^yy oflkier charf«d wkh olethiag for it post, or .guard, «haU 
open, in a book to be kept exclusively for i^iat purpose, an aeoooni 
agamst eaeh individual of his command, Wherein «fa«ll be eharged 
aU clothing issued, exhibiting the date of the issne, the ttame of the 
officer by whom it shall be made, and the artieles issued. 

5* Accounts will be kept of all issnes. No extra i«raes of pUUic 
elothin|^ will be made on acooant of pay. 

6. Officers will take duplicate receipts, upon teceipt-voHs, (see 
Form No. 1,) /or all issues of clothing made : one set to be tran»» 
mitted as vouchers to his account cutrent, the other to be relied 
in his 'own poissession, until notified by the quartermaster of the 
settlement of his accounts. 

7. Officers will be particular in stating, underthe headof rsaiasks« 
OB the teeelpl4oll, the date of the death,.d«Bertio&, or appreheasiony 
of any individual to whom they have issued clothing during the quarter^ 

8. All regular issues will be made quarterly, and aH redeipt^Aolls, 
aecompanied by an account current, (see Fora> No. 8,) wHl be foc^ 
warded, at the «nd of each quarter of the year, to the quactermaster's 
office. Offionrs on sea^service, who may not have it in their power 
to transmit their accounts quarterly, will be expected to lutve^theia 
made o«t at the end of each quarter, and forward them whenever an 
opportnni^ occurs. 

9. Offieeis shall not take upon themselves to^rsae to soldiers, 
gratuitously, any article to replace those lost by aeeident ; the eoi»* 
pensation of the soldier being deemed to look to, and cover all; the 
oasdalties' of serviee. 

10. Whenever marines are transibrtedY it shall be* the duty isf thc^ 
officer making the tmnsfer to furtilih the effiter or oonHBommissioBed 
6ffieer, tuider whose eommand they shall be pbeed, with a staitement 
«f their clbdiingaccounts; showing the kind and number of each arti« 
eie- which each indinidinl' has received; the account to beiminedi- 
ately enter^ into the dothing-book of the officer veeeiving them. 

' 11. Whenever marinesace transfevred from a vessel, the. officer 
commanding them will, at the same time, deliver to the officer to 
whom the transfer is to be made, or to the assistani quartermaster 
of the post, (if there be one,) all the public property he may have 
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lenittiuiig on hand ; dnfdicate receipts for whkh will be obtained* 
So soon as the transfer is eompleted» the officer making it will tr»ui- 
0Ut to the qaartennaster*s department his acooont eiineiit» up to 
the date* supported by proper Touchers, in order to a seldemeni of 
his aeoonnts. 

12. Officen are not to undertake to settle the clothing aoeoonts 
of men to be discharged : the final setUement ot such accouHs wiU 
be made at the quartermaster's office. 

13. Whenev^ a soldier is to be diseharged firom.the serviee* the 
officer applying for his discharge will transmit to the quartermaster 
an account of all the clothing which appears charged against him on 
his books, stating particnlarly» in a separate entry* the kind and 
number of the articles embraced in the account, which have bean 
iasned since his last quarterly, returns were transmitted to the de- 
partment, (see Form No. 3 ;) and in case of the death or desertioii 
of a soldier, the commanding officer of the post to whidi he may 
h^ong will ibarward a similar account to the quartennaster, without 
delay. 

. 14. Officers ocunmanding posts, or guards, will take charge of, 
and transmit U> die quartermaster's office, through the proper chan- 
n^f qnarteily returns of all clothing left by deserters. 

15. WheneTer clothing or other stores shall become dansaged, or 
mifit for issue, in the hands of an office, a board, to be composed of 
three officers, wheii practicable, shall be instituted to examine and 
report thereon. The board shall confine its report to the actual con- 
dition of the supplies submitted to its inspection, and to the assess- 
ment of the amount of damages sustained, which diall be inserted in 
the report The amount of damage wiUbe charged to the officer in 
whose hands the supplies became damaged, unless he shall shpw, to 
the satisfaetioa of the Secretary of the Navy, by the certificate of one 
or more eomnusnoned offieeis, setting forth the eireumstances of the 
case, that due care and attention were given to the preservation of 
such Sii^lies, and that the damage did not result firom his n^lect. 
.1^ .Clothing and other stores thus condemiied for dam«^, to 
which officers miy be BaUe, shall be transmitted to the qnutermas- 
ter of the corps ; and should the officer transferring them consider 
the amount of damages assessed by the board more than actually 
sustained, he may require that the articles be immediately sold by 
^ quartermaster, at public auction ; in which case, he will be 
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charged wxih the difierence between the original cost and the net 
proceeds of the sale. In like manner, dionld the quartermaster 
consider the damage assessed as not sufficient, it shall be;ht8 duty 
to dispose of the articles in the same way, after giving reasonable 
notice of his intention to the officer concerned. 

17. Officers relieving each other, in charge of clothing at posts or 
of guards, will reject all damaged clothing, or other supplies, until 
the articles have undergone the required survey. The officer in 
whose hands the damaged ^rticks are formally detected, will be 
held accountable to the Government. 

18. Officers will transmit to the quurtermaster^a office Quarterly 
returns of all arms and accoutrements, received for their respective 
commands. They will issue the same to the soldiers under their 
command, which distribution will be entered in a book, kept fqr that 
purpose ; the officer to hold the soldiers accountable foir the arms 
and accoutreiments 90 distributed. ■ . ^ i 

19. In cases where arms and accoutrements are lost or damaged 
by neglect, whilst in possession of a soldier, the amount of th0 loss 
OT damage will be reported, if serving on shore, to the quartermas- 
ter ; if at sea, to the purser pf the ship ; m order that a proper stop- 
page may be made from the pay of the delinquent. 

20. Officers, serving in the United States, are prohibited^ from 
making any purchases of clothing, arms, or accoutremeiits. Nei- 
ther on foreign stations shall officers make snch putchasies, unless 
they become indispensably necessary for immediate use, and by the 
ejcpress sanction of the commander of the vessel and of the squad- 
ron, if time will permit ; in which case, the quartermaster is to be 
informed, as early as practicable, of the articles purchased, and the 
circumstances which rendered their purchase necessary. 

21. Should officers, ehsffged with clothing, arms, or accoutre- 
ments, fail to render the prescribed returns therefor within twenty 
days after the expiration of a quarter, when they have had opportu- 
nities for so doing, a settlement shall be made of their accounts, and 
the value of the supplies with which they shall be charged will be 
reported to the proper officer of the Treasury. 

. 22. AU returns and vouchers, rendered to the quartermaster's 
office, will be accompanied by a letter of advice, and transmitted, 
under cover, to the Secretary of the Navy.

CHAPTER TV. 

PAY DEPARTMENT. 

Amticlx 120. 

The pa3rina8ter of the corps will cause the officers, who may be 
upon duty npon any station, to be paid at the same times and places 
at which he may pay off the non-commissioned officers and privates 
who are employed npon those stations. 

An officer who may be on detached duty, which will not admit 
of his attending at the place of payment on any station, without 
injury to the public service, or who may be on furlough or leave of 
absence, and cannot attend with convenience at any station at the 
tame of paying the non-commissioned officers and privates, can only 
be paid at head-quarters, or by some special arrangement, to be 
SMictioned by the commandant of the corps. 



Navy DsPARTMSNTy Febntary 19, 1841.
